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Test results 
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Students here average 
one grade above norm

Newton’s elementary students average 
about one grade above the national norm it 
was revealed Monday night, but there is 
a “considerable" drop in the ratings for 
mathematics when students enter junior 
high school. 

Newton School Department's 
statistician Vincent Silluzio presented a 


the demonstration that showed Newton as 
much as one grade level ahead of the 
national norm in math for some grades. 

He warned against using these norms as 
standards by which to judge the schools. 

"The scores shown overlook individual 
kids. A lot of children in each group (by 
grade and subject) need special at¬ 
tention,” he said. 

Furthermore, he noted that the tables of 
scores do not include the soci-economic 
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visual display of standarized test results 
from grades four through seven in 
Newton's schools, with comparisons to 
national norms. 

This information was released reluc¬ 
tantly by Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink who warned how easily the in¬ 
formation can be used to make what he 
called unfair comparisons between 
schools. 

Fink said that he was very pleased with 


characteristics of the neighborhoods near 
the schools, which he said correlate with 
the scores. 

The tests are primarily used by 
classroom teacners to judge the per¬ 
formance level of the group as a whole and 
individual students. 

The School Committee and the audience 
of about 40 persons at Day Junior High 
School Monday night spent a lot of time 
discussing the drop in the citywide 


average of math scores from the 84th 
percentile in sixth grade to the 74th per¬ 
centile in seventh grade. 

Silluzio said this was a "considerable 
difference” between the two scores, which 
he said might be due to the plateau some 
students reach in junior high math. 

Ron Nut tall, a professor of education at 
Boston College, asked if the decrease in 
math might be an indication of the school 
system faults, since reading is often 
nourished more at home and may not be 
indicative of the schools' efforts. 

Nuttall also asked if teachers may 
emphasize reading more than math in 
sixth grade. 

Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum an¬ 
swered that the curriculum philosophy is 
maintained in the sixth grade as it is in 
other elementary grades, but no one 
specifically answered his other question. 

Arthur Short, coordinator of 
mathematics for the city, said the national 
scores are based on a theoretical national 
curriculum. 

He noted that the national trend is to 
teach percentages and fractions in sixth 
grade, but Newton has relegated this to 
grades seven and eight. 

In these grades, Short said, students 
have more retention of the skill and it is 
more applicable for them, according to 
research studies. 

Fink also noted that this was the first 
time the tests had been given to seventh 
graders, and it would be interesting to see 
if the results are repeated next year. 

Last year, the testing was done only in 
grade eight of the junior high years, but 
this year marks the beginning of a new 
testing schedule. 

Under the new plan, students will be 
tested in grades seven and nine, with 
grade nine tests to be given for the first 
time next year.

Franklin St. conversion denied 


The first petition submitted under a new 
ordinance that would allow the preser¬ 
vation of large houses on large lots by 
permitting conversion to two-or 
multifamily use was denied Monday night 
by a 7-0 vote of the I .and Use Committee. 

Owners of a 22-room house at 315 
Franklin St,, Newton Corner, asked 
permission to make the house a two- 
family. The coowners of the house are a 
married couple with four children and a 
single man. 

The purpose of the ordinance, written by 
the Planning Department, was to make 
easier the preservation and upkeep of 
Newton's fine old homes that are too large 
for most people both in size and cost. 

The house is on a 30,000 square-foot lot, 
which is twice as much land needed for a 
single-family house in the residence 
district. 

Neighbors unanimously opposed the 
conversion at a public hearing recently. 

The owners, Ole Hammarlund and Jay 
Norwalk, plan to file a plan for subdivision 
of the property if the full Board of 
Aldermen denies tlie petition Monday 
night. 

Ihe subdivision plan, already prepared, 
makes two lots of the property — one 
square lot containing the house and a C- 
shaped lot surrounding the house. On a jog 


at the back of the property is a carriage 
house, which in a subdivision would be in 
the C-shaped lot. 

The owners could either tear down the 
carriage house and build a new house or 
apply for a variance to allow conversion of 
the carriage house to a dwelling. 

Subdivision would require permission 
from no one. 

The Lutheran Service Association, 
recipient of one setback in Newton 
recently when a petition to establish a 
home for special-needs boys was denied, 
was given a 7-0 vote in favor of allowing 
continuance of the ISA home on Auburn 
Street, Aubumdale. 

The vote was contingent on the definition 
of the words "houseparents” in the Board 
order. 

Stanley Hinds, LSA director of 
residences, contended that 
“houseparents” need not be full-time 
living-in people at the house, but could 
mean the child-care workers who alter¬ 
nate their time at the home. 

Auburn House has been in operation for 
more than a year and has been accepted 
well by the neighborhood. 

The petition was put on second call for 
the Board meeting Monday night. Second 
call means that an item needs debate or 


Master to find facts 
in school budget cut

A motion for fast disposition of the 
taxpayers' suit against the city to restore a 
$500,000 cut in the School Committee 
budget was taken under advisement by 
Judge Samuel Adams this week at Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court 

Judge Adams will appoint a master (a 
neutral adviser) to review the Board of 
Aldermen’s cuts in the School Committee 
budget and the School Committee's claims 
as to what items in the budget are essential 
to the operation of the schools. 

The motion for summary judgment was 
brought by the taxpayers' lawyer, Jeffrey 
Freedman, who argued that there are no 
issues of fact in the case and that therefore 
a quick judgment could be made on the 
basis of law. 

Freedman was told by Judge Adams 
that the burden of proof is on Freedman 
and his clients to prove that illegal cuts 
have been made in the School Committee 
budget and not on the City of Newton. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine in court 
and in a 46-page brief argued that there 
are several issues of fact in dispute. 

Foremost among these is the form in 
which the School Committee budget is 
presented to the Board of Aldermen. The 
Newton School Committee, perhaps alone 
among other communities in the state, 
submits a one-page budget with a single- 
line figure which the Board must vote on. 

Accompanying material is not suf¬ 
ficiently itemized, according to Levine and 
to an affidavit from Aid. Sidney Small, 
chairman of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee which scrutinizes the budget 
each year, for the aldermen to be able to 
determine what is and is not necessary for 
•the school system. 

As a result, Levine said, the Board was 
unable to locate what specific items in 
which to make its cuts and therefore had to 
cut a a flat amount, which was $500,000. 

Furthermore, Levine argued, and 
submitted affidavits from various heads of 
departments in the city government to 
support his contention, that the budget 
request of the School Committee was in 


excess of the amount actually needed to 
run the schools. 

One example given was the cost of fuel 
oil, which the city purchasing agent said 
was estimated by other city departments 
at $14,10 and $14.44 per barrel and the 
School Committee estimated at $16.90 per 
barrel. 

An affidavit from Aid. Edward 
Richmond, who during the vote on the 
School Committee budget proposed 
specific cuts, points out that a budget 
request for $15,000 in engineering services 
is unnecessary, since the Public Buildings 
Department provides such services for all 
departments. 

When the schools' director of support 
services was asked about the $15,000, 
Richmond said, he replied that if it were 
not needed it could be used for additional 
glass replacement. 

The School Committee may transfer 
funds within its budget at will. The 
municipal government must have tran¬ 
sfers of funds from one account to another 
approved by the Board of Aldermen. 

Levine claims that the $500,000 cut 
represented a "good-faith legislative 
reduction of a budgetary submission which 
was in several areas significantly inflated, 
overestimated, and entirely without 
meaningful documentation.” 

The major result of the taxpayers’suit 
may be that the School Committee budget 
will have to be prepared and submitted in 
a form that is comprehensible to the Board 
of Aldermen. Levine cited a case in which 
the town of Sudbury was ordered to 
provide details of its budgetary request. 

Levine told Judge Adams that not only is 
there not sufficient information, but 
even the information provided as “back-up 
material” does not agree with the budget. 

For example, he said, the one-page 
budget list an account entitled 
“acquisition of equipment,” but there is no 
such account in the back-up material. 

Adams, in suggesting he appoint a 
master, told Levine, "You are asking this 
court to find that the Board had no intent of 
cutting mandated items while delving 
around — not very far in a single sheet — 
in the budget." 

I-evine agreed, and made it clear that he 


and the city are not challenging the fiscal 
autonomy of school committees. 

"My objective," Irvine said later, "is to 
preserve the rights of the School Com¬ 
mittee but also the rights ot the rest of the 
city. The idea is not to allow the School 
Committee to create a shield and divorce 
itself from the rest of the city.” 

Although the ten taxpayers’ request for 
fast action on the case was not denied, it 
has been put aside for deliberation by the 
judge, who was toying orally with the idea 
of granting a partial summary judgment, 

Adams calculated that the $500,000 cut 
represented about 1.5 percent of the total 
$32 million budget. 

He suggested tentatively that whatever 
"nonmandated" items may be found in the 
school budget be cut by that amount. 

Levine commented later that if the 
whole budget is gone over carefully, "you 
couldn’t stop at the $500,000," if more than 
that amount is found to be unnecessary. 

State laws on school committees says 
that if money is withheld from a school 
committee budget, the community may be 
forced by a judge to pay the full amount 
plus a 25 percent penalty to the school 
committee.

may have additional information supplied 
about it during recess of the meeting. 

In other action, the Land Use Committee 
• granted one part of a petition for rezoning 
land belonging to the Newton-Waltham 
Bank off Centre Avenue, Newton Comer, 
and denied without prejudice the other 
requests . 

Denial without prejudice means that the 
bank may resubmit its petitions at any 
time, without waiting the mandatory one 
year after denial. 

The committee approved the rezoning of 
a small parcel at the end of Elmwood 
Street so that the bank can use it for 
parking and denied without prejudice the 
permissive use for a large parcel of land 
behind the bank building at 400 Centre 
Ave. and rezoning of another parcel ad¬ 
jacent to the Newton-Waltham land. 

Ihe bank lias apparently abandoned any 
plans to try for land to rent to the Gateway 
Center for spillover parking. 

'Ihe I .and Use Committee also approved 
4-0 the installation of bus shelters on 
Beacon Street for a Boston College bus 
service. The Street Traffic Committee had 
already approved street cutouts so that 
buses will not cause traffic problems on 
Beacon Street. The bu.es will be stored 
within the campus when they are not 
picking up students. 


Albert Goodman of Detroit, formerly co- 
trustee of the Chestnut Hill Towers Trust, 
has "agreed to step aside," and the trust 
will take in two new people, according to 
Mario DiCarlo, co-trustee. 

The trust is presently in a foreclosure 
proceeding and has been allowed by a 
court to attempt reorganization and 
another go at obtaining financing. 

The construction of condominiums 
planned for the Chestnut Hill site has been 
halted since 1973, after the permissive use 
from the Board of Aldermen allowing the 
building of two apartment buildings was 
found to have expired. During the delay 

New dog fine— 
$15 per offense 

Fines for letting dogs run loose may go 
up to a flat $15 per offense, if the Board of 
Aldermen goes along with an aldermanic 
committee recommendation. 

Animal Control Officer Charles Rivers 
explained at a recent Legislation & Rules 
Committee meeting that the present fine 
setup — $5 for the first offense, $10 for the 
second and $25 for the third — requires for 
each citation checking whether there have 
been previous offenses. 

The checking and the 21 days allowed to 
respond to the mailed citation often lead to 
the issuance of a summons and a claim 
that the citation was not received by the 
dog owner, all of which may take up to five 
months to resolve, according to Rivers. 

A flat fine would allow the animal 
control officer to give the citation to the 
dog owner on the spot ir most cases, 
Rivers said, and would thereiorc save time 
' and money. 

The Board of Aldermen will vote on the 
change on July 7. 


Norumbega talks 
to go till fall 

The Perini Corp., owners and would-be 
developers of Norumbega Park land, 
appeared at a special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen last week to report that no 
neighborhood consensus has been reached 
on use of the land. 

Conal Doyle, a vice-president of Perini 
outlined four alternative proposals for the 
small parcel on the south side of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue that had been 
presented to the neighbors, but com-

required by the Board to extend the per¬ 
mission, construction financing com¬ 
mitments were withdrawn, and the land 
has lain idle. 

DiCarlo asked the Land Use Committee 
this week to extend the permissive use 
another five years so that “lending in¬ 
stitutions” would feel better about 
providing financing. The current extension 
expires in May, 1976. 

During the years since 1966, when the 
first permission to build was granted, the 
condominium market has leveled off. 

Aid. Alan Barkin suggested to DiCarlo 
that it might be better to build rental units 


now, if the financing comes through. 

The court has suggested that some of the 
units be for rent, DiCarlo replied, and 
plans are being readied to show the 
changes. 

DiCarlo also said the “lending in¬ 
stitutions" would prefer to have one 
building built and 80 percent occupied 
before work is begun on the second 
building. 

The Land Use Committee did not vote on 
the request for extension of permissive use 
with a waiver of public hearing. The vote 
to hold the matter was 6-1, with Aid. 
Michael Lipof opposed.

State Rep. Ix>ls Pines (D- 
Newton) participated in a 
panel discussion on the State 
budget held by the 
Massachusetts Children’s 
Lobby at the State House for 
representatives of all the local 
Councils for Children In 
Massachusetts last week. 

Other members of the panel 
included Elton Klibanoff, 
director of the Office for 
Children, Richard Rowe, 
president of the Massachusetts 
Children's Ixibby, Rep. Ronald 
Pina of New Bedford, end Ms. 
Deborah Whltestone, director 
of Services for Children, 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health. 

Rep. Pines focused her 
discussion on the importance of 
communication among ad¬ 
vocates for children, the 
legislators and the public. 

“Because they cannot vote, 
children depend on you to 
express their needs,” Rep. 
Pines told the representatives 


of the Councils for Children. "I 
am disappointed that during 
the past year I have received 
only a scant dozen letters and 
phone calls dealing with iasucs 
related to children." 

She urged the members of 
her audience to write or phone 
their local state represen¬ 
tatives to express their concern 
about the total cut in the fiscal 
1976 budget for delinquency 
prevention and their support 
for the proposed increases for 
protective services for child 
abuse and neglect, lead-paint 
poisoning prevention and 
services for children with 
multiple handicaps. 

Rep. Pines continued, 
"Citizens must be made aware 
that services for children may 
directly affect their own 
children. Too many people 
have the false impression that 
their tax dollars are spent by 
the government with little 
direct benefit to themselves or 
their families." 


I*ines applauded the efforts 
of the Office for Children to 
make the Children’s Budget 
clearer to the citizen. “Since 
the Office for Children requests 
appropriations for specific 
programs and for specific 
regions, the children who will 
be directly affected by the 
changes in the budget can be 
more easily identified." 

Pines recommended that a 
special ad hoc committee be 
formed consisting of Office for 
Children staff, Council for 
Children members and 
legislators to recommend what 
cuts in the state budget should 
1* supported so that enough 
funds can be appropriated for 
critical services for children. 

Rep. Pines said, “Human

Mann pushing proposal 
for legislative funding 
of state programs 

In an attempt to develop 
fiscal responsibility in the 
Massachusetts legislature, 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
executive vice-president of the 
Massachusetts Mayors 
Association, has endorsed a 
proposal calling for an 
amendment to the state con- 
sittution that would require a 
two-thirds majority vote before 
any state law can be enacted 
which adds to local govern¬ 
ment costs. 

The mayor, in remarks to 
several prominent lobbying 
groups, said whiel he agrees 
with "the spirit of the 
proposal” makde by the 
Massachuestts League of 
Cities and Towns, he asks the 
participating groups to review 
their commitments before 
further action is taken. Nearly 
70,000 signatures would have to 
be collected before the matter 
could be placed on referendum. 

Besides the mayor, 
representatives of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen's

Association, the League of 
Women Voters, the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Realtors, the Massachusetts 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Citizens for E onomy in 
Government, and the 
Association for Industrial 
Manufacturers were on hand 
for the meeting. 

"In these times of economic 
stress," Mann said, “it seems 
to me that a bill which would 
require the state to estimate 
the costs of any new program 
would be sound and be in the 
best interests of the already 
overburdened taxpayer.” 

Prlponents of the proposal 
object to legislation which 
obligates communities to 
expand existing'local services 
and functions without 
necessary state aid. They feel 
that if they are paying for the 
services they should have 
complete say on when and how 
these services are rendered. 

The bill was proposed 
because of the feeling of some 
local officials that the 
legislature must be reminded 
of its obligation to meet 
commitments to the cities and 
towns. In fiscal 1975 the 
Commonwealth will fall nearly 
$56 million dollars short of 
reaching that goal.

Spelling will be stressed next year 


Robert Zeeb, coordinator of 
English for the Newton Public 
Schools, presented what he 
called his third annual report 
to the School Committee 
Monday, saying he would in¬ 
stitute a new spelling program 
into the junior high schools. 

The coordinator said the 
program for spelling would be 
intensive in the five junior high 
schools in September, with 
.teachers spurred on by a 
summer workshop. 

To test the results of the 
elementary guidelines adapted 
last year, Zeeb said he would 
also work on a new test that 
would be used in the 22 
elementary schools in 1976. 

Another goal he has set for 
next year is the coordin. ion of 
the e8fforts of learning 


disability teachers, math at 
tutors, and English tutors. . 

Zeeb also said he will be 
working on a total curriculum 
package for the language arts 
in junior high schools, and will 
be training junior high reading 
specialists during the year. 

In other School Committee 
action, the eight members, 
with Joan Needleman absent 
on vacation, accepted the 
report of the School Buildings 
Advisory Board on the Nine 
School Study. 

The improvements in the 
schools for fiscal year 1976, 
were in the aldermanic budget 
for $87,000 and put aside into 
the aldermanic reserve ac¬ 
count. 

The aldermanic City 
Planning Committee , ac¬ 


cording to School Com¬ 
mitteeman Gerard Byrne, 
would hold the funds in reserve 


until the the School Committee 
submits a five-year plan. 

The plan accepted by the 
Committee Monday would cost 
$2.8 million in capital outlay 
funds over five years. 

Another $1.2 million is slated 
for improvements after five 
years. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
said that, although the Com¬ 
mittee submitted the plan to 
the aldermen for their ad¬ 
visement, he did not think any 
action would be taken on it 
until the School Committee 
accepts a master plan to ac¬ 
comodate schools that may be 


closed due to declining 
enroollment. 

Three elementary schools 
and one junior high were for 
improvements and may be 
eventually closed. 

Harry Portnoy, head of the 
School Committee’s SBAC, 
said that more than half of the 
improvements were health and 
safety items, which totaled 
nearly three-fourths of the 
money needed. 

The total $4 million is based 
on 1974 estimates of costs and 
do not include inflation 
projections. The entire amount 
may be put out on a bonding 
issue.

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Editorial 


Accountability 

If Police Chief Quinn is correct about 
„ canceling tonight’s fireworks because of 
the prospects of vandalism, disruption, 
drinking and littering, then we must all 
take a close look at the direction our 
society has taken. 

We can no longer remain indifferent 
about vandalism and the rising costs 
associated with it in Newton. Nor can we 
- afford to close outselves off from this 
condition and operate a city of 90.000 from 
behind barred doors. 

The time has come for parents to effec¬ 
tively face their children and ask 
rn themselves why this generation is the one 
that finds it necessary to deface walls, 
destroy property and set fires in the drive¬ 
ways of private homes. 

The time has come for educators to stop 
looking the other way, permitting lunches 
in cafeterias to be spilled all over the floors 
and dismissing graffitti as a sign of the 
[ijr times. 

Because our world has grown so much 
larger, the time has come for a firm hand. 
If we do not all begin to deal with this 
generation firmly, then the future unfold- 
’ ing before us is grim indeed. 

Parents must stop abdicating their 
responsibilities and face up to the job of 
parenting. Educators and law enforcement 
officers must not continue to spare the 
same youngsters. They must be taught 
£ accountability. 

\ When a police chief tells a community it 
cannot have a fireworks display because of 
the vandalism and general disruption it 
would lead to, he is telling the community 
the vandals call the shots, not the citizens. 

In view of the letter from a fourth grade 
class that appears on this week’s Opinion 
Page, recounting how the class co".ld not 
swim in Gath pool because vandals had 
decided to litter it with broken beer bottles, 
we might also take this opportunity to 
consider the effect vandalism is having on 
younger children. 


Editorials 

Ideally, every newspaper, including this 
one, strives to tell its stories to its readers 
as fairly as it can. 

This philosophy is based on the principle 
that given adequate information, an in¬ 
terested citizens hould be able to decide 
where he stands on any given issue. 

Most newspapers also have an editorial 
page, or an “op-ed” page that is normally 
clearly labeled and is used to present 
analysis and opinions on issues. 

In view of the response this paper has 
gotten to some of its editorials, we feel a 
brief explanation of this difference is in 
order. 

Newton Graphic editorials, appearing in 
this column, are set in a distinct typeface 
to distinguish them from all other 
material, stories or opinions, in this paper. 

A newspaper editorial represents the 
L opinion of the newspaper. At the Graphic, 
we arrive at editorial positions through 
group discussions. Once the position is 
established, the editorial is written and 
then read by the other members of the staff 
for changes and corrections. The editorial 
you read is our collective opinion based on 
input from all of us, not the whim of one 
particular writer. 

Since the question we are most frequent¬ 
ly asked is, ‘ who wrote that editorial,” we 
feel the editorial process is misunderstood 
and this clarification is necessary. 
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The kinds of killing 


Commentary by John D. Lofton. Jr. 


WASHINGTON — As a former unborn child, my interest 
in the subject of abortion is a continuing one. I find it 
morally fascinating the kinds of killing that have become 
respectable as opposed to the kinds of killing deemed to be 
outrageous. 

For the past several weeks, the Central Intelligence 
Agency has been denounced by nearly everybody for its 
alleged assassinations of, or aileged plots to assassinate, 
certain foreign leaders. 

The statement of Idaho Sen. Frank Church, the head of 
the committee investigating the CIA, is typical. He says: 
"If we’re going to lay claim to being a civilized country, we 
must make certain in the future that no agency of our 
government can be licensed to murder.” 

But Senator Church has got to be kidding. Because if the 
licensing of killing by a government agency is the litmus 
test for whether we are a civilized country, that question 
has already been answered. We aren’t, and we aren’t with 
the approval of a majority of the body in which Mr. Church 
serves: the United States Senate. 

The part of our government already licensed to kill is the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare, which 
administers the Medicaid program. This program now 
spends $40 to $100 million of the taxpayers’ money annually 
to bankroll the aborting of somewhere between 222,000 and 
278,000 unborn babies. 

The body count is not exact. Uncle Sam does not however 
pay for all of each Medicaid abortion, but on the average 75 
per cent of it. The rest is paid for by the state in which, as 
the abortionists euphemstically put it in CIA-type lingo, 
“the pregnancy is terminated." 

Besides the Medicaid program, there are other ways for 
people to have federally funded abortions. 

These include: if you are in the armed forces, or are a 
dependent of someone who is; if you have an abortion in a 
Public Health Service hospital; or if you qualify under a 
certain Indian health service program. The destruction 


of several thousand unborn children is federally financed 
each year through these programs, yet no one seems to 
know precisely how many. 

But as Dr. Louis Heilman, deputy assistant secretary for 
population affairs at HEW, explained it to me, these 
smaller programs are really “the tail end of the dog." 

Medicaid, he says, is “the big thing" as far as the funding 
of abortions is concerned. 

Earlier this year, Sen. Dewey Bartlett (R-Okla.) tried to 
put this "dog" on a leash. He introduced an amendment to 
prohibit the government funding of abortions, or the en¬ 
couragement of the performance of abortions, unless the 



life of the mother was at stake. But it was no use. 

The Liberal big guns, who usually can be found ex¬ 
coriating this or that outrage against the weak and 
defenseless, this day spoke eloquently against such a class, 
the unborn. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, “personally” against abortion of 
course, was opposed to the Bartlett amendment because not 
enough hearings had been held on it. 

Sen. Jacob Javits quoted Oliver Wendell Holmes' war¬ 
ning against letting morality influence lawmaking and then 
preceded to demonstrate that for him, such a warning was 
unnecessary. 

In his first recorded utterance worrying about the 
government spending too much on anything, Javits wrung 
his hands over the projected cost to the taxpayer if — horror 
of horrors — the children of the poor were actually allowed 
to be bom alive. Such a calamity could cost between $450 to 
$560 million next year alone, said Javits, if the poor were 
denied the “health benefit" of abortion. 

Sen. James Buckley was aghast at this value-free, i 
amoral, "cost-benefit calculus,” as he called it, noting: 
“11115 reduces itself to the simple argument that the way to 
eliminate people’s problems is to eliminate people." 

But such appeals fell on deaf ears. The Bartlett amend¬ 
ment was defeated, 54-36. To his credit, Senator Church 
voted for it. 

So, if the CIA is caught red-handed, and did plan to kill 
Fidel Castro, or did kill Trujillo, or Lumumba, or anybody 
else, Director William Colby would be wise to prepare a 
convincing cost-benefit analysis to show why these things 
were necessary. This should get his agency off the hook 
with at least a majority of the Senate. 

Or better yet, if he can demonstrate that these things 
either were going to be merely “therapeutic" 
assassinations, this should do the trick, too. This is another 
thoroughly respectable reason these days for taking human 
life. 


Over 65? Well then ... no time payments!

WASHINGTON — You apply for credit 
to a bank. The credit is denied. The 
reason? You are over 65. 

The American Association of Retired 
Persons has documented widespread 
denial of credit to senior citizens simply on 
account of their age. 

Bernard Nash, AARP executive 
director, records that "throughout the 
country, thousands of our members and 
other older citizens are being denied credit 
by banks, finance companies, credit card 
companies, department stores and other 
lenders solely because of their age." 

Just three random samples: 

A Delaware man with a net worth of 
$100,000 was denied a $1,000 loan by three 


finance companies and was told by three 
others that he would have to get a co¬ 
signer. 

A New Yorker, earning $16,000 a year 
and drawing an additional $4,000 in in¬ 
terest, was turned down while younger 
lower-salaried colleagues were granted 
credit cards. 

A North Carolinian was denied credit for 
a $650 TV set although he had a retirement 
income of $10,000 and savings of $23,000. 

In many cases, the applicant is advised 
that he is a good credit risk on the basis of 
past performance but that it is the rule of 
the house to refuse credit to those over 65. 
A New Jersey bank went out of its way to 
congratulate the applicant on his “ex¬ 
cellent paying record” but turned him 
down anyway because of company "policy 


limiting this availability to individuals 
between the age of 21 and 65." 

To many senior citizens, denial of a 
credit card makes it difficult for them to 
write a personal check when shopping. A 
card is demanded for proof of trust¬ 
worthiness. Hence, older people have to 
carry cash — a dangerous venture for 
many, 

Ironically, the oldsters appear on the 
record to be an excellent credit risk. Thus 
the records of Montgomery Ward show 
that the percentage of balances due in a 
two to eight month period is a high 7.95 per 
cent among those 18 to 24 years of age, 
with percentages decreasing among older 
age groups, ending at a low low of 1.63 per 
cent among those 65 and over. 

At present there is an Equal Opportunity 


Credit Act. But that law is limited to 
banning discrimination because of sex or 
marital status. But there is no law relating 
to discrimination because of age. 

By a unanimous vote of 36 to 0, the House 
Banking and Currency Committee 
reported out a bill to amend that law, to 
widen its scope. Under the chairmanship 
of Rep. Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.), the 
Consumer Affairs subcommittee extended 
the la w to ban discrimination "on the basis 
of race, color, religion, national origin and 
age." 

While intended primarily to protect 
older folk, the amendments would also 
protect younger people, provided they are 
of the age of consent. 

To the long list of expanding economic 
rights, we will soon have the "right" to 
credit — provided you are a good risk.

To the Editors: John D. 
lx)fton, Jr., feels sorry for the 
oil corporations: last year their 
profits doubled: this year they 
have been unable to repeat. 
Moreover, achieving energy 
Independence from Arab oil 
blackmail requires letting "the 
oil companies reap large 
profits so that they can amass 
the capital they need to sharply 
increase production.” 

Oil Industry Demands 

Lofton echoes industry 
demands, that profkits be 
doubled so that the energy 
corporations can amass $1 
trillion for investments over 
the next 10 years. 

The source of the $1 trillion 
figure is the Chase Manhattan 
Ban. The Chase is, of course, 
the Rockfeller family bank, 
i.e., the creature of a fortune 
built on the Standard Oul 
monopoly. The Rockefellers 
are the dominant stockholders 
in Standard Oil of New Jersey, 
Atlantic-Richfield, Mobil Oil, 
Stadard Oil of California, and 
Standard Oil of Indiana. The 
Chase Manhattan Bsnk is the 
largest stockholder in Atlantic- 
Richfield and Mobil, and has 
interlocking directos with 
Atlantic-Richfield and Royal 
Dutch Shell. 

This concentration of 
economic power casts doubt on 
the Chase’s objectivity and led 
the Federal Trade Commission 
to doubt, in 1974, whether the 
Chase could really promote 
cojpetition within ts energy 


empire. 

This is the same Chase 
Manhattan Bank of which 
Lofton, like most other oil 
industry apologists relies for 
information about the needs of 
the industry and of the country. 
As I/ifton quotes the Chase: "A 
decline in profits is a very 
serious matter" — for the 
Chase Manhattan Bank. 

Three things are wrong with 
the oil Industry’s argument. 

Democratic Dangers 
First, it assumes that private 
corporations ought to deter¬ 
mine America’s energy policy. 
The central tenent of 
democracy, however, is the 
moral and political equality of 
individuals in society. 
Decisions have important 
social consequences, therefore, 
ought to be made by society, 
democratically. 

Once we recognize the social 
consequences of the uses to 
which profits are put, we 
should acknowledge the moral 
necessity of determing those 
uses democratically. 

Perverse Incentives 
Second, because the private 
corporations benefit enor¬ 
mously from the energy status 
quo they have a strong impetus 
to protect their profit position 
at the expense of the country's 
energy and societal needs. 

In the past, they declined to 
develop our coal resources, 
except the 10 percent open to 
strip mining, or to invest in 
reserach into the detoxification 


of high slphur coal, because 
coal would have interfered 
with their more profitable 
exploitation of oil andnatural 
gas. In the future, they may be 
expected to continue to put 
private profit ahead of the 
public interest. 

Revising Capitalist 
Economics 

Third, the Lofton rationals 
for doubling oil profits rests on 
a basic revision of capitalist 
economic theory. As it was 
taught me in Ec 1 and the 
Harvard Business School the 
etrepreneurs’ claim to profits 
was justified by the risks they 
took with their money and the 
technological progress they 
thereby advanced. But now the 
source of new capital is neither 
the entrepreneur, nor the in¬ 
stitutionalized capitals 
markets: it is to be the con¬ 
sumer who supplies the private 
corporations’ their “risk” 
capital in the form of higher 
prices. 

Moreover, the private cor¬ 
porations not only want costs 
and risks shifted on to the 
consumer. They also demand 
that the government guarantee 
their profit on ohter prople's 
money. 

If the private corporations 
should not decide our country's 
energy policy, who should? The 
American people, through our 
democratic political system, 
should determine their own 
energy policy. 

A first step would be the 


creation of a Federal, TVA- 
type of energy corporation 
whose operations would be a 
competitive spur to and 
standard of comparison for an 
industry still essentially 
private. 

The TVA-typc energy cor¬ 
poration would succeed only if 
it Is run by people in agreement 
with its purposes, and only if it 
is seen to be the first step 
toward the socilaization of the 
entire industry. 

What is crucial is the 
development of real 
democratic and social control. 
The American people, and the 
workers in a particular in¬ 
dustry, must become suf¬ 
ficiently organized to 
democratically impose their 
priorities on that industry. 
"Must become," because we 
are not yet so organized. We 
have been carefully schooled to 
distract the solutions we now 
need. 

We need structural change. 
This is the real way the 
American people can solve our 
energy problems in a 
democratic manner, and 
without entrusting our destiny 
any longer to the energy sm- 
perors. Achieving this 
democratic solution is the real 
challenge facing the (over- 
whelminghly liberal) 
democratic left coalition in the 
Democratic Party and in the 
country at large.

Although a great deal of 
coverage has been given to the 
closing of the Memorial 
Elementary School, I believe 
that certain facts have not been 
clearly illustrated which in¬ 
dicate that this decision is 
incorrect and indeed 
demonstrates fallacious 
economic reasoning. 

My examination of the 
School Department’s 
Feasibility Study concerning 
the Option II closing of 
Memorial indicated that the 
average savings for 1976-1977 
would be $188,181. On the 
projected tax for that year, this 
represents 47 cents. For a 
house presently assessed at 
$12,000 this represents an 
annual savings of $5.67. 

Further analysis of the 
cituation indicates that many 
cost factors which tend to 
cancel out most of the above 
savings have been overlooked. 
To wit: 

1. Per Pupil Personnel Costs:

Mayor Theodore Mann of 
Newton and Mayor Arthur 
Clark of Waltham broke 
groilnd last week for a rubbish 
transfer-haul station that 
represents the first 
collaboration in the nation 
between two cities for the 
disposal of solid waste. — - 

Mayor Mann joked about the 
"couple of scarred bodies on 
the way" to the realization of 
the Newton-Waltham district. 

In a serious vein, Mann said 
the formation 8 of the Newton- 
Waltham regional district 
proved that it is possible, by 
thu will of the executive 
departments and the 
cooperation of the legislative 
bodies, for two communities to 
get together. 

The mayor explained that 
the two cities will save about 
$.' 100,000 on refuse disposal per 
year, and that the district has 
obtained from SCA the lowest 
pjflec per ton for refuse 
dfibsal in the entire state. 

Xhe transfer-haul station is 
expected to be completed in 
mid-September and will accept 
all of ton's and Waltham's solid 
. waste. .New 

Newton has a five-year 
^ contract with SCA, with ex¬ 
tension possible. 


The Newton-Waltham 
district committee has been 
the leader in trying to establish 
a a group of west suburban 
communities interested in 
establishing a regional 
resource recovery facilitv. 

At last count 23 cities and 
towns had joined together 
loosely to discuss the 
possibility. The state has given 
promise of financial support 
for planning, and would con¬ 
struct the plant. 

The group is tentatively 
called "128 West Refuse 
Recovery Council."

David 
Jackson and Waltham City

A West Newton man was held 
at gunpoint Tuesday night by a 
man dressed as a police officer 
who was let into the house.

Nothing was taken from the 
home.

Silluzio if it would be valid to compare 
Newton to other communitites of similar 
soci-cconomic makeup. Silluzio said yes, 
but no such data was furnished by the 
publisher of the tests. 

Fink told the audience that differences 
between the neighborhoods definitely have 
an affect on the scores, but he did not think 
the cost per pupil, which varies widely 
from school to school, would make any 
difference. 

The information released to the press 
from the large volume of the full report 
shows the average I Q to be 115 . 

This number has stayed the same in 


Newton for several years in grades four 
and six. A different test used to be given to 
eighth graders with expected results six 
points lower than the first test. 

Next year the Otis-Lennon test will be 
given in grades four and seven. 

The score results arc listed in per¬ 
centiles of the the national norm and 
stanincs, which are numbers on a scale of 
one to nine, based on the percentile 
ratings. 

A percentile rating for a school in a 
particular subject of 85 would mean that, 
nationwide, 85 of 100 students in that grade 
would score lower than the children in that 
grade at that school. 


According to information compiled by 
Silluzio, percentiles compare individuals 
and groups, but do not measure growth. 

"Students tend to cluster around the 
average, thus minor changes in the per¬ 
formance in the middle 50 percent may 
result in large changes in percentile 
ranks," the report to the press said. 

Stanincs arc based on standard scores 
and arc more useful in measuring growth. 

The stanincs are based on the national 
average of percentiles. 

In other words, the national average in a 
group is between percentiles 23 and 76. 
Within these percentiles are stanines four, 
five, and six. 


Stanlnc 9 is considered high, in the 96 to 
100 percentile. 

Stanine 8 is from 89 to 95 and 7 is from 77 
to 88 percentile rating Both of these 
stanines art; considered above average. 

In the average category arc stanines 4,5, 
and 6, with percentiles ranging from 23 to 
39, 40 to 59, and 60 to 76. 

In the below average category are 
stanincs 2 and 3, with percentiles of 4 to 10 
and 11 to 22. 

Silluzio added that this is a gross scale, 
to give a general indication of where a 
school or a student stands. Even in this 
scale, a diffemee in one stanine may be 
determined by a single percentile either 
way, so it should only be used as an in¬ 


dication in comparisons. 

Another limitaton on school-to-school 
comparisons was mentioned by Fink. On 
the average, 40 percent of sixth grade 
students did not begin their education in 
the school they finish in. 

The complete report is available in all 
branches of the library, but not included in 
it will be one page that Silluzio showed on 
the screen Monday. 

Silluzio showed the changes in scores for 
the past 15 or more years, something he 
said Tuesday he thought was interesting 
but not relevant to the report which covers 
test scores for the past two years. 

The table showed that the scores jumped 
quite a bit in the past two years since a new 
test was initiated. 

He said the jump in scores did not show 
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that the new tests were easier. If that were 
the case, the percentile ratings nationally 
would also rise and Newton's would not 
haves seen such a jump. 

Some people expected the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test results to be released last 
Monday, but Silluzio said the results from 
the June test, including scores for the past 
five years, will be released in September. 

Parents arc allowed to see their 
children's individual test results at the 
school he or she is enrolled in, which in¬ 
clude scores of the math computaiton 
section, not included in the presentation 
Monday night.

mented that there is unanimous 
agreement only that the north-side parcel 
should be preserved. 

"After that, there is a variety of 
opinions’" Doyle said 

The proposal for use of the southern 
parcel that has been best received is the 
construction of a 8 three-story building 
with parking underground and adding no 
traffic to Auburn Street. Neighbors want 
some recreation area on the site, Doyle 
said. 

Doyle wants to continue meeting with 
neighbors and the three aldermen from 
Ward 4 over the summer, since “no 
specific action is planned now." 

The cost to the city for the north-side 
parcel has come down from about $1 
million to $500,000, if Perini is allowed to 
build a commercial building on the south- 
side land 

Board President Eliot Cohen called the 
time and effort on the part of the Board of 
Aldermen in trying to work out an ac¬ 
ceptable plan for Norumbega "ex- * 
traordinary participation.” 

Cohen suggested indirectly to Doyle that

June 30-July 6

manmade environments." 


Contract teachers 
ineligible to claim 
unemployment pay 


As a result of new federal 
legislation, teachers who were 
under contract for the past 
school year and who also have 
contracts for next year will not 
be eligible to collect unem¬ 
ployment benefits during the 
summer months, according to 
John D. Crosier, director of the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security. 

The new legislation, signed 
by President Gerald R. FORD 
ON June 13, amends the 
Sepclal Unemployment 
Assistance Program which has 
been effect in Massachusetts 
since Jan. 5, 1975. 

Croser noted that the 
loophole, which might have 
allowed teachers in some 
states to collect unemployment 
benefits during the summer 
months and at Christmastime, 
resulted from Congressional 
haste in enecting a number of 
recession-fighting measures. 

The new amendment 
clarifies the intent of Congress 
by specifically denying the 
payment of unemployment 
benefits between academic 
terms or years when an in¬ 
dividual is under contract in an 
instructional, research, or 
principal administrative 


position for both such terms or 
years. Other educational 
personnel such as unemployed 
substitute teachers, teachers 
aides, cafeteria workers, and 
traffic guards may, in some 
cases, be eligible for unem¬ 
ployment benefits. 

The three major 
requirements for collecting 
unemployment insurance, 
according to Crosier, are that a 
person meet the statutory 
definition of unemployment, 
have earned at least $1200 in 
the 52 weeks prior to filing a 
claim, and be available for and 
actively seeking full-time 
work. On each claim for 
benefits, however, a final 
determination under the 
Massachusetts Employment 
Security Law must be decided 
on an individual basis, ac¬ 
cording to information 
prestned on the claimant's 
application and from in¬ 
formation supplied by the 
claimant's employers. 


Those who believe they may 
be eligible for the benefits 
should report to the nearest 
daiins office of tlie Division of 
Employment Security during 
their first full week of unem¬ 
ployment.

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It's vacation time and ... 

Away we go! 


Now that vacation season Is upon us, it's 
time to get the suitcases down from the 
attic. 

If you're flying or sailing across the 
briny blue ocean to drink in the wonders of 
Europe,lucky you! Before you go, 
however, it's a good idea to sit down with 
pencil and paper and map out a wardrobe 
to fit the needs of your itinerary. 

Whether you’re jetting through 6 
capitals on a 21 -day-excursion or taking a 
leisurely auto trip through out-of-the-way 
European towns, you should think in terms 
of a classic wardrobe that, with the ad¬ 
dition of a few accessories, can do triple 
duty for country, city or evening activities. 

"It's sad," commented a travel agency 
expert, "the way people come to us for 
advice as well as ticketing, and we always 
suggest traveling as light as possible....it's 
those little extras like shoes and handbags 
that add weight to a suitcase. But, what 
happens? 

"People over-buy and over-prepare, 
often times putting themselves in dire 
financial straits before the plane leaves 
the ground....and when it's too late, they 
discover that 1. they don't wear all the 
clothes they lug along and 2. they end up 
"breaking their backs" carrying suitcases 
that contain clothes that were better not 
purchased or at least, left at home!" 

Travelers are blessed with polyesters 
and synthetics as well as cotton knits that 
dry quickly in hot summer hotel 
rooms. Even the new colorful 100 percent 
cotton articles of clothing are ideal 
because they are supposed to have the 
"just washed” look, not the freshly ironed 
sheen. 

Fussy clothes that require ironing before 
every wearing are best left at home and 
the same goes for too many light colors. 
Long dresses may be substituted for one 
long skirt and a few blouses which may be 
worn daytime as well as evening. 

Consider taking along a short or long 
jumper—it can go over a shirt for night 
and over a sweater for day. 

Here are some baggage tips aimed at 
making your preparations easier: 

You mav check large bag. one medium 
bag and your sports gear. You are allowed 
to carry on with you one small bag to go 
under the seat (or in the overhead bin on 
the jumbo jets), your handbag, camera, 
coat, briefcase. 

When you are guaging term "large" or 
"medium" bag, use the following as a 
guide: Weight doesn't matter anymore on 
domestic flights. Using a tape measure, 
measure length plus height plus width to 
determine size. A large bag is up to 62 
inches for length-height-width. A medium 
bag is up to 55 inches and a small bag (to 
go under the seat aboard plane) can be no 
more than 43 inches. 

Now for the Pounds: 

Maximum weight per bag is 70 pounds. 
That's 210 pounds total. But consider this: 
A man's two-suiter bag packed to bulging 
weighs only 24 pounds. So, unless you’re 
carrying armor for a role in grand opera, 
you're never apt to use your weight 
allowance in traveling outside the United 
States. 

On trips abroad, say to Europe or the 
Orient or South Africa, there is a specific 
limit by weight. First Class—66 pounds. 
Tourist Class—44 pounds. 

Pets can accompany you on your 
vacation IF they are healthy, disease-free 
dogs and cats. First, though, you'll need a 
health certificate for your pet, if it flies 
from one state to another. 
...this is a state requirement, not an airline 
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rule. Ask your vet for a certificate. Ask 
him also about tranquilizers for your pet, 
to make the trip a calm one. Second, you’ll 
need a suitable container. Pets ride in a 
special area where it is quite comfortable, 
for it is temperature-controlled and 
pressurized, just as is the passenger cabin 
area. Only Seeing Eye dogs may ride in the 
passenger cabin. Check with your airline 
carrier to make sure the kennel or box you 
have is acceptable. 

Think twice before you buy new shoes 
for traveling. Knowing that you are going 
to travel, buy needed shoes at least two 
weeks ahead of time and wear them a few 
hours every day before the "great day" 
arrives. Take along: one pair of good 
walking shoes, one pair of basic dress 
shoes and one pair of fold-up slippers to be 
packed in your carry-on tote. These will 
rest your feet in flight. 

Scotch tape is a good traveling com¬ 
panion; it can be used as hem mender, 


lint remover, bottle sealer. Take along 
extra plastic bags...they will insure safe 
packing for the damp swimsuit you will 
wear for "one last swim” or the lingerie 
that doesn't quite dry. Include a 
washcloth, as hotels and motels don’t 
always provide one. 

NEVER pack jewlery or other valuables 
in luggage you plan to check. Don't pack 
liquor in checked baggage. Never carry 
valuable personal papers, passport, or 


credit cards, etc. in your checked 
baggage. 

Handbags...when packed they occupy 
precious space...so plan to carry a 
generous size handbag on the trip and for 
daytime use during the trip. Pack a small 
one for evening use. A flat evening purse 
can be packed in the pocket with scarves, 
etc., and a small soft bag can be filled with 
rolled lingerie to conserve spece. 

One last word: Have a lovely vacation!

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Dr. Schwartz named university 
professor at Tufts medical school 


Dr. William B. Schwartz of 51 
Montvale Rd., Newton Centre, 
chairman of the. Department of 
Medicine at the Tufts 
University School of Medicine, 
has been named university 
professor for all schools within 
the university. It Is the first 
such appointment in Tufts' 123- 
year history 

As university professor Dr. 
Schwartz will report directly to 
the Tufts provost and president 
rather than to the deans of one 
of the schools and colleges 
within Tufts. 

He will have no formal 
teaching responsibilities, and 
will be invited to sit as a 
member of the faculties of the 
School of Arts and Sciences, 
the School of Dental Medicine, 
the School of Medicine and the 
Fletcher School of Law and 
Diplomacy. His role will shift 
to an interdisciplinary one 
involving the university at 
large. 

Schwartz, a noted teacher, 
clincian and researcher and an 
established authority on kidney 
disease, in recent years has 
become heavily involved in 
national health policy plan¬ 
ning, a field which few 
physicians have entered. 


Tufts President Burton C. 
Hallowed, commenting on the 
new appointment, said, "Dr. 
Schwartz's intellectual bent 
and professional ac- 
complishcmcnts range far 
beyond medicine and make 
him an ideal first university 
professor at Tufts. 

"Bringing science, 
technology, and social science 
to bear on decision making and 
on policy, he relates parts of 
the iniversity to the whole, a 
human illustration of the 
university of the future." 

Schwartz also is physician- 
in-chief of the Tufts New 
England Medical Center, and 
Endicott Professor at the 
School of Medicine. 

He was recently named to 
the Advisory Panel on National 
Health Insurance of the U.S. 
House COommittee on Ways 
and Menas' subcommittee on 
health. The committee is 
studying national health in¬ 
surance legislation. 

Schwartz is president of the 
3,000-member American 
Society of Nephrology, the key 
organization of specialists in 
the field of kidney disease. 

An international authority on 
such diseases, Schwartz has 


made extensive contributions 
to the scientific literature in 
the fields of kindey, electrolyte 
and acid-base physiology.

Schwartz has also been a 
pioneer in the use of the 
computer as a menas of 
dealing with the problems of 
health manpower and other 
aspects of medical care 
delivery. 


He currently is a senior 
consultant and chairman of the 
Health Policy AdvLsory Board 
of the Rand Corporation, and a 
member of the Institute of 
Medicine of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

His early investigation of 
kidney physiology led to the 
development of new classes of 
diuretics, drugs important in 
the treatment of conditions 
associated with heart, kidney 
and liver diseases where ab¬ 
normally large amounts of 
fluids exist in the body. 

A graduate of Duke 
University and its school of 
medicine, Schwartz served his 
internship and first residency 
in medicine at the University of 
Chicago clinics. 

Following Army service, 
Schwartz became an assistant 
in medicine at Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital in Boston, in 
1948. He simultaneously held a 
research fellowship at Harvard 
Medical School and a 
fellowship at the Children's 
Hospital Medical Center. He 
joined the School of Medicine 
faculty in 1850, serving first as 
head of the kidney division.

Baseball can be a brutal game 


The thing about baseball, what can take 
your breath away, is how the game In¬ 
corporates what is both brutal and elegant, all 
in one motion. A baseball thrown at a man’s 
head can split and crush the skull. That Is 
brutal. Yet It is commonplace for major 
league hitters to avoid such a danger by 
tilting the head slightly backward and per¬ 
mitting a pitch, traveling at a speed ap¬ 
proaching 100 miles per hour to sail not more 
than a couple of inches from his face. That 
movement is elegant, especially when the 
eyes on the face do not blink and the features 
of the face display no emotion. 

Thinks like that happen a lot in baseball. A 
second baseman involved in a double play 
might pirouette over the spikes of a sliding 
runner while throwing the ball to the first 
baseman. Outfielders have crashed into 
concrete walls trying to make Impossible 
catches. Catches In a crouch flick gloved 
hands across their bodies to scoop up pitches 
thrown into the dirt the way a frog might flick 
his tongue and catch a fly. 

There are enough subtle, unstated and 
elegant movements in the game to satisfy the 


fans of Fred Astaire, and enough hard, brutal 
reality to satisfy the loan officer of a bank. 

Which is why the game appeals to both 
chessmasters and sharecroppers. Even the 
playing field is elegant in Its geometrical 
simplicity and devilish in its challenges. 
Whoever finally decided that the bases should 
be spaced 90 feet apart and then measured off 
the distance between homcplate and the 
pitcher's mound knew what he was doing. 
Either by accident or by design, he made 
attempted bunts and steals eternally in¬ 
teresting. 

Most attempts to steal bases are extremely 
dose plays, and the difference between 
success and failure is measured in fractions 
of a second. And thnt frequently depends on 
luck and strategy. 

But no managerial genius can devise any 
strategy magical enough to give a shortstop 
quick feet and a strong arm. He either has 
them or he doesn't. If the bases are loaded 
and there arc two outs and a batter hits the 
ball deep into the hole between third base and 
shortstop, the fielder must make a great play 
or surrender one or two runs. In that 
situation, the wisest manager in the baseball

world can only sit on the bench and watch and 
die inch by inch. 

Ironically, baseball has more strategy than 
any other sport; yet there is no way to hide a 
bad fielder or weak hitter. In football and 
basketball, an offense can be built around one 
man. In baseball, unless he is removed from 
the game, the weak hitter must bat in order 
just like the team slugger. 

Baseball is a strange and demanding game. 
The subtle movements, the strategies, the 
unseen hours of practice arc hardly ap¬ 
preciated by the casual fan. The battles 
between pitcher and batter arc decided by 
balance, cunning and brute force. Luis Tiant 
uses every weapon known to man. Nolan 
Ryan's fastball is about as subtle as 
dynamite. There is something for everyone. 
It’s slow enough to permit a father to explain 
the action to his children and fast enough to 
keep the children excited. It’s fun to play and 
can be watched In the company of peanuts, 
hot dogs, and ice cold drinks. Best of all, it 
permits men to remember how it was when 
they were boys and boys to dream about being 
men. A lot of people like it a lot.

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You get less carbon monoxide when you use mass transit 


TTfc choice between driving 
your car to work or taking 
mass transit can be a matter of 
life and breath. Recent data 
from the American Lung Assn, 
shows that automobile com¬ 
muters arc exposed to over 
twice as much carbon 
monoxide (CO) as commuters 
on rail mass transit. 

This was a finding in a recent 
CO monitoring program of 62 
nonsmoking volunteers 
commuting in the Greater 
Boston area. The study of 
environmental carbon 
monoxide exposures was 
conducted by John D. 
Spqpglcr, Ph.D. of the 
Department of Environmental 


Health Sciences, Harvard 
School of Public Health and 
Anthony D. Cortcse of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. It was supported by a 
research grant from the 
American Lung Assocation. 

The study challenged much 
lower C'0 readings from 
monitors in fixed locations 
throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth. Each volunteer 
carried a portable CO sampler 
(Ecolyzer) for a three to five 
day period during "real life" 
commuting and working ac¬ 
tivities. The experiments were 
performed from October, 1974 
through February, 1975. 

Carbon monoxide is a 


colorless, odorless gas that 
literally drives the oxygen out 
of the red blood cells. The 
major percentage of com¬ 
muting motorists arc in the age 
group having the highest risk 
of cardiovascular disease and 
hence are very susceptible to 
the effects of CO exposure. In 
many urban areas like Boston, 
more than 98 percent of the CO 
omissions are produced by 
automobiles. 

According to Dr. Spengler, 
"these data clearly indicate 
that the fixed location monitors 


significantly underpredlct the 
short-term CO exposures of 
commuters. In fact, a small 
percentage of Boston 
automobile commuters ac¬ 
tually are exposed to CO levels 
exceeding the national air 
quality standard of 35 parts per 
million (ppm) for one hour.” 

Dr. Spengler questioned 
current control strategies 
designed to reduce eight-hour 
CO concentrations by im¬ 
proving traffic flow at a few 
locations. He concluded, "the 
most effective strategics for 


reducing personal CO ex¬ 
posures during commuting are 
those requiring automobile 
emission control, improving 
overall traffic flow, and 
decreasing traffic volumes." 

The American Lung Assn, of 
Boston also released results of 
CO breath tests made during 
Earth Day festivities on the 
Boston Common last April 
28th. Breath Samples taken 
from more than 200 volunteers 
showed a significant difference 
in the amount of CO in the 
blood of smokers and non¬ 


smokers. 

Of the nonsmokers tested, 5 
percent had carbon monoxide 
levels In their blood which 
exceeded the maximum 
allowable federal safety 
standard of 2 percent. But of 
the smokers tested, more than 
half had CO blood levels in the 5 
percent-6 percent range. The 
Surgeon General's 1971 Report 
on Smoking and Health warns 
that smokers with CO levels in 
this raj ge run a three times the 
risk of d ying of a heart attack 
than do nonsmokers. 


A recent nation-wide study of 
29,000 persons in 18 areas 
showed that smokers average 
three to four times more CO in 
their systems than federal 
safety standards permit—so 
much that in some cases they 
should not be allowed to give 
their blood to heart patients. 

The Lung Assn, has allocated 
additional funds for Dr. 
Spengler to expand his study 
by surveying a variety of work 
exposures to CO generated by 
automobile engines. In par¬ 
ticular, the study will focus on 


automobile mechanics, 
automobile salesmen, and 
parking attendants employed 
at establishments of fewer than 
50 employees. These facilities 
are not covered by the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970. Research 
teams will conduct both direct 
CO monitoring and a health 
surevey. 

The American Lung Assn, of 
Boston’s year 'round programs 
for the prevention and control 
of lung disease are funded by 
Christmas Seal contributions.

Paula Robison is a charter 
member of the distinguished 
Chamber Music Society of 
Lincoln Center (New York), 
and a regular participant in the 
Spnleto (Italy) Festival and the 
Marlboro (Vt.) Festival. 
Among her many ac¬ 
complishments, Ms. Robison 
won first prize - the first 
American Flutist to do so - at 
the Geneva International 
Competition. 

Scott Nickrenz has per¬ 
formed extensively in the 
United States, Europe, South 
America and Africa. He was a 


founding member of the Lenox 
Quartet and the Vermeer 
Quartet, and a member of the 
Claremont Quartet. Scott 
Nickrenz has played often at 
the Casals, Spoleto and 
Marlboro Festivals and has 
taught at Tanglewood, Prin¬ 
ceton, The North Carolina 
School of the Arts and Northern 
Illinois University. Nickrenz is 
presently director of chamber 
music at the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music, and he and 
his wife, Paula Robison, are 
currently artists-in-residence 
at the New England Con¬ 
servatory of Music in Boston. 

The Monday Evening Con¬ 
cert Series will feature a 
Schumann work as part of the 
program each evening, 
beginning July 7. The concerts 
will be held in the newly air- 
conditioned Sanders Theatre at 
8:30 p.m.

The use and sale of fireworks 
are illegal in Massachusetts 
except for licensed public 
displays, reminds the 
Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness and 
the Massachusetts Com¬ 
mission for the Blind. 

Legislation passed in 1973, 
and faithfully enforced since, 
allows the arrest without 
warrant of those in possession 
of fireworks and permits the 
seizure of fireworks as con¬ 
traband. Such stringenet laws 
are on the books to protect the 
public from the proven hazards 
of fireworks. In the past, 
people have been maimed, 
blinded and even killed by the 
use of the explosives. 

The Massachusetts 
Ophthalmological Society, and 
the Mass. Commission for the 
Blind share MSPB's concern. 
According to Dr. George E. 
Garcia, president of the 
Ophthalmological Society and 
an MSPB board member, 
"Previous experience has 
pointed out the serious hazards 


of fireworks to eyesight. The 
nature of injuries observed in 
victims of fireworks accidents 
extends all the way to total loss 
of vision. Parents should take 
every precaution to insure that 
their children don’t use these 
deadly items." 

Parents are urged to warn 
their children not to buy any 
fireworks and any bootleggers 
of the contraband should be 
reported to the local police 
department. 

MSPB points out that 
sparklers are also outlawed in 
the state. The center wires of 
sparklers burn at 2,000 degrees 
F., thus explaining their 
prohibition. 

The Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Blind¬ 
ness, the Commission for the 
Blind, and the 
Ophthalmological Society 
suggest that parents take their 
children to a licensed public 
fireworks display to enjoy a 
safe and happy Fourth of July 
holiday.

Once you’ve mentioned awn¬ 
ings you've about covered the 
subject of canvas in the home? 

Not quite, if you're talking to 
the folks from Canvas 
Products Association In¬ 
ternational. ‘‘People think of 
canvas in terms of specific — 
and often stereotyped —uses," 
says Robert C. Mead, 
executive vice president. "But 
all that is changing. Canvas 
itself is far different from the 
fabric it was 25 years ago. It's 
available in decorator colors, 
in solids, stripes, plaids and 
patterns, in different weights 
and finishes.” 

Decorators always have 
liked canvas as a wallcovering, 
and for upholstery and slip 
covers. Now, Mead said, it is 
coming to the‘attention of 
homemakers and they are 
finding all soils of new ap¬ 
plications for it, ranging from 
unusual decorative uses to 
utilitarian shelter purposes. 

For instance, Mead said, an 
imaginative suburban home¬ 
maker utilized canvas to 


transform a drab guest room 
into a "tent" retreat straight 
out of the Arabian nights. 
Lengths of brown, yellow and . 
orange striped canvas were ' 
stapled to the walls and draped 
to cover the ceiling, creating 
the tent effect. Built-in couches 
heaped with pillows, an 
oriental rug, and copper and 
brass accessories carried out 
the theme. 

Most uses of canvas are not 
so unorthodox, Mead said. 
Small utility sheds of canvas 
can take the pressure off 
overcrowded garages by hous¬ 
ing lawn mowers and other 
garden equipment. During 
winter months they are used 
for storing firewood. Simple 
panels of canvas, stretched on 
wires, shield garbage cans 
from view, protect motor bikes 
and other vehicles from the 
weather, make sunscreens for 
fragile, young plants. 

Fences of brightly colored 
canvas are becoming common, 
he said, partly because of the 
low cost of the fabric and the 
fact it can be reused. Besides 
keeping toddlers in and strays 


out, canvas fences also serve 
as windshields. They are 
particularly good at vacation 
bouses since they can be taken 
down easily and stored for the 
winter months.

New hope 
for victims of 
eye cataracts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Eye 
cataracts remain pretty much 
of a mystery to scientists 
seeking their cause but re¬ 
searchers report they they 
might be on the path toward 
blocking one relatively rare 
form of the ailment. 

The National Eye Institute 
estimates that lenses clouded 
by cataract are obstructing the 
passage of Ught into the eye 
and thus impairing the vision 
of more than 3 million 
Americans. Surgery is the only 
means of treatment and 400,000 
cataracts were removed from 
Americans last year. 

When the diseased lenses are 
removed, the patient is fitted 
with special glasses or contact 
lenses to replace the natural 
lens. 

There are several different 
kinds of cataracts but about 
four of five are the result of 
aging processes. Other cata¬ 
racts are caused by infection 
and inflammation and some 
are associated with diabetes. 

11 is with diabetic cataracts 
that major progress is being 
made. It Is not known how 
many people have this form of 
eye ailment, but the Eye 
Institute said that of 240,400 


persons treated in in non¬ 
government hospilals three 
years ago fcr cataracts, 18,000 
were diabetics. 

Dr. Jin H. Kinoshita, chief of 
the laboratory of vision re¬ 
search at the NEI, said 
cataracts have been studied 
extensively in the test tube in 
lenses taken from animals. 
They also have been produced 
experimentally in the laborato¬ 
ry- 

lie said that it has been found 
that an enzyme called aldose 
reductase appears to trigger 
the process of cataract forma¬ 
tion in persons afflicted with 
diabetes and galactosemia, a 
hereditary disturbance which 
elevates the amounts of milk 
sugar in the blood stream. 

Under normal conditions, 
aldose reductase in the lens is 
dormant and its function is not 
known. But in galactosemia 
and in diabetes, in which the 
elevated blood sugar Is 
glucose, aldose reductase Is 
turned on. The enzyme con¬ 
verts the sugars to sugar 
alcohols called pniyols. The 
formation of polyols in turn 
leads to the development of 
cataracts.

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Mass arrest made 
after Fourth melee 


In what was described as "a small riot" 
Newton police arrested 55 people during a 
Fourth of July celebration at Chestnut and 
Eliot streets in Newton Upper Falls early 
last Friday.

has been going on for the past three or four 
years at this location. 

Prior to July 3, Quinn said, it had been 
rumored that the group had $1500 worth of 
fireworks for the occasion. 

Quinn said that of the 55 people arrested, 
only three were juveniles. The others 
ranged in age up to 27 or 28. 

He said several police officers were hit 
with rocks and an estimated $3100 damage 
was done. 

Quinn said police received many calls 
and anonymous letters prior to July 3 
pleading for police support in Upper Falls 
to "prevent a gang from destroying the 
area." 

Illegal firework complaints, amounting 
to about 100 calls, were reporterd 
throughout Newton. 

Additional people were arrested for 
tresspassing at Horace Mann School in 
Newtonville. Other schools were entered 
and malicious damage was reported at 
playgrounds and schools throughout the 
city. 

Quinn said there were also reports of 
molotov cocktails at Chapel Street, 
Washington Street and in one automobile. 

This, he said, is "something new." 

Quinn said there was no reason to 
"panic" because of the Fourth of July 
incidents. He said members of the Com¬ 
munity Service Department of the police 
would be working nights throughout the 
summer, as are the streetworkers 
provided by Newton's Human Resources 
Department. 

He also pointed out that in the midst of 
the “small riot" at Eliot Street, other 
officers apprehended a burglar in 
Auburndale Square. He said he did not 
want to give citizens the impression that 
police attention was focused on Eliot 
Street. 


Lights 

cause 

panic 

The zeal of the buildings commissioner 
in enforcing the law on lighted signs has 
led to near panic on the Board of Aldermen 
and claims of hardship on the part of hotels 
and restaurants. 

Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson 
has issued about 150 letters of cease and 
desist to commercial establishments that 
keep lighted signs goin between 11 p.m. 
and 7 a.m. in violation of Newton's seldom 
enforced sign ordinance. 

As a result, petitions are being sub¬ 
mitted from hotels and motels especially, 
asking for extension of hours because of 
hardship to their business and detriment to 
the public convenience. 

The Board of Aldermen must authorize 
each exemption from the ordinance. 

A resolution introduced by Aid. Robert 
Tennant that would postpone the en¬ 
forcement of the ordinance or any legal 
action for 90 days was referred to the 
aldermanic land Use Committee, after an 
attempt to get the resolution passed by the 
Board failed Monday night. 

Aldermen fear the prospect of having to 
hold 150 public hearings on extension of 
hours. 

But Aid. Joseph McDonnell, Land Use 
Committee chairman, thinks that at least 
the requests from the hotels can be han¬ 
dled by amending the permissive use 
under which they were built without 
having to hold public hearings. 

Tennant said he had numerous com¬ 
plaints about tourists not being able to find 
such hotels as the Marriott and Howard 
Johnson whan their identification signs 
were not lit. 

But several aldermen felt that Tennant's 
resolution asks them to violate the law. 

Aid. Louis Egelson said, "I find it 
repugnant to be asked to vote for 
suspension of enforcement of the law." 

Aid. Mark White said the resolution was 
“legal nonsense," with "no effect at all." 

Administrative action would have merit 
in the situation, Aid. Eliot Cohen 
suggested, meaning that the mayor could 
advise his buildings commissioner not to 
press too hard for quick compliance with 
the cease-and-desist letters. 

Meanwhile, Tennant complained, the 
summer is going by quickly and hotels and 
motels arc losing business.

Incinerator 

shutdown 

averted

Threatened shutdown of the Newton 
incinerator before other provisions have 
been made for trash disposal seemed 
Wednesday morning to have been averted 
at least until July 31. 

According to John Desmond of the state 
Division of Environmental Health, the 
request for extension of permission to use 
the incinerator was to be acted on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon. The chances arc "95 
percent,” Desmond said, that an extension 
will be granted until July 31, when the 
matter will be reviewed. 

No action has been taken by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency yet. An 
engineer from the Air Compliance section 
of the EPA was expected to visit the in¬ 
cinerator site today (Thursday) as part of 
the EPA determination on granting an 
extension. 

up Aid. Richard McGrath broughtthe 
violation of orders to close the Newton 
incinerator at a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night, and told sur¬ 
prised aldermen that the city might stand 
to be fined $500 per day for violation of 
state law and $25,000 for violation of EPA 
regulations. 

Although there no visible work had been 
done at the incinerator before this week’ 
many aldermen seemed surprised that the 


transfer-haul station would not be ready 
for use this month. 

McGrath said he has had complaints 
from residents about the mixture of trash 
and garbage being put into the incinerator, 
which McGrath feels is not equipped to 
bum garbage properly, 

Collection of garbage separately was 
discontinued as of July 1 in anticipation of 
the transfer-haul station being in 
operation. 

The station will be used to compact 
Newton's and Waltham's trash for hauling 
to a landfill site. 

At a "committee of the whole" meeting 
(the entire Board of Aldermen sitting 
informally) Monday night, McGrath 
charged that SCA Disposal Services has 
made no serious attempt to begin con¬ 
struction of the transfer-haul station at the 
incinerator site and is in violation of its 
contract to have the station in operation by 
July 1. 

Aid. David Jackson, cochairman of the 
Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District' explained that a 90-day 
delay was encountered by the need to hold 
a public hearing before the Health 
Department, bringing the earliest possible 
date to begin construction up to June 1G.

Mann orders payment 
held from appraisers 


Mayor Theodore Mann has ordered 
suspension of payment of nearly $90,000 to 
the appraisal firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble 
until the revaluation of property in the city 
is approved by the Board of Assessors. 

The $90,000 is the balance of the total 
cost of $345,000. 

Mann charged that the firm has not kept 
its agreement to "revaluate property so as 
to provide equity for all taxpayers in the 
city.” 

Newton, like other cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth, is obligated by order of 
the Supreme Judicial Court to revaluate 
all property in the city at 100 per cent of 
market value. 

Mann, in a letter to Paul Reinhard, 
project supervisor for the firm, said that 
he has taken this course of action because 
"the performance of your company has 
not been satisfactory, has not complied 


with the spirit or letter of the contract, and 
has not enabled the City of Newton to 
comply with the court order to revaluate." 

"Revaluation is a nightmare for us all 
and we will continue to attempt to change 
the laws. But as long as there is a court 
order,” he continued, "it is our job to see to 
it that it is complied with as rapidly and 
judiciously as possible." 

Colc-I^yer-Trumble has been employed 
by the city since November, 1973. In June, 
upon request of the Board of Assessors, 
Superior Court Judge Henry Chmielinski 
granted the city a one-year delay in im¬ 
plementing the program. 

Cole-l^ayer-Trumble had already asked 
the city for a three-month extension 
beyond its July 1 deadline for completion 
of the reappraisals. More than 6,500 
homeowners requested hearings on their 
new appraisals, three times the number 
expected. 


Dissatisfaction with the conduct of the 
city’s Health Department culminated in a 

resolution before the Board of Aldermen 
this week asking the mayor to "review the 
qualifications needed for commissioner of 
health" and to consider the need for a full¬ 
time commissioner. 

Following an attempt to have the 
resolution sent back to the aldermanic 
Public Health & Safety Committee and 
several attempts to amend the wording of 
the measure, Aid. Louis Egelson raised a 
“charter objection," in which he was 
joined by five other aldermen, thereby 
postponing further action until the next 
regular meeting of the Board. 

Aid. Richard McGrath, Public Health & 
Safety Committee chairman, felt that the 
problems in the operation of the Health 
Department stem from the fact that the 
Health Commissioner, Dr. John Athans, 
does not serve full time. He cited as an 
example of poor administration the lack of 
planning and scheduling for the use of the 
public health nurses’ time, when they are 
not in attendance at the schools. 

"The problems your committee found 
are not new," Board President Eliot Cohen 
pointed out, and related the several- 
years-old history of the city trying to 
decide between a board of health and 
health commissioner. 

Six years ago, Cohen said, a nonmedical 
board of health failed to pass the Board of 
Aldermen. Subsequently, an expert called 
in to determine the best plan for Newton 
recommended a doctor with a degree in 
public health as health commissioner. 

The recommendation was to share such 
a commissioner with another city or town, 
if possible, because of the high salary 
demanded for the job and the lack of need 
for a full-time commissioner. 


In a telephone interview Tuesday, I 
Athans noted that his appointment expires 
in May, 1976, and the mayor and aldermen 
should decide before then about which 
health plan Newton should have. 

Athans himself recommended several 
years ago that the city adopt the non¬ 
physician board of health plan. He sticks 
by that decision today. 

State law sets qualifications for health 
commissioners. The health commissioner 
of a city shall be the holder of a degree in 
public health with at least two years' 
experience in public health service without 
the public health degree. The law also 
requires the commissioner to devote "his 
entire time” to the performance of his job. 

As for his qualifications, Athans said’ 
there is no specific number of hours called 
for in the job of health commissioner. A 
ruling by a former city solicitor on what is 
meant by “entire time" defined the phrase 
to mean that the health commissioner 
shall assume full responsibility for the job 
with no reference to the amount of time 
required. 

Athans does not have a degree in public 
health but has more than four years’ ex¬ 
perience in a responsible position in public 
health service, he says, having worked for 
five years for the Department of Health 
and Hospitals in Boston. 

Athans works an indefinite, fluctuating 
number of hours per week. 

He is paid about $10,000 for being health 
commissioner and $10,000 for being city 
physician. 

All the aldermen who spoke on the 
matter took care to indicate that nothing 
they were saying was to be interpreted as 
reflecting on the present commissioner, 
but expressed opinions that the Health 
Department needs overhauling. 


Metco doesn't have funds 
to pay all increase requests

There is not enough money in the current 
state budget proposed for the Metco 
program to fund all of the 37 communities 
that want to participate in September. 

According to Cecilia DiBella, state 
coordinator of the program, Newton and 
about 21 other communities asked for the 
maximum reimbursement which puts the 
total request $1 million over the amount in 
the proposed budget. 

I^ist year, Metco had an appropriation 
of $4.4 million and had a $1 million surplus 
at the end of the year. The state budget, 
not yet approved by the State legislature, 
includes the same $4.4 million as last year. 

Nine other communities, in addition to 
the 37 mentioned, participated last year 
and are expected to participate this fall, 
but lave not submitted their requests to 
Ms. DiBella yet, she said. 


She estimated 75 percent of the com¬ 
munities this year are asking for full 
reimbursement, "or very near it," 
compared to only 20 percent last year. 

The school committees can either ask 
for a blanket reimbursement based on 
actual costs incurred for the program, or a 
maximum figure based on the tran¬ 
sportation and per-pupil tuition rate used 
for reimbursement of wards of the state in 
each community's schools. 

The Newton School Committee voted in 
January to increase its request from the 
blanket charge that averaged $825 per 
pupil for 200 kids tu $1,930 per pupil for 350 
children. 

Newton School Committeeman Herbert 
Reg al commented Tuesday that as soon as 
he learns officially that Metco funding 
may be insufficient to carry out al) 
requested programs, he will reintroduce a 


motion to reduce Newton's per-pupil 
charge. 

Regal fought the School Conunittee's 
decision to ask for the maximum allowable 
reimbursement. 

The state either has to fund each com¬ 
munity’s program according to its 
request, or not fund it at all. 

Ms. DiBella said if the community voted 
to reduce its request, then the state could 
legally reimburse the lower amount. 

But if the legislature and the governor do 
not approve more funds and requests are 
not reduced, the only choice Metco lias is 
to reduce the number of children to be sent 
to the community. 

The towns that have increased their 
requests to the maximum or near 
maximum include: Belmont, Braintree, 
Concord, Concord-Carlisle Regional 
School District, Dover, Dover-Sherbom 


Regional School District, Hingham, 
Uxington, Lynnfield, Newton, Wakefield, 
Wayland, Weston and Westwood. 

Towns that received maximum reim¬ 
bursement last year were: Bedford, 
Framingham, East l/mgmeadow, 
Hampden, Longmeadow, Southwick, 
Westfield and Lincoln. 

Towns keeping their requests below the 
maximum are Foxboro, Reading, Sharon, 
Sudbury and Wellesley. 

Communities applying to join Metco for 
the first time include Beverly, 
Georgetown, Minuteman Regional 
Vocational School, Randolph, Sherbom 
and Winchester. 

Brookline’s request has not reached the 
state's Dept, of Education yet, but the 
Brookline School Committee approved a 
plan for $1,566 per pupil, while the 
maximum formula allows it to request 
$2,458. 
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Pines seeks extension of oil allocations 


State Rep. Ixiis G. Pines (D- 
Newton) in a letter to the 
members of the Massachusetts 
Congressional delegation 
encouraged them to work for 
an extension of the Emergency 
Petroleum Allocation Act of 
1973, which is due to expire this 
August. 

The Emergency Petroleum 
Allocation Act was enacted by 
Congress in 1973 to provide 
temporary governmental 
regulation of the distribution of 
oil products and to assure that 
no distributors or consumers 
were left without a supply of 
petroleum products. 

In asking for Congressional 
extension of the act, Rep. Pines 
wrote the Congressmen and 
senators: "Many major oil 


companies cancelled contracts 
with smaller distributors prior 
to the enactment of the 
Emergency Allocation Act. I 
am very concerned that if this 
act is allowed to expire in 
August many small 
distributors will face a 
reduction or elimination of 
their product supply. I fear 
that thousands of small 
distributors will be forced into 
bankruptcy or will be forced 
out of business because of 
competition with distributors 
wholly owned by one of the five 
or six major oil companies. 

"A failure to extend the 
Allocation Act will result in a 
devasting blow to the small 
distributors of this region. The 
New England consumer, who is 
already facing increased fuel 


costs as a consequence of the $2 
per ballel oil import tariff 
increase, will be severely hurt 
if the act Is not extended." 

Rep. Pines and State Sen. 
John Olver of Amherst spon¬ 
sored a resolution passed by 
the legislature in Apirl of this 
year calling on Congress to 
oppose any increased tax on 
imported oil and to extend the 
Emergency Allocation Act 
beyond August of 1975. 

Rep. Pines continued, "I 
favor a competitive economy. 
Only by extending the 
Allocation Act can we assure 
any continued competitiveness 
in the distribution of oil 
products. The major oil firms 
have begun to cut down on 
production in order to com¬ 
mand a complete control over 


competition and consumers 
when the act expires in August. 
Very recently oil companies, 
citing figures indicating in¬ 
creased production, have 
argued that the Allocation Act 
is no longer needed. This is not 
true. The kind of regulation 
and allocation of the 
distribution of oil products 
assured by this act, and the 
regulations issued pursuant to 
the act, is as necessary now as 
it was in the height of our 1973 
fuel crisis. 

"I am hopeful that all of the 
members of the Massachusetts 
delegation will realize how 
ciritcal the continued operation 
of this act is to all of the 
citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth," Pines said.

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) and 
State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
(D-Brookline), chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
condemned Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis' plan to subvert the 
legislative process by at¬ 
taching to the fiscal 1976 
supplementary budget Ap¬ 
pendix A of House Bill 6092, 
which was not reported out 
favorably by the Human 
Services Committee. 

A statement issued jointly by 
Backman and Mofenson said: 

"It may only appear to be a 
two-month budget, but the 
Appendix A amendment goes 
beyond it and repeals the 
state’s general relief welfare 
law. If it is approved, the state 
would no longer be responsible 
for the needs of the poor and 
indigent. Instead the 
legislature would hand over to 
the executive an unchecked 
power to determine eligibility 
standards. 

"Last week the House of 
Representatives voted to ask 
the Supreme Judicial Court for 
an advisory opinion on the 
constitutionality of the 
governor’s proposals. But the 
governor seems unwilling to 
wait for an opinion of the 
judges. 

‘‘Apparently Governor 
Dukakis is trying to finesse an 
immoral proposal through the 
legislature in complete 
disregard for all the work and 
reasoning of his own welfare 
commissioner, Jerald Stevens. 

"If approved, the governor's 
plan would arbitrarily 
eliminate from general relief 


all persons without children 
deemed “employable” by the 
Department of Public Welfare, 
regardless of whether or not 
they have tried and been 
unable to find any em¬ 
ployment. The governor’s 
definition of “employability” is 
in no way related to job¬ 
seeking efforts or job 
availability. 

"Clearly, rising welfare 
caseloads are a direct 
reflection of rising unem¬ 
ployment. Today in 
Massachusetts there are 
350,200 persons out of work, an 
unemployment rate of 12.6 
percent. In such a climate it is 
highly unlikely that the 16,514 
persons schedule to be thrown 
off the rolls will find jobs. 

"The Division of Em¬ 
ployment Security has already 
shown that it is capable of 
placing into jobs only a small 
fraction of those unemployed 
welfare recipients who want to 
work. Between July 1,1974, and 
March 31, 1975, over 87,000 
general relief and AFDC 
recipients asked the division to 
find jobs for them. Only 6,942 
were actually placed into jobs 
by that agency. That is a 
placement rate of only 8 per¬ 
cent. 

"Furthermore, it is 
questionable as to how many of 
those who got jobs were ac¬ 
tually placed through the ef¬ 
forts of DES. According to 
testimony presented to the 
Human Services Committee, 
the Division of Employment 
Security has no ongoing 
process for putting people to 
work. 


"If Mat. -.chusetts adopts the 
governor's proposal it will be 
the only state in the nation in 
which a destitute person 
looking for a job and unable to 
find one will be denied any 
assistance from the state. 

"Last year Cuyahoga 
County, Ohio, which includes 
Cleveland, dropped dropped its 
policy of giving general relief 
aid to single adults and 
childless couples. A follow-up 
study conducted this spring 
revealed that 20 percent of the 
former recipients admitted to 
turning to crime in order to 
survive. While 85 percent 
actively looked for work, only 
21 percent found work in an 
economically less depressed 
area than Massachusetts. The 
program was unsuccessful. As 
of July 1, 1975 Cuyahoga 
County is discontinuing the 
program and reinstating its 
former policy of providing aid 
to the needy. Why can’t we 
learn from the mistakes of 
others?

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School regulations say 
members can't abstain

Recent controversy over 
failure to vote on the part of the 
mayor and some other 
members of the School Com¬ 
mittee might have been 
prevented had the Committee 
followed its own rules and 
regulations, now in process of 
being revised. 

Article I, section 12, of the 
1966 rules says that "every 
member present shall vote 
unless he has a personal in¬ 
terest in the matter to be voted 
upon or is excused by the 
Committee at his request." 
This statement is being carried 
over to the new rules. 

There is no provision for 
"abstentions." 

This fact came to light when 


a copy of the rules was made 
available at a meeting of the 
School Committee held 
Tuesday night for the purpose 
of completing revision of the 
rules and regulations. 

Most of the changes made so 
far have streamlined the old 46- 
page booklet, eliminating 
material that is now covered 
by collective bargaining and 
reflecting changes in 
organization of the School 
Department staff. 

Still to be incorporated arc 
the provisions of the new, more 
stringent open-meeting law 
that takes effect Jan. 1’ 1976. 

Another change in state law 
recently has made the 
traditional smallpox vac¬ 
cination before entering school 
unnecessary, but now calls for 
immunization against 


diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
polio’ and measles. This 
change is noted in the new 
regulations. 

Committee member Alvin 
Mandcll tried to insert a 
prohibition against the use of 
school buildins for political 
fundrais8ing purposes, but was 
not successful. 

The distribution of political 
or any other promotional or 
advertis8ing material on 
school promisesis illegal, but 
the Committee allowed the 
practice of political groups 
using school buildings after 
school hours, provided the 
approved charges for custodial 
services aro paid. 

An effort by Committeeman 
Herbert Regal to tighten up on 
parlimentary procedure 
allowing the Committee to 


suspend its rules failed. 

Regal suggested requiring a 
vote of two-thirds of the 
members present to suspend 
the rules, and said that the 
present simple majority, when 
only a few of the nine members 
are present, could allow 
something “to be railroaded 
through." 

Member Gerard Byrne 
disagreed and pointed out that 
rules suspension Ls used in¬ 
frequently and only as a 
courtesy. 

The Newton Board of 
Aldermen requires a three- 
fourths vote of members 
present to suspend its rules. 

The new rules and 
regulations must be filed with 
the state government. Copies 
are given to all teachers en¬ 
tering the school system.

City acquisition of the nor¬ 
thern piece of Norumbega 
Park land may now be 
regarded as a probability, not a 
possibility. 

Appraisals of the value of the

It doesn't add up 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis has big 
problems and the state is in deep trouble. 

Nobody challenges his honesty or in¬ 
tegrity. But there is a question about his 
credibility. 

Doubt is developing as to whether 
Dukakis really knows everything that is 
going on in his administration. 

Dukakis is trying to run a one-man 
show. So far he has not been very 
successful in his efforts to do that. 

His relations with the Legislature are 
the worst of any Governor in memory. 
Even Francis Sargent, who tried to make a 
whipping boy of the Legislature, got along 
better with the law-makers than does the 
Duke. 

Governor Dukakis does not appear to 
be getting full cooperation from the 
members of his Cabinet; nor does he seem 
to be delegating authority to the Cabinet 
members which he must do if he is to steer 
the ship of state through stormy waters. . 

Some qualified State House observers, 
who have covered a number of Governors, 
suspect that Dukakis lacks confidence in 
certain of his Cabinet members. 

They consider that his fault. They 
believe he should have appointed Cabinet 
members in whom he would have con¬ 
fidence. 

Dukakis now is a little more than 
midway through his first year as Governor. 
He seems to be in a bigger mess than when 
he assumed office, and he acts as if he 
were looking for somebody else, namely 
Francis Sargent to blame for his troubles. 

When Michael Dukakis was cam¬ 
paigning for election as Governor last fall, 
he said he would do whatever he had to, to 
avoid the enactment of new taxes. 

He sternly cautioned members of the 
Legislature the other day against making 
any substantial cuts in his proposed $687 
Million tax program. 

One of the promises by Dukakis in his 
campaign last autumn was that he would 
institute a no-hire, no-fire policy if he were 
elected Governor. He said he would reduce 
the number of persons on the state payroll 
through the attrition of retirement, 
resignations and deaths. 

Dukakis himself reported recently 
that 2700 employees were added to the 
state payroll during the first five months of 
his administration. 

He went on to say that 3315 persons 
left the state service because they retired, 
resigned or died in that same period. 

This means there were 615 fewer 
employees on the state payroll June 1 than 
there were on Jan. 1. 

That may be commendable, but 
Dukakis said he would introduce a no-hire 
policy, and appointing more than 2700 
persons isn’t exactly an austere no-hire 
regime. 

The fact that Dukakis’ record looks 
good when compared to that of ex- 
Governor Francis Sargent who, according 
to Dukakis, hired the astonishing total of 
7300 persons during the last half of 1974, is 
irrelevant and beside the point. 

Francis Sargent was running for 
reelection in 1974 and apparently padded 
the state payroll. 

But Sargent left the state in so chaotic 
a financial condition that the experts now 
consider him politically dead and believe 
he never again could get elected to 
anything except possibly the Town Meeting 
in Dover. 

Dukakis should start reporting on 
what he's doing to restore order out of 
chaos, not about the chaos created by 
Sargent which does not appear to have 
diminished noticeably.

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Redefinition of parental authority needed 


This is NOT an article about abortion, even 
though it deals with the subject. It is about the 
diminution of parental authority and the 
intrusion of the government into the very 
fiber of family life. 

At a Ume when people arc particularly 
vocal about government wire-tapping and 
government record-keeping, some of those 


After all, the parent does not generally tell 
the child to steal or destroy. The minor who is 
old enough to make decisions about his or her 
own body also knows that he or she should not 
use the body to rob a store or to throw a brick. 

Isn't it just a bit unethical, mercenary and 
cruel to look to the parents when the issues 
arc monetary (to post bond, pay lawyers’

same people invite the government into the 
innermost reaches of the home and propose to 
alter parent-child relationships, a cor¬ 
nerstone of family life. 

Abortion is really a private matter. It is not 
proper for the government to interfere. But if 
a minor female, one for whom the govern¬ 
ment seems to expect parents to accept all 
kinds of responsibilities, is adult enough (say 
at 15) to make a decision about abortion 
without parental consultation, (as a three- 
jldge federal court in Boston so ruled in a two 
to one vote), then she and minor males 
should, by lav/, be responsible for their other 
decisions and obligations. 

Why call the parents when the issues are 
theft or vandalism? 


bills, etc.), and then to cast the parents aside 
when the issues are emotional and of family 
concern? Surely the abortion issue, as much 
as any, requires parental involvement in 
thinking and talking and planning. 

Naturally there might be some parents who 
would make the "wrong" decision, but this is 
no reason to impose a law that alters 
relationships in all families. For example, 
there have been parents who have deter¬ 
mined that blood transfusions or other 
medical procedures were in conflict with 
their religious beliefs, yet the courts have 
stepped in on behalf of the child in individual 
cases and have issued directives. The courts 
have not, however, made those cases the 
basis for collective removal of parental 


authority. There might also be circumstances 
in which the courts could intercede in other 
individual cases involving parent-child 
relationships. 

Why then, as an extension of the philosophy 
of the new law, should doctors not be able to 
engage in other practices medical or surgical, 
without parental consent? Suppose that, 
during the course of an abortion, another 
medical emergency were to prevail. Would 
the doctor proceed with more extensive 
treatment or would the parents be called at 
that point? (Is this what would be considered 
"real trouble"?) And, incidently, who would 
be expected to foot the bill for such extended 
medical care? Wouldn't the parent, who had 
not been called in the first place, be perfectly 
justified in refusing payment? 

Now some of our representatives at the 
State House, from Newton and elsewhere, 
look kindly upon the same application of law 
in terms of birth control for minors, asking 
that the minor again consent to his or her own 
medical care. Of course this has undoubtedly 
been going on in doctors’ offices for a long 
time, but that is no reason to fragment the 
family unit by writing laws which suggest 
ways for minors to be devious with parents. 
(If the new abortion ruling and the recently 
proposed birth control laws were intended as 
protection for doctors, then they are still no 
more justifiable.) 

The issue at hand is not religious nor is it 
medical nor is ti moral. It is a unique issue 
relating to the parental place in the life of the 
minor and the question of related parental 


responsibilities for that young person. Now 
even the family as a unit is not immune to the 
tentacles of a grasping government. 

Are parental roles to be advisory only? Are 
they to be decision-making or arc they simply 
illusory) Whatever the answer, it is time to 
draw parallel roles of parental economic 
responsibility. There should be consistency in 
the law. Why should parenLs, in the eyes of the 
law, serve primarily as the financial staff of 
life while the government weakens their 
abilities to function responsibly? 

There is no reason to create a new double 
standard, and if the judges and the legislators 
want to gnaw away at parental authority, 
then why not do it all at once by lowering the 
age of majority again? (Of course, some will 
note that there has already been a tragic 
increase in drinking-driving deaths in young 
people with the lowering of the drinking age). 

Parents have been manipulated and ex¬ 
ploited long enough. It is time for mature 
people to stand up and, with dignity and 
confidence, give voice to their visceral 
responses. How can children respect parents 
who do not respect themselves? 

So, let us either lower the age at which one 
is subject to parental authority altogether, 
and make this the age at which parental 
responsibility ends, or stop eating away at 
that parental authority so that it cannot ef¬ 
fectively function. This then is the issue.

Cracked Bell makes it big

NEW YORK — Today is the day, of course, when lots of 
red-blooded Americans would like to jump into the family 
car and tootle off to Philadelphia to ring our grand old 
Liberty Bell! 

Naturally, it’s impossible to do it — what with traffic 
being what it is — and the fact that since the old bell is 
cracked, nobody's permitted to ring it. So, maybe we’ll 
have to be content with just thinking about the historic 
occasions on which the bell was rang — when its great 
clanging spread joy and hope throughout the land. 


Times like: June 16, 1775, when the bell pealed to call 
the Second Continental Congress together for George 
Washington to accept appointment as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Continental Army. 

July 8,1776, when it was rung to herald the proclamation 
of the Declaration of Independence. (Contrary to general 
belief, the bell was NOT rung on July 4,1776, but don't let 
that bother you TODAY!) 

April 16,1783, on the proclamation of the Treaty of Peace 
with Great Britiain. 

Sept. 17, 1787, at the adoption of the Constitution of the 



United States by the Federal Constitutional Convention. 

Dec. 6, 1790, when the federal Congress of the United 
States was assembled for the first time in Philadelphia, the 
federal capital having been moved from New York City. 

And so on and on. Many, many memorable dates. Rung 
joyously, and sometimes in sadness upon the death of our 
leaders, until — on July 8,1835, when it was being muffled 
and rung in recognition of the funeral of John Marshal, 
Chief Justice of the United States, it cracked! 

It was treated pretty gingerly thereafter, but, on Feb. 22, 
1846, it was rung rather spritedly, I guess, to celebrate 
George Washington's birthday, and it then cracked for 
good. Or bad, as the case may be. 

An account from the Public Ledger declares: "The bell 
had been cracked before, but it was set in order for that day 
(Feb. 22,1846) by having the edges of the fractures filled so 
as not to vibrate against each other ... It gave out clear 
notes and loud, and appeared to be in excellent condition 
until noon, when it received a sort of compound fracture in a 
zigzag direction through one of its sides, which put it 
completely out of tune and left it a mere wreck of what it 
was..." 


However — no matter how much joy certain citizens 
derived from the ringing of the Liberty Bell, there were 
quite a few citizens — thousands, in fact — who were pretty 
teed off at all that damn ringing! They were so mad, 
records show, that they got up a petition to stop the terrible 
tintinnabulation! A report about it read like this: 

"A Petition from divers Inhabitants of the City of 
Philadelphia, living near the State-House, was presented to 
the Chair, and read, setting forth, that they are much in¬ 
commoded and distressed by the too frequent Ringing of the 
great Bell in the steeple of the State-House, the In¬ 
conveniences of which has often been felt severely when 
some of the Petitioner Families have been afflicted with 
Sickness, at which Times, from its uncommon Size and . 
unusual Sound, it is extremely dangerous, and may prove 
fatal... 

“...the Petitioners therefore intreat the House, to in¬ 
terpose and relieve them from this great and dangerous 
Inconvenience as far as to prevent the Ringing of the said 
great Bell on any other than public Occasions." 

All of which shows that if you feel like making ding-a-ling 
today, do it quietly, and preferably, deep down in a well! 
Happy Fourth of July!

Dukakis plus six

BOSTON (UPI) — A new institution of Massachusetts 
government celebrates its birthday today . 

It will be exactly six months ago today Gov. Michael 
S. Dukakis began meeting with heads of the state's 10 
executive offices and other executive department officials 
as a formal cabinet. 

The cabinet structure was set up in 1971 by former Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent through legislation reorganizing 370 
state departments, boards and agencies into 10 executive 
offices —human services, environmental affairs, man¬ 
power affairs, communities and development, education, 
elder affairs, public safety, consumer affairs, ad¬ 
ministration and finance and transportation and con¬ 
struction. 

The offices were to be headed by secretaries who would 
function as program planner and budget managers for the 
agencies under their jurisdiction. The arrangement was 
supposed to eliminate waste and duplication of effort and 
produce better services for less money. 

Some progress toward tliis was achieved under Sargent 
but the arrangement never reached its potential. 

Dukakis has taken the cabinet structure and transformed 
it into a policy-making forum and a vehicle for him to get 
pet projects implemented. 


The cabinet has met every Tuesday except one since the 
governor took office Jan. 3. The meetings are attended by 
the 10 executive office secretaries, Dukakis’ chief secretary 
DavidS. Liederrnan, cabinet coordinator Dolores Mitchell, 
1-and Office Director Frank Keefe, the governor, I-t. Gov. 
Thomas O'Neill and about half dozen lower level staff 
people. 

Important topics discussed have ranged from national 
issues like automotive air pollution control strategy to state 
issues like economic development. The first half of the 
meeting is conducted in public, the second in private. 

Some of the meetings have been devoted to seemingly 
minor issues like keeping MDC reservoir areas open to 
joggers, reducing the use of salt on state highways and 
planting victory gardens on state-owned land to help solve 
the food shortage. 

The cabinet is an expensive proposition and its opponents 
in the legislature are expected to try to eliminate it —in 
whole or part -when the fiscal 1976 budget is debated later 
this year. 

The total requested budget request for the 10 secretariats 
for the current fiscal year total $2.9 million. The figure 
includes administrative cost only, and no programs. 


The annual salaries of the 10 secretaries total $300,500. 
When the salaries of the remaining participants in ihe 
meetings are added, the figure approaches $500,000. 

This means the cabinet meetings themselves cost about 
$100,000 a year, since nearly a full working day is consumed 
in preparing for, getting to and from, participating in and 
reacting to the events. 

Mrs. Mitchell, who holds the post of cabinet coordinator, 
feels the cabinet serves as useful purpose and it would be a 
disservice to the state if it were eliminated or cut back. 

"When Mike took office he made two related decisions, 
not use the policy advisors previous governors have relied 
on and instead to use the cabinet as policy forum," she said. 

"There have been serious, meaningful discussion at the 
meetings and the governor has been influenced by the 
thoughts of the secretaries," she added, Mrs. Mitchell said 
the secretaries also are influenced by each others views. 

Critics of the cabinet say it serves no useful purpose and 
that it is an unneeded layer of government. They say while 
some discussion might be important, the body is a luxury 
tlie state cannot afford when it faces a $678 million deficit 
which must be made up through new taxes. 

In any event, the cabinet is destined to become an item of 
controversy in the weeks and months ahexd.

With regard to last week’s 
editorial, ‘'Accountability," it 
would be difficult to agree 
more strongly. Vandals, in¬ 
deed, call the shots, not only in 
Newton, but nearly 
everywhere in our society. 

However, your editorial 
indicated that these are 
children gone astray.

Certainly, it could not have 
been children who carefully 
sawed the newel post and rungs 
of the banister at their bases 
and carried off the whole from 
the H.H. Richardson-designed 
Bigelow House on the top of 
Oak Hill. 

In spite of the fact that the 
structure has been carefully 


boarded up pending 
clarification of the city's 
ownership and hopefully its 
subsequent restoration to an 
appropriate reuse, the building 
has been repeatedly broken 
into, through the roof, by ap¬ 
parently ramming entrance 
with a car, by literally tearing 
shingles off the walls. 

Children have been chased 
from the inside, but it is hard to 
believe that they were the ones 
who made the openings of those 
types. The breaks have been 
repaired many times over. 

Most certaily it was not 
children who pried the good- 
sized bronze plaque marking 
the 161)9 site of the house of 
Newton’s first permanent 
settler off its grantie base to 
which it was bolted, and 
carried it away. 

They are mighty large 
children who are making an all 


out effort to destroy the cast 
iron railing across the top of 
Echo Bridge piece by piece or 
who are literally coating the 
surrounding ground and 
presumably the bottom of the 
river with beer bottles. 

Such adults as these 
(perhaps they should be called 
kids after all!) are teaching 
those younger so that, for in¬ 
stance, no longer are the 
handsome finials in the shape 
of large urns replaced on the 
posts of Jackson Homestead’s 
handsome gates where they 
have been pictured in place 
since at least 1830. They were 
broken off nearly as fast as 
they were put on. One has 
disappeared altogether. 

Schools and churches are 
broken into regularly. 
Someone thought it hilarious to 
throw an open can of paint into 
the reception room of one of 


Waban’s churches recently. All 
three churches in that village 
have been broken into and 
vandalized in the last several 
months, I understand, along 
with Angier School. The same 
goes on in every neighborhood. 

Vandals call the shots. 
Society retreats and retreats at 
their onslaughts rather than 
taking strong affirmative 
action. A sad state of affairs, 
indeed! 

Perhaps the Newton Graphic 
could head up a nationwide 
journalistic campaign on the 
subject a la Vietnam and 
Watergate before we all have 
to move into walled cities. (In 
fact, there are already some 
fenced in villages with guards 
at their gates in this country! 
Imagine!)

executive director of the disposal district, 
with perpetrating a "total falsehood" by 
claiming in a memorandum that the city 
has “tacit approval" from the state 
Deiiartmcnt of Public Health and from the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency.

contract to have the station in operation by 
July 1. 

Aid. David Jackson, co-chairman of the 
Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District, explained that a 90-day 
delay was encountered by the need to hold 
a public hearing before the Health 
Department, bringing the earliest possible 
date to begin construction up to June 16. 

McGrath also charged Philip Pattison, 
executive director of the disposal district’ 
with perpetrating a "total falsehood" by 
claiming in a memorandum that the city 


has "tacit approval" from the state 
Department of Public Health and from the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 

That statement "is totally false"’ 
McGrath said, and asked under what 
authority Pattison had applied on behalf of 
the city of Newton for an extension to allow 
continued burning in the incinerator. 

James Salter, Mayor Theodore Mann's

Bombarded by questions from alder¬ 
men, Salter often seemed at a loss for 
words. 

Most of the questions boiled down to 
"What must the city do legally?" and 
"What should be done with the trash 
during the three months of construction?" 

Waltham is under contract to Newton for 
disposal of Waltham's solid waste after 
July 1. 

Mayor Arthur Clark, asked Wednesday 
about whether Waltham intends to hold 
Newton to the effective date of the con¬ 
tract, said that Waltham has extended its 
agreement with the rubbish disposal 
contractor it has been using for the past 
year. 

"Newton is showing all good faith in 
trying to get the transfer-haul station built 
as quickly as possible," Clark said’ and I 
don't envision any legal problems." 

Other legal problems involved in the 
situation include the question of whether 
the city of Newton has, by failure to hold 
SCA to disposal of rubbish without the 
transfer-haul station, as provided in the 
contract, waived its right to do so. 


Salter said SCA can be required to haul 
away the uncompacted rubbish, but the 
decision was made by the administration 
not to enforce this provision, since truck 
traffic in the area of the incinerator would 
be greatly increased by this step. 

Aid. Alan Barkin wanted to make sure 
that the city could collect any damages 
assessed against it ns a result of the 
transfer-haul station not being in operation 
when expected. 

Several aldermen asked why the 
situation had not been explained to them 
before the July 1 deadline for incinerator 
shutdown had come and gone. 

Aid. David Cohen coped with all the 
questions in a resolution adopted and 
approved later by the full Board, but then 
delayed by a reconsideration motion filed 
by Aid. Robert Tennant. 

Cohen's resolution asked the ad¬ 
ministration to inform SCA that no 
provisions of the contract have been 
waived, to inform the bonding company 
insuring SCA's performance that SCA has 
not complied with its contract, and to 
continue efforts to obtain extensions to 
allow the incinerator to operate legally 
until Oct. 15. 

Other provisions of the resolution in¬ 
cluded an invitation' accompanied by a 
subpoena if necessary, to SCA to appear 
before the Board of Aldermen and explain 
Uic traffic and other implications of 
hauling out uncompacted rubbish. 

If a special meeting of the Board is not 
called, reconsideration of the approval of 
Cohen's resolution will be voted on at the 
July 28 Board meeting.

McCarver 
signs with 
Phillies 


PHII.ADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The Philadelphia Phillies 
Tuesday announced the signing 
of veteran catcher Tim 
McCarver, who had been 
released by the Boston Red Sox 
June 23.

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
signed legislation today which 
allows the use of reim¬ 
bursement of state funds for 
special education, funds 
required by Chapter 766 of 1972, 
in tax rate computation. The 
law carries an emergency 
clause, making it effective 
immediately. 

Funds will be directly 
reimbursed to the city or town 
treasurer but will be controlled 
by the school committee. The 
law also requires school fun¬ 
ding to be taken first from 
reimbursement monies, then 
from the regular budget, off¬ 
setting the appropriation 
request for the coming fiscal 
year's special education 
budget, 

The bill (H.5939) was filed by 
the Massachusetts League of 
Cities and Towns and Rep. 
Robert F. Donovan (D- 
Chelsea) of the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


The new law returns to the 
cities and towns a portion of the 
funds raised by each 
municipality for special 
education. Previously, these 
state funds were directly 
reimbursed to the school 
committees. As a result, each 
municipality was paying the 
full amount of Chapter 766 
funds and school committees 
were receiving an additional 
portion of their previously 
allotted budgets. 

‘“‘What is important to 
recognize is that last year, 
local residents approved a 
budget for special education 
and raised money to meet that 
appropriation," Rep. Donovan 
pointed out. 


“This bill allows each 
community to use reim¬ 
bursement funds to offset the 
tax rate up to the local level of 
the previous appropriation. 
Therefore, Massachusetts 
residents would not be required 
to raise additional funds 
without receiving any credit 
for last year's fund."

Boston Gas Co. says new gas supplies

Stating that the nationwide 
natural gas shortage is very 
"real," a Boston Gas Company 
spokesman has warned a group 
of health officials that the 
northeastern part of the 
country cannot look forward to 
any additional quantities of 
inexpensive gas in the near 
future. 

David W. Preistly, manager 
of Boston Gas's community 
affairs, described the national 
and regional natural gas 
picture to health care and 
hospital administrators 
assembled for a three-day 
seminar entitled “Energy 
Strategies for Health Care 
Institutions” at the Marriott 
Hltel in Aubumdale.

Guzzi notes success of his new 
Citizen Information Service 


State Secretary Paul Guzzi 
described the new Citizen 
Information Service as very 
successful after one month of 
operation. 

"Based on the number of 
calls to the Citizen Information 
Service during its first month 
of operation," Guzzi said 
recently, "I am convinced that 
there is a real need for this kind 
of service and that we are 
performing a very necessary 
function for the citizens of 
Massachusetts.” 

The Citizen Information 
Service, a new administrative 
division officially opened on 
May 15. The service handles 
citizens' questions and 
-problems related to state 
government through a 


statewide toll-free telephone 
system. 

"Most importantly," the 
Newton native said, "the 
Citizen Information Service 
works well. We are providing a 
key access point to state 
government for many people 
and are helping to eliminate 
the frustration traditionally 
associated with the 
bureaucratic maze of state 
agencies." 

During the first month of 
operation (May 15 through 
June 13, 1975), the Citizen 
Information Service handled 
1,766 questions and inquiries. 

The calls came from all over 
the Commonwealth and break¬ 
downs indicate that 66 percent 
of the calls came from the 
Metropolitan Boston area and 


the rest from outside of the 
Metropolitan Boston area. 

"We initially adopted a go- 
slow approach for the start-up 
period," Guzzi explained, “in 
order to insure quality service 
from the beginning. Now that 
we have a month of operational 
experience we are confident 
about continuing to increase 
our caseload through intensive 
statewide publicity." 

The questions and problems 
have ranged from elderly 
affairs to education to natural 
resources. The largest number 
of questions have been in the 
categories of employment- 
unemployment, 10.6 percent; 
legal services and lawyers 9.1 
percent; consumer affairs 9.5 
percent; and legislative and 
state laws, 11.9 percent.

If you want to find the president of 
Happy I/egs. a fashion firm doing about $31 
million a year in volume, don’t look for 
him behind a big desk in a fancy office. 
You'll find Gene Rule padding about 
among the racks in the showroom, his tie 
loosened, shirtsleeves rolled up. 

"They're not ordering this style? Pull it 
out and let’s find out why. Call some of our 
key stores and talk to the buyers." 

To a visitor, Gene adds, "1 don't bother 
to find out why a style is hot. We bring in 
new styles every Monday, and 1 do better 
analyzing the clinkers. Our specialty is fit, 
and often I find that a non-seller doesn't 
conform to our fit." 


As its name indicates, Happy Legs is a 
firm based on pants. In fact, it was 
founded on a mere pair of same. It all 
happened one evening when Gene and his 
wife went out to dinner. 

"At the time, I was in children’s wear, 
after having been a coat and suit salesman 
for years. The children’s wear was doing 
all right, but I felt I wanted to get into 
something bigger," 

Watching some pants-clad ladies going 
by, Gene commented on all the pants being 
straight cut. Why not make pants with 
flared legs? 

"My wife and I had the idea and named 
the firm over that dinner," says Gene 
cheerfully. "0 f course, it took about $5 
million, a lot of hard work and several 


years, here we are." 

Happy I«gs illustrates what's been 
happening in fashion over the past eight 
years. Firms which made all kinds of 
clothes have often gone under; specialists 
have survived and even made big suc¬ 
cesses. 

A big, casual, friendly man, Gene Rule 
seems like an unlikely figure for the 
fashion business, but that's what he says 
he's in. 

"We may have started with a pair of 
pants, but I think of Happy Legs as a 
fashion firm, not a pants house. The dif¬ 
ference? The nearest I can come to a 
comparison is show business or even 
gambling. You try all the time for a hit or a 
hot number, and you have to take chan- 


Gene’s instincts must be good. Recently, 
he latched on to scrubbed denim as a 
possible successor to the brushed and 
faded denim trends. Now he can't move 
them out fast enough, ns pre-washed 
denims arc this spring's big love among 
the young customers. 

Of course, Happy togs means more than 
pants by now. Jackets, tops and even 
skirts have been added. lately, expansion 
into misses' sizing has been launched. 

"We're doing dresses there, but the 
sports kind, such as chemises in un¬ 
bleached muslin and poplin,” Gene ex¬ 
plained. "You have to stick to your own 


general image. Regular buyers don't come 
here, and sports buyers don’t expect to 
find regular dresses." 

Gene Rule is no showroom hermit. He 
gets into every part of the business, from a 
daring new ad theme ("What to wear 
Sunday when you won't he home till 
Monday"), to tie-ins with shows or movies 
and to setting up his own fashion shows in 
stores all over the country . 

"I do the commenting, too - it's the 
frustrated ham in me. After all, my wife 
and I got the firm name from a show. We'd 
seen "Walking Happy," which was run¬ 
ning on Broadway at the time." 


Gene is also interested in young talent, 
often lecturing to students at New York's 
Fashion Institute of Technology and 
working with the Association for the Help 
of Retarded Children, which recently- 
honored him with an award dinner. A 
liking for lots of activity is one trait Gene 
shares with others in the fashion industry. 

What's the future for pants tn women’s 
fashion? Gene Rule thinks they’re here to 
stay as a recognized part of women's 
wardrobes. 

"They suit modern life. They're 
inegrated into the separates trend, and 
separates are what modern fashion is all 
about."

It’s a good 
idea, when meat Is served select lean cuts, trim off all 
visible fat and skim hardened fat from soups and broths. 
For example, the following is a classic Beef Ragout that 
follows this technique to give you a stew that is rich in 
flavor but relatively low in saturated fat and cholesterol...

Barbara Gibbons, "Before" 


She sits there, petite in her size 9 pants 
outfit, her fine-boned hands clasped 
around her knees, and you try to form a 
mental picture of her weighing over 200 
pounds. Impossible. 

Barbara Gibbons, syndicated writer of 
the Low Calorie Creative Cooking column, 
has the characteristic hollow cheeks of 
successful dieters and that is the only 
evidence of her past history of obesity. One 
week following the interview, the 
promised "before and after” photos arriv 
and upon close scrutiny you’ve got to 
admit that the space between her two front 
teeth and the smile are the same, and 
that's where the likeness ends. 

There is sadness in Barbara’s voice as 
she tells her story. 

"As far back as I can remember, I’d 
always been the fattest kid in school. From 
kindergarten on, they called me ‘Fatso’ or 
•Fat Stuff ... and to this day, when I walk 
down the street and hear people laugh, I 
imagine they’re laughing at me because 
most of my life I suffered people poking fun 
at my fat, clumsy figure. Boy, did it hurt! 

“At my high school graduation, we were 
asked to wear white. My mother couldn’t 
find a dress in my size and so we had to go 
to the uniform department where she 
bought me either a waitress’ or nurses's 
uniform, and it looked awful. I always got 
excused from gym because there weren’t 
gym bloomers to fit me, and if anyone 
needed gym, it was I.’ 

"I didn’t have dates like the other girls 
and of course I was always the clown. You 
learn early in life, when you're fat, to poke 
fun at yourself, it's a defens-, mechanism 
and deep down inside whe.i everyone’s 
laughing, you hate them as well as 
yourself. 

“My whole family was enormously 
overweight and we all felt that it was our 
lot in life because we were bom to be fat. 
Members of my family, on both sid :s, have 
died from the consequences of obesity. I 
didn’t want that to happen to me. My one 
beautiful dream was that I would go to 
sleep fat and wake up thin-but that’s just 
what it was, a dream. Oh, I tried dieting; 
one doctor gave me pills, another gave me 
injections and I tried crash diets, but 
nothing really worked. My change from 
obesity to being normal came when 
Iwas in my thirties, happily 
married, with a daughter, a house, a dog- 
the whole scene. I finally decided that in 
trying to lose weight 1 was following other 
people’s rules-rules that didn't work for 
me. I began to experiment with food and, 
to be frank, when I began I didn't think it 
would work any better than all my other 
futile attempts at dieting. I was looking for 
a method of removing calories from food.

I had no education along this line and my 
first experiment was with apple pie. 

“I made the pie crust exactly the same 
way I always did and when I made the 
filling. I eliminated sugar and used 
a sugar substitute. It was delicious 
calories I saved. Icarefully cut the pie into 
8 portions and decided that I would allow 
myself one section after a meal—so, you 
see, I wasn’t depriving myself of 
something I enjoyed. This is very im¬ 
portant to the overweight person. 


"Up to now I had viewed dieting as a 
series of ‘THOU SHALL NOT". Negatives 
such as NO DESSERTS, NO BREADS, NO 
POTATOES, etc. and now my approach 
was a positive one with the 'THOU 
SHALLS' achieved by substituting and 
replacing fattening foods with less fat¬ 
tening foods. 

"Another important point, I did not put a 
limit on how long it would take me to lose 
weight. I was just going to experiment 
and see what happened, and you can 
imagine my happiness when, after a week, 
I lost 4 or 5 pounds! 

“The loss was very slow and, for the first 
time, it dawned on me that I was going to 
have to diet for the rest of my life. I don’t 
have to avoid the kitchen... I've learned to 
make a challenge out of creating foods that 
are new, interesting and not fattening. 

"When I finally realized that I was onto 
something great, I went to the library and 
dug out recipes that were low in fat, and I 
wrote’ to food companies specializing in 
this type of recipe, thereby gathering a lot 
of information about different types of food 
I was not familiar with. My next project 
was to rewrite the old familiar cookbook 
I’d used all my married life. I cut out most 
of the fattening ingredients and used 
Teflon pans and vegetable sprays to avoid 
using fat of any kind. 

"Low calorie cooking became a hobby 
and I felt very clever and really thought 
nobody had ever done it before . . . that 
I’d discovered a new way of losing weight. 
There was no one more surprised than I 
when I could see by the scale and my loose 
clotliing that my method was working. I 
remember the first summer I was losing 
weight, I bought size fourteen shorts — it 
was the first time in my life I was able to 
wear shorts .. . and remember, I was in 
my mid thirties. 

"I would say that it took about 2 years to 
lose all that weight, going from over 200 
pounds to about 122 pounds (I’m 5’ 5"). All 
this time I was working and people in the 
office would ask how did I did it. I told 
them I was cooking ‘skinny’ and was eager 
to share my recipes. I would expound on a

theory that some people have a “calorie 
allergy”-that was then-now I’m willing to 
concede there are other reasons for cer¬ 
tain people being overweight. 

“You could say I’ve become an 
evangelist. I had a huge quantity of recipes 
and was asked to teach an adult group in 
Creative Low Calorie Cooking. It was a 
huge success. In time I wrote a column for 
our local paper and then 1 began syn¬ 
dicating. I'm in 150 newspapers and the 
Family Circle magazine. 

I am sympathetic with the over¬ 
weight person because I know that food for 
the obese individual is everything and 
even though you lose weight, this way of 
looking at food doesn't change. Those who 
are seriously overweight have a distorted 
way of eating in contrast to the average 
person who thinks of food as a sustenance, 
a pleasure not to be overly indulged in. 

“Each individual has to come to terms 
with food in his own way and recognize 
that you cannot eat butter, fat, sugar qnd 
you learn to either substitute or do without. 

If you were a fat baby and a fat child and a 
fat adolescent, you can still be a thin adult. , 
I’ve done it... others have done it, and so 
IT CAN BE DONE. Once you've conquered 
being fat, you feel you can do anything!" 

Barbara is the author of a new cookbook 
published by Consumer Guide. "The Diet 
Cookbook" is the first book written where 
nutritional data has been computerized 
not only by calories but by proteins, 
carbohydrates, cholesterol, saturated fat 
and total fats. She maintains that the 
person with a weight problem should use 
this book as a basic cookbook. 

Following are excerpts from Barbara 
Gibbons' “The Diet Cookbook" Your 
Guide to Calorie-Wise Gourmet Cooking: 

BLUEBERRY MUFFINS 
Two-tbirds cup diet margarine 
Sugar substitute to equal one-third cup 
2 eggs 

lVi cups cornmeal 
3 4 cup floor 

IVi teaspoons double-acting baking 
powder 

3 4 teaspoon salt 
Vi cup skimmed milk 
>2 cup fresh blueberries (or un¬ 
sweetened frozen blueberries, thawed 
and drained). 

Before cooking: Sift the flour, and re¬ 
measure it so there is only Vi cup. In a 
medium bowl, beat the diet margarine, 
sugar substitute, and eggs. Stir in the 
cornmeal. Sift the flour again with the 
baking powder and salt. Stir one-third of 
this mixture into the cornmeal mixture. 
Then stir in V4 of the milk. Repeat this 
process, ending with the remaining one- 
third of flour mixture. Gently fold in the 


blueberries. Place a scant one-quarter of 
batter in each cup of a muffin tin that has 
been sprayed with vegetable coating. Bake 
the muffins at 350 degrees for 20-25 
minutes until they are golden brown. 
Makes 15 servings.

You 
learn early in life, when you’re fat, to poke 
fun at yourself, it's a defense mechanism 
and deep down inside when everyone’s 
laughing, you hate them as well as 
yourself. 

“My whole family was enormously 
overweight and we all felt that it was our 
lot in life because we were bom to be fat. 
Members of my family, on both sidDs, have 
died from the consequences of obesity. I 
didn’t want that to happen to me. My one 
beautiful dream was that I would go to 
sleep fat and wake up thin-but that’s just 
what it was, a dream. Oh, I tried dieting; 
one doctor gave me pills, another gave me 
injections and I tried crash diets, but 
nothing really worked. My change from 
obesity to being normal came when 
Iwas in my thirties. happily 
married, with a daughter, a house, a dog- 
the whole scene. I finally decided that in 
trying to lose weight 1 was following other 
people's rules-rules that didn't work for 
me. I began to experiment with food and, 
to be frank, when I began I didn't think it 
would work any better than all my other 
futile attempts at dieting. I was looking for 
a method of removing calories from food.

“I made the pie crust exactly the same 
way I always did and when I made the 
filling. I eliminated sugar and used 
a sugar substitute. It was deli 'ious 
calories I saved. Icarefully cut the pie nto 
8 portions and decided that I would al. iw 
myself one section after a meal—so, you 
see, I wasn't depriving myself of 
something I enjoyed. This is very im¬ 
portant to the overweight person. 


“Up to now I had viewed dieting as a 
series of ‘THOU SHALL NOT”. Negatives 
such as NO DESSERTS, NO BREADS, NO 
POTATOES, etc. and now my approach 
was a positive one with the ‘THOU 
SHALLS’ achieved by substituting and 
replacing fattening foods with less fat¬ 
tening foods. 

"Another important point, I did not put a 
limit on how long it would take me to lose 
weight. I was just going to experiment 
and see what happened, and you can 
imagine my happiness when, after a week, 
I lost 4 or 5 pounds! 

"The loss was very slow and, for the first 
time, it dawned on me that I was going to 
have to diet for the rest of my life. I don’t 
have to avoid the kitchen... I’ve learned to 
make a challenge out of creating foods that 
are new, interesting and not fattening. 

"When I finally realized that I was onto 
something great, I went to the library and 
dug out recipes that were low in fat, and I 
wrote' to food companies specializing in 
this type of recipe, thereby gathering a lot 
of information about different types of food 
I was not familiar with. My next project 
was to rewrite the old familiar cookbook 
I’d used all my married life. I cut out most 
of the fattening ingredients and used 
Teflon pans and vegetable sprays to avoid 
using fat of any kind. 

“Low calorie cooking became a hobby 
and I felt very clever and really thought 
nobody had ever done it before . . . that 
I’d discovered a new way of losing weight. 
There was no one more surprised than I 
when I could see by the scale and my loose 
clothing that my method was working. I 
remember the first summer I was losing 
weight, I bought size fourteen shorts — it 
was the first time in my life I was able to 
wear shorts ... and remember, I was in 
my mid thirties. 

“I would say that it took about 2 years to 
lose all that weight, going from over 200 
pounds to about 122 pounds (I’m 5’ 5”). All 
this time I was working and people in the 
office would ask how did I did it. I told 
them I was cooking ’skinny’ and was eager 
to share my recipes. I would expound on a

theory that some people have a “calorie 
allergy’’-that was then-now I’m willing to 
concede there are other reasons for cer¬ 
tain people being overweight. 

“You could say I’ve become an 
evangelist. I had a huge quantity of recipes 
and was asked to teach an adult group in 
Creative Low Calorie Cooking. It was a 
huge success. In time I wrote a column for 
our local paper and then I began syn¬ 
dicating. I’m in 150 newspapers and the 
Family Circle magazine. 

I am sympathetic with the over¬ 
weight person because I know that food for 
the obese individual is everything and 
even though you lose weight, this way of 
looking at food doesn’t change. Those who 
are seriously overweight have a distorted 
way of eating in contrast to the average 
person who thinks of food as a sustenance, 
a pleasure not to be overly induced in. 

“Each individual has to come to terms 
with food in his own way and recognize 
that you cannot eat butter, fat, sugar ttnd 
you learn to either substitute or do without. 
If you were a fat baby and a fat child and a 
fat adolescent, you can still be a thin adult. 
I’ve done it... others have done it, and so 
IT CAN BE DONE. Once you’ve conquered 
being fat, you feel you can do anything!" 

Barbara is the author of a new cookbook 
published by Consumer Guide. “The Diet 
Cookbook" is the first book written where 
nutritional data has been computerized 
not only by calories but by proteins, 
carbohydrates, cholesterol, saturated fat 
and total fats. She maintains that the 
person with a weight problem should use 
this book as a basic cookbook. 

Following are excerpts from Barbara 
Gibbons' "The Diet Cookbook" Your 
Guide to Calorie-Wise Gourmet Cooking: 

BLUEBERRY MUFFINS 
Two-thirds cup diet margarine 
Sugar substitute to equal one-third cup 
2 eggs

Before cooking: Sift the flour, and re¬ 
measure it so there is only % cup. In a 
medium bowl, beat the diet margarine, 
sugar substitute, and eggs. Stir in the 
cornmeal. Sift the flour again with the 
baking powder and salt. Stir one-third of 
this mixture into the cornmeal mixture. 
Then stir in Mi of the milk. Repeat this 
process, ending with the remaining one- 
third of flour mixture. Gently fold in the 


blueberries. Place a scant one-quarter of 
batter in each cup of a muffin tin that has 
been sprayed with vegetable coating. Bake 
the muffins at 350 degrees for 20-25 
minutes until they are golden brown. 
Makes 15 servings. 

CHICKEN PARMIGIANA 
3 whole chicken breasts 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons safflower oil 

Mi cup Italian-flavored bread crumbs 

3 oz. part-skim mozzarella cheese 
Before cooking: Bone and skin the 

chicken breasts. Split them in half. Divide 
the cheese into 6 slices. Whip the egg and 
oil together in a shallow dish. Place the 
coated chicken in a single layer on a 
shallow non-stick baking tray or cookie 
sheet. Bake the chicken at 450 degrees for 
10 minutes, turning the pieces once. Then 
top each piece with a slice of cheese and 
return the chicken to the over just until the 
cheese begins to melt. Serve the chicken as 
it is or with Quick Tomato Sauce.

Answer; It seems that many doctors are recom¬ 
mending that we eat less red meat and more poultry and 
fish. However, meat is an American favorite which is 
difficult to eliminate completely from our diets. It's a good 
idea, when meat is served select lean cuts, trim off all 
visible fat and skim hardened fat from soups and broths. 
For example, the following is a classic Beef Ragout that 
follows this technique to give you a stew that is rich in 
flavor but relatively low in saturated fat and cholesterol... 
do the bulk of the cooking the night before and add carrots 
and mushrooms the next day after removing all surface fat.

Sun 

Many people look upon sunburn as an inevitable con¬ 
sequence to be dealt with during the early summer months. 
In fact, sunburn is analogous, in pathology and treatment, 
to first or second degree bums incurred by other means. If 
sunburn is severe cnouqh, actual systemic (internal) toxic 
reactions may occur, including fever, chills, nausea, 
delcrium and exhaustion. 

“In such cases," says Dr. Ronald Moleski, "a physician 
should be consulted." 

Certain individuals may be more sensitive than others to 
the damaging ultraviolet rays of the sun, says the director 
of drug information services at the University of Rhode 
Island. Fair, light-skinned individuals are more susceptible 
to solar radiation than are darker-skinned individuals. 
These are inborn factors and can not be altered. 

However, people taking various types of drugs may also 
be more sensitive to the sun’s burning rays. Examples of 
some of these drugs are tetracycline antibiotics (especially 
demeelocycline), sulfa drugs, phenothiazine tranquilizers, 
the antibacerial compounds contained in some soaps ami 
cosmetics, thiazide diuretics and some oral anti-diabetic 
drugs. 

For some patients—but not all—taking these drugs 
means red skin, swelling and blister formation even after 
short exposures to sunlight. 

"Anyone taking these drugs might do well to consult their 
physician or pharmacist before a trip to the beach," Dr. 
Moleski said. "Those susceptible can apply sunscreening 
agents to exposed areas before anticipated sunlight ex¬ 
posure." But these agents become diluted and are removed 
with perspiration and thus should be reapplied 
periodically." 

Simple sunburn is treated symptomatically. Cold top 
water compresses may be applied every four to six hours 
for about 20 minutes. Local Anesthetic creams, lotions and 
sprays may help to alleviate pain and tenderness but 
several studies have shown that most of these preparations 
contain such a small amount of the anesthetic that they are 
of questionable benefit, the doctor of pharmacy said. 

The most beneficial products appear to be those with 
higher concentrations of local anesthetics such as ben- 
zocaine or lidocaine with as few other additives as possible. 

"Watch out for those products with menthol and cam¬ 
phor," Dr. Moleski said. "They may act as coolants, but 
they are irritants, and can cause more pain and tenderness 
in the long run. 

"Aspirin is a more effective, yet seldom employed drug," 
he added. "One or two five-grain aspirin tablets taken 
orally every four to six hours for adults is effective in easing 
pain and tenderness and may help relieve some in¬ 
flammation." 


The best method of dealing with sunburn is avoidance of 
prolonged periods of exposure, especially early in the 
summer. This is no secret, yet many people will still spend 
a few agonizing days and nights this year as a result of too 
much fun in the sun. 


Summer poisonings 

It’s summertime and many of the precautions taken 
during the year to protect small children from accidental 
poisoning fly out the open windows. 

Normally locked-up medications are left sitting about 
while packing for vacations and are often easily accessible 
while traveling or visiting homes not “poison-proofed." 
Purses—either mother’s or guests’—are another danger 
area. 

"In houses with small children, all drugs should be locked 
up in a drawer, medicine cabinet or cupboard," says Dr. 
Gary Carlson, director of the Poison Control Center at the 
University of Rhode Island. 

"An alternate method, especially useful while traveling, 
is a locked fishing tackle box," he added. 

Recent regulations regarding the use of safety-cap 
closures on prescription drugs and some non-prescription 
drugs and household products have aided greatly in the 
reduction of poisonings. However, in order for them to 
work, they must be used. 

"Oftentimes,” Dr. Carlson noted, "Parents will either 
intentionally or unintentionally fail to fully dose the con¬ 
tainer. Others will transfer the medicine to other con¬ 
tainers. This, he said, is difficult to identify in an 
emergency. 

With older children helping around the house more in the 
summer, cleaning products may also not be returned to 
their proper storage areas. Such items as floor and fur¬ 
niture polishes, household cleaning agents and pesticides 
are all dangerous and should be placed in a locked cupboard 
or closet. A high shelf is not a substitute and serves as an 
added challenge to the determined three or four-year-old. 

Charcoal lighter and gasoline are other agents which are 
more available in the summer. The latter should never be 
stored in an old soft drink bottle. In one case, a four-year- 
old drank a half a soda bottle of kerosine before telling his 
parents that the soda he found tasted funny. 

Despite the precautions taken, poisonings may still occur. 
Households with small children should be aware of the 
nearest Poison Control Center. In addition, it is a good idea 
to have available syrup of ipecac on hand to induce 
vomiting—if the warnings on the label of the ingested 
product suggest this procedure. It can be obtained from the 
local pharmacy. In any case, medical care should be sought 
immediately.

Auto dealers statistics 
for Massachusetts 


Massachusetts residents 
bought $1,780 billion worth of 
new automobiles in 1974 from 
790 franchised new car dealers, 
according to Bruce D. Kinlin, 
executive vice president of the 
Massachusetts State Auto¬ 
mobile Dealers Assn. 

The average Massachusetts 
dnew car dealer in 1974 em¬ 
ployed 24 persions and paid an 
annual payroll of $243,000 
Kinlin reported. 

There were 2,740,000 
automobiles on Massachusetts’ 
roads in 1974 and 319,000 trucks 
and buses. The U.S. total was 
135.7 million vehicles. 

There were 460 franchised 
new truck dealers in 
Massachusetts in 1974. 

Service sales averaged 
$426,000 per dealer in 1974, up 


from $395,000 in 1973. Service 
sales represented 17.5 per cent 
of the total dealer sales last 
year, a significant increase 
from 15.1 percent in 1973. 

Massachusetts new car- 
dealers represented 2.7 percent 
of the total retail 
establishments in the state. 
Dealer sales of 1,780 billion in 
1974 were 1.25 percent of the 
state total, the $192 million 
annual dealer payroll was 8.6 
percent of the state total, and 
the dealer workforce of 19,100 
employees was 4.7 percent of 
the state total.

Q — I’m the wife of a World 
War II veteran who named his 
mother as beneficiary on his 
$10,000 National Service Life 
Insurance policy. Can the 
Veterans Administraton 
designate me as beneficiary if I 
request it? 

- A — No. Only the veteran 
may change his beneficiary. 

Q —Asa recently discharged 
veteran with a service- 
connected disability, I'd like to 
attend college under the 
Veterans Administration's 
vocational rehabilitation 
program. I have a wife and 
child as dependents, and 
wonder what benefits I'd be 
entitled to? 

A — Under current rates, you 
would receive your tuition, 
fees, books and supplies, plus a 
$301 monthly allowance check, 
if you attend full time. 

Q — I'm a veteran in a state 
which has no burial space left 
in its national cemetery. Will 
the Veterans Administration 
pay anything toward the cost of 
a burial plot in a private 
cemetery? 

A — Yes. Under a 1973 law, 
VA is allowed to pay up to $150 
in plot and interment coste of 
veterans not buried in national 
cemeteries. 


Karolik 
collection at 

Museum of 
Fine Arts 

As a major part of Its 
Bicentennial celebration, the 
Museum of Fine Arts mounts 
the exhibition M. & M. Karolik: 
An American Collection, from 
July 15, 1975 through May 18, 
1976. This exhibition marks the 
first time in over a decade that 
such a large and important 
part of the collection has been 
shown together.

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Newton doctors investigating effect 
of aspirin on recurrent heart attack

Host families sought for youths from Spain 


Does aspirin — popularly 
considered a medicinal "cure- 
all" — somehow work to 
reduce individual suscep¬ 
tibility to heart attack? 
Researchers at Boston 
University Medical Center and 
Boston City Hospital are 
joining with scientists 
throughout the United States in 
seeking an answer to this 
surprising possibility. 

The Aspirin-Myocardial 
Infarction Study (AMIS), 
sponsored by the National 
Heart and I.ung Institute, has 
established an AMIS Clinical 
Cotter at Boston University 
Medical Center and Boston 
City Hospital. This clinical 
center will be one of 30 centers 
located throughout the United 
States. 

Principal investigators at the 
Boston University Medical 
Center AMIS Clinical Center 
are Dr, William B. Hood, Jr., of 
Newton, a professor of 
medicine at Boston University 
School of Medicine, and Dr. 
Panted S. Vokonas, an assistant 
, professor of medicine. Co¬ 
investigators in the study are 
Dr. Farouk A. Pirzada, an 
assistant professor of 
medicine, Dr. Thomas J. Ryan 
of Newton, a professor of 
medicine; and Dr. Michael D. 
Klein, an associate professor of 
medicine. 

The primary objectives of 
the study will be to determine 
whether or not the regular 
administration of small 
dosages of aspirin (1 gram per 
day, equivalent to three 
regular 5-grain tablets) in 
patients with previous acute 
heart attacks will result in a 
significent reduction either in 
the frequency of recurrent 
heart attacks or in total 
mortality over a three-year 
period. 

Findings from earlier British 
and American epidemiological 
studies showed a need for 
further investigation. The 
American study, conducted by 
researchers at Boston 
University Medical Center's 
Boston Collaborative Drug 
Surveillance Program, found 


that of 10,052 patients admitted 
to 24 Boston hospitals only 3.5 
percent of patients admitted 
with heart attacks gave 
histories of regular aspirin use, 
while 7 percent of patients 
admitted for other diseases 
said they had been using 
aspirin regularly. 

A major factor in many heart 
attacks is the formation of 
blood clots in the coronary 
arteries that nourish the heart 
muscle. An early, probably 
critical, event in the formation 
of an arterial blood clot is the 
aggregation, or "clumping," of 
blood platelets. Platelet 
aggregation is inhibited by a 
number of agents, including 
aspirin, and it is believed that 
such agents may confer some 
degree of protection against 
thrombosis in persons of high 
risk of such complications. 
AMIS is designed to test this 
hypothesis. 

Volunteers in the Boston 
University Medical Center 
AMIS Clinical Center will 
consist of approximately 150 
men and women aged 30 to 70 
who have had at least one 
documented acute heart attack 
within the last five years and 
who meet other medical 
requirements of the study. 
Volunteers may participate 
only with the permission of 
their private physicians, who 
will remain in charge of the 
overall medical care. 

The patients will be assigned 
at random to either of two 
groups. The treatment group 
will receive 1 gram of aspirin 
daily; the control group will 
receive a placebo, a harmless 
inert substance. Every four 
months all participants will 
receive a check-up at their 
AMIS Clinical Center to review 
their medical progress and 
supply medications. These 
appointments will include brief 
clinical examinations by the 
staff cardiologist, collection of 
urine samples, and the 
drawing of samples of blood to 
measure response to the 
capsules and to keep track of 
any side effects. More com¬ 
prehensive examinations will 


be given annually. 

The Clinical Center will be 
located in the New Evans 
Building of University 
Hospital, a member of Boston

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Drinan bill calls for less money to suburbs, 
more citizen input in revenue sharing 


Congressman Robert K. 
Drinan (D-Mass) has in¬ 
troduced comprehensive 
legislation to reform the 
general revenue-sharing 
program and extend the 
program for an additional four 
and three-quarters years. 

In introducing the bill, 
Drinan discussed several 
major deficiencies in the 
present revenue-sharing 
program which have been 
identified in recent studies and 
the need to remedy those 
deficiencies before extending 
the State and Local Fiscal 
Assistance Act beyond its 
scheduled expiration at the end 
of 1976. 


congressional oversight and 
public accountability. The act 
currently provides some $6 
billion annually to state and 
local governments with vir¬ 
tually no strings attached. The 
expenditure of these funds 
need not be tailored to national 
priorities or carried out under 
high standards of per¬ 
formance. There is no 
assurance that the fun¬ 
damental objective of 
providing expanded public 
services and facilities to all 
citizens is being carried out. 
Congress has a responsibility 
to oversee the expenditure of 
federal funds and to ensure 
that funds are bineg used for 
the benefit of all the people.” 


"reason to believe" a recipient 
was engaged in discrimination. 

Drinan’s bill would increase 
the public accountability of the 
general revenue-sharing 
program by strengthening 
reporting requirements on how 
funds are spent, by placing a 
greater burden of enforcement 
on the Office of Revenue 
Sharing, and by permitting any 
citizen to file a complaint if a 
provision of the act were being 
Violated by a state or local 
government. Congressional 
oversight would be enhanced 
by requiring the program to 
undergo an annual ap¬ 
propriations process to set the 
spedfic level of funding, rather 
than earmarking funds for 


revenue sharing up to five 
years in advance. 

H. R. 8329 would extend the 
general revenue-sharing 
program through Sept. 30,1981, 
at an authorized funding level 
increasing in stages to $7.5 
billion by FY 1981. The House 
Government Operations 
Subcommittee on In¬ 
tergovernmental Relations and 
Human Resources, on which 
Drinan serves, is expected to 
consider the bill, along with the 
Ford administration’s proposal 
to extend revenue sharing, 
when legislative hearings on 
the State and Local Fiscal 
Assistance Act begin sometime 
this fall. 

“The Administration bill," 


Drinan charged, "simply 
ignores the serious problems of 
fundiability, lack of ac¬ 
countability, nonenforcement 
of civil rights provisions, lack 
of citizen participation, and 
misallocation of funds which 
have surfaced during the first 
three years of this ex¬ 
perimental program. Despite 
the considerable political 
pressure to go along with the 
administ ration and simply 
extend general revenue- 
sharing without confronting 
the program's shortcomings, 
Congress has a responsibility 
to enact legislation which will 
improve this program and 
enable it to serve better the 
interests of all Americans."

natural gas facility. 

Ic addition to atmospheric 
hydrodynamics, Dr. Murphy's 
background includes work in 
the fields of acoustic and 
electromagnetic wave 
propagation and plasma 
physics. He is the author of 
many papers in these fields. 


"Under the present 
program," Drinan charged, 
"general revenue-sharing 
funds are not being spent to 
meet our most pressing 
national needs. Only four cents 
of every revenue-sharing 
dollar are spent on social 
services for the poor and 
elderly Americans who do not 
enjoy the basic comforts most 
of us take for granted. I cannot 
support the expenditure of 
federal tax dollars to help 
wealthy suburbs remodel their 
golf courses while the ad¬ 
ministration cuts back 
programs designed to feed the 
hungry, house the elderly, and 
care for the sick.” 

Drinan cited the lack ot 
citizen participation under the 
present act, which does not 
require local governments to 
establish procedures enabling 
citizens to become involved in 
the decision-making process. 
"Revenue sharing cannot be 
considered a viable program 
unless there is direct, 
grassroots citizen input," he 
said. 

He criticized the current 
allocation formula for failing to 
direct a sufficient portion of 
revenue-sharing funds to those 
communities in greatest need 
of assistance. The 
Congressman characterized 
the administration’s failure to 
enforce the nondiscrimination 
provisions of the Act as "in 
blatant disregard of the intent 
of the law, which deprives 
blacks, Mexican-Americans, 
and other minorities of the 
revenue-sharing-supported 
programs and services to 
which they are entitled. 

"On the whole,” he asserted, 
"the present program is ef¬ 
fectively insulated from 


Drinan’s bill (H.R. 8329) 
would amend the State and 
Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 
1972 to rededy each of the 
deficiencies in the program he 
describes. States and large 
cities would be required to 
spend a minimum of 20 percent 
of their revenue-sharing funds 
in social services and housing 
for the poor and elderly, while 
distributing the remainder of 
their funds across a broad 
range of priority expenditure 
categories. 

Under the bill's citizen 
participation provisions, a 
citizens advisory committee 
wuld be established in each 
community to oversee and plan 
the expenditure of revenue 
sharing funds. Public hearings 
would be held and a paid Local 
Citizens’ Advocate would 
provide the local advisory 
committee with background 
materials and research sup¬ 
port. 


The bill alters the allocation 
formula to channel more 
revenue-sharing funds into 
large cities and poor rural 
communities. It establishes a 
special fund to be distributed to 
localities with a large per¬ 
centage of impoverished 
citizens and to be expended 
entirely on social services and 
housing for the poor. 


The bill would strengthen the 
nondiscrimination 
requirements of the act by 
establishing a sequence of 
enforcement procedures set 
into motion by a complaint 
submitted by an aggrieved 
organization or individual. 
Revenue-sharing funds would 
be withheld whenever the 
Secretary of the Treasury had

be an 8-5 triumph for the Cleveland Indians 
and a sweep of the three game series, and it 
also exposed some glaring chinks In the 
Fenway Fortress. 

Having long considered the Red Sox fan to 
be at least as equally knowledgeable on the 
strong points as well as various frailties 
concerning his heroes, or, as I was to learn in 
some cases, goats. The most homed of all the 
Red Sox would appear to be that old standby, 
Americo Petrocelli, who drew comments 
such as, “Girls should be allowed to play 
baseball, they couldn't be any worse than that 
stiff,” or, "That’s one reason for a decline In 
the petrodollar." Still others, “Not only can 
Petrocelli not hit or field, but he can’t think." 
"Petrocelli has the worst range in the major 
leagues." "What a creampuff! Did you see 
that throw." 

I would have to agree with the above sen¬ 
timents, for up until now Petrocelli has been 
the very picture of incompetence. It’s truly 
painful to see ground balls skip by him as he 
barely flinches. Hustler, he may be, but there 
comes a time when even the most faithful of 
old warriors should hang ’em up. It must be 
particularly galling for a man as seemingly 
proud as Petrocelli to turn in inept per¬ 
formance after inept performance; un¬ 
fortunately for both the Sox and Rico the 
alternatives are nonexistent. Third base is 
one position where the Yankees’ superiority is 
beyond question. 

Oddly enough, the person the fans didn't 
seem to have any animosity towards was Yaz. 
In past years a constant target for Ire, he now 
seems to be recognized for his capabilities. 
The fans have adopted a patronizing, "He’s 
doing the best he can attitude," no longer do 
they expect miracles. I think the fans may 
have learned something the other day when 
the Orioles twice walked Yaz intentionally to 
get at Fred Lynn, who was at that stage the 
hottest hitter in baseball. This incredible 
respect that Earl Weaver has for Yaz's 
abilities appears to have finally carried over 


to the paying customer, and I heard these 
comments uttered, "How the hell can Bob 
Ryan say Yaz is the worst fielder in the 
league? The guy should stick to writing about 
basketball," "Yaz Ls one of the best late in¬ 
ning hitters in baseball," "If they kept on 
base averages instead of batting averages, 
Yaz would probably lead the league. Batting 
averages don't show this value." 

It's taken about fourteen years but the fans 
arc finally sticking up for Yaz, as well they 
should. But Red Sox fans are Red Sox fans 
and as with death and taxes they will always 
have to have someone to shower with boos, 
and that person may be, I’m afraid, Fred 
Lynn. 

The same situation developed with 
Yastrzemski, too much was expected. In his 
last at bat against Cleveland, Lynn popped to 
shallow center and was consequently booed 
with Buddin-esque vigor. Here’s a guy among 
the leaders in almost every hitting category, 
a fine fielder, and a rookie, and yet he’s being 
given the old razz. The fans feel one Her¬ 
culean feat deserves another and when it isn't 
delivered they feel cheated and accordingly 
vent their displeasure. These observances 
were made to me, "The guy is no good he 
doesn't even look like a ballplayer," "A 
couple of good games and everybody is all 
excited. The guy will be lucky to hit .300," 
"Lynn reminds me of Jackie Jensen, never 
hits when it counts." 

I did not hear one say, "This kid is some 
ballplayer." Strange, very strange. The fans 
appear to have taken a strong liking to Jim 
Rice, whose Minor League stats are far better 
than Lynn's and who could logically be ex¬ 
pected to be the better hitter of the two. But 
this Jim Crow town wants the impossible 
from Lynn and merely the great from Rice. 

There can be no denying that Fenway fans 
are fickle and they appear to have embraced 
Rick Burleson as their pet, frequently adding 
the adjectives "desire,” "hustle," and 
"tough” before his name. In the game I saw, 


Burleson played as bad a game of shortstop 
as I've seen since Bobby Murcer tried out at 
that spot. Admittedly, one game does not a 
season make, but I have not found Burleson 
that impressive during other observances. In 
spite of my prejudices, I find the suggestion 
somewhat ludicrous that Burleson should be 
the starting shortstop for the all star game. 
The American League may be bad, but not 
that bad. The fans also seemed quick to adopt 
Denny Doyle as a favorite, possible because 
he’s not very large and gives the appearance 
of constantly going full tilt, thus making him 
easily identifiable to the average man. In all 
honesty, however, his skills endure the 
earmarks of extreme mediocrity. In short the 
quality of the Red Sox infield falls short of 
championship caliber. 

Concerning other positions, the people 
around me were quite perturbed by Carlton 
Fisk's portly appearance, saying that he 
didn’t “look like his old self," or that he was 
"slow" and "sluggish." They were right 
about Fisk, but what can one expect after 
such an extensive layoff? Also, Fisk has a 
tendency to get tired as the season 
progresses, so possibly the added poundage 
may be a blessing in disguise. 

The Red Sox lack of training in the basics 
becomes more and more evident as the 
season rolls on; it is extremely vexing to 
watch the Sox consistently miss bunts, get 
caught in rundowns, and throw to the wrong 
base. The natural assumption would be to 
place the blame on the coaching staff, and I 
can see no reason to think differently. I 
cannot forsee any team winning day in and 
day out that is unable to execute. 

So the question remains, how far can a 
team go with a mediocre infield, a disaster of 
a bullpen, a bumbling front office, at the 
moment inferior catching, one, possibly two 
starting pitchers, a seemingly hack coaching 
staff, and very little speed? In other words, 
can you win a pennant with just an outfield? I 
will let all sane men form their own opinions .j

A new consumer protection 
law on housing is now in effect, 
accroding to a report by David 
H. Bradley, President of the 
Greater Boston Real estate 
Board. The law is the Real 
Estate Settlement Procedures 
Act, which went into effect 
June 20, 1975. 

The Real estate Settlement 
Procedures Act (RESPA) 
covers most 1-4 family home 
mortgages, including FHA, 
VA, loans from financial in¬ 
stitutions with federally in¬ 
sured deposits and all mor- 
tgates which are termed 
“'federally-related". 

“The majority of new 
requirements are the sole 
responsibility of the lender," 
says Bradley, “however, 
buyers should be aware of the 
new requirements and 
benefits.” 

The new law requires lenders 
to give a special booklet, 
prepared by the cepartment of 
Housing and Urban 
Development, to the buyer.

The booklet informs buyers 
about the nature and cotst of 
the settlement process which 
buyers will encounter during a 
closing for a home. 

"RESPA requires that all 
closings which fall under its 
regulations use a new standard 
disclosure-settlement state¬ 
ment”, says Bradley. 
According to the HUD booklet, 
this standard form is used to 
reveal advance disclosure of 
settlement costs and actual 
charges incurred at settlement 
in all mortgage transactions 
involving federally related 
loans. 

The new form lists many 
different items including the 
type of loan, location, city-town 
taxes, sales price, cash set¬ 
tlements, etc. “The listing of 
these tiems on the form, 
however, does not imply that 
any particular charge listed is 
or should be made in a given 
geographic area”, says 
Bradley. "Different lenders 
and providers of settlement 
services may vary as to 
whether they make certain 
charges and to the amont of the 
charge". 

The Real Estate Professional 
added that RESPA requires 
the lender give the borrower 
and seller the advance 
disclosure form before or 
within seven days after the 
loan commitment, and at least 
twelve days before closing (or 
fifteen days if form is mailed). 

RESPA also protects the 
buyer from being forced to pay 


any type of compensation 
pursuant to an agreement that 
settlement service business' - 
will be referred to another 
person. 

In addition, the new law 
states that buyers cannot be 
required to purchase title in¬ 
surance from a particular 
company. "Violations of this", 
says Bradley, "arc subject to a 
penalty of three tunes the 
charges for the insurance". 

If the home is constructed 
twelve months prior to the loan 
commitment, the law requires 
that the seller or his agent 
make the following additional 
disclosures to the buyers in 
writing: the name and address 
of the present owner and the 
date the property was acquired 
by him; if the seller has not 
lived in the property, and 
owned it less than two years, 
they must also disclose the 
date and purchase price of the 
last arm's length transfer, a 
list of any subsequent im¬ 
provements and the cost of 
these improvements. 

This is one of many laws 
protecting consumers and 
regulating the real estate in¬ 
dustry supported by the 
Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board. Others include: 
licensing of brokers, land use, 
condominium disclosure, and 
mortgage money availability. 
“Further information on 
RESPA and its application or 
other progressive legislation 
should be obtained from a local 
Realtor", says Bradley.

John Collidge, president of 
the board of trustees of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, has 
announced the appointment of 
Jan Fontein, acting director of 
the museum. 

At a special meeting today, 
the full Board of Trustees voted 
on the appointment. 

Fontein, curator of Asiatic 
Art at the Museum since 1966, 
will assume the acting 
directorship July 14. He will 
replace Merrill C. Rueppel 
whose contract, with the 
museum has been terminated 
upon the settlement of 
mutually agreeable terms. 

In announcing the ap¬ 
pointment of Fontein, Collidge 
described him as "a scholar of 
international repute, a curator 
of broad experience, with the 
special distinction of having 
organized a series of 
exhibitions as highly regarded 
in the Far East as they were in 
this country, a colleague whose 
diversity of interests and 
whose variety of skills should 
enable all parts of the in¬ 
stitution to work in harmony.” 

As curator of Asiatic art at 
the Boston Museum he has 
recently organized several 


major exhibitions including 
Zen Painting and Calligraphy 
(1970) and Unearthing China’s 
Past (1973). A leading expert in 
his field, skilled in the Chinese 
and Japanese languages and 
specializing in Southeast Asian 
art, Fontein has been a visiting

lecturer on fine arts at Har¬ 
vard University. 

He was born in the 
Netherlands where he studied 
at the University of Leyden, 
earning his PhD. in Chenese 
History and literature and 
Southeast Asian archaeology. 
Fontein lived in Japan on a 
research fellowship from 1954 
to 1955 when he became 
curator at the Museum of 
Asiatic Art in the 
Rijksmuseum, Amsterdam 
until 1966. 

Fontein recently appeared in 
a televised segment of CBS’s 
"Camera Three” documenting 
the restoration of Borob.idur, 
the rapidly deteriorating 9th 
century Buddhist Temple in 
Java. In 1973, he was named a 
member of the Board of 
Directors of the American 
Committee of Borobudur which 
raised $1,250,000 (the largest 
amount by any national 
committee) as part of the in¬ 
ternational effort to save the 
Java monument under the 
auspices of UNESCO. 

Fontein resides with his wife 
and one of his two sons in 
Newton.

Master's hearing on school budget underway

Testimony elicited at a master’s hearing 
this week on the taxpayers’ suit to have a 
$500,000 cut in the School Committee 
budget restored has shown complex 
budgeting procedures that City Solicitor 
Howard Levine hopes to prove are in “bad 
faith." 

Hearings began Monday before court- 
appointed master John Dwyer at Mid¬ 
dlesex County Superior Court after Judge 
Samuel Adams denied the taxpayers’ 
request for a summary judgment and 
restoration of the $500,000 cut by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

In questioning Harry Vienneau, director 
of budget and accounting for the School 
Department, Levine first obtained 
testimony that although all versions of the 
budget voted by the School Committee are 
not set up in the same way, ultimately the 
totals should be the same figure as that 
voted - $31,902,834. 

“ Levine then pointed out errors and 
omissions, which taken together with the 


fact that names of accounts vary from 
document to document, make com¬ 
prehension of the budget nearly impossible 
for the aldermen whose duty it is to review 
budgets of all departments. 

Since the Board of Aldermen could not 
determine what each item and amount

really represents, the cut of $500,000 from 
the budget was their best guess as to what 
represented items - either unnecessary for 
the operation of the schools or double 
budgeting. 

Double budgeting is the practice of in¬ 
cluding an amount in the budget that may 
be reimbursed either totally or partially. 

Levine argued that many programs in 
the School Committee budget are iden¬ 
tified as reimbursable, yet are included in 
the appropriation request, thus inflating 
the amount of money actually needed. 


Vienneau, while acknowledging that 
there are instances of such procedures, 
explained that the amount of reim¬ 
bursement is often not known at the time 
the budget is prepared. 

An example, Vienneau said, is the ex¬ 
pected reimbursement for Chapter 766, the 
law dealing with the education of children 
with special needs. Reimbursement was 
$160,000 short of what was expected in 1974- 
75. 

But Levine also located several items 
that apparently should have been reim¬ 
bursable that were not segregated from 
the budget. 

Therefore, according to Levine, the 
Board of Aldermen cannot determine the 
validity of some of the budget requests. 

Another problem to the aldermen, who 
Levine says are required to scrutinize all 
parts of the city’s $60 million annual 
budget, is the lack of itemized accounts. 

The budget officially submitted to the 
mayor for inclusion in the total city budget 
is one page showing totals for eight ac¬ 
counts. 


But back-up material provided by the 
School Committee does not match the 
accounts as presented to the Board of 
Aldermen, Levine contends, and is another 
example of the confusion, deliberate or 
not, that surrounds the school budget. 

Dwyer, conducting the hearing 
somewhat less formally than would a

judge, tried to draw out from Levine 
whether he was trying to put the School 
Committee “on the horns of this dilemma 
— if it supplies too little information it’s 
being secretive, and if it supplies too much 
it’s being confusing." 

"Do you agree," Dwyer asked Levine, 
“that the city should not determine the 
amount of the school budget?" 

Levine replied that the legislative body 
"has its duty, which includes ferreting out 
unnecessary requests.” He questioned 
whether the Board of Aldermen can do its 


job with the information presented by the 
School Committee. 

Vienneau in testimony admitted an 
omission of $13,689 in a list of items, but 
pointed out that the total was correct. 
Levine used this error to show how figures 
did not add up in some cases, until Dwyer 
said, "The city has no recourse, if there is 
no subterfuge, about the $13,689 except to 
'throw them out of office.' " 

“The city does say ‘subterfuge’ on the 
part of the School Committee. I’m sure 
you’ll be doing the city a great service if 
you can prove it. A Watergate is always 
good for the country," Dwyer said. 

Dwyer often led Levine and sometimes 
Jeffrey Freedman, lawyer for the tax¬ 
payers, to restate their points in a sharper 
way to clarify and possibly shorten the 
proceedings. 

At this point Dwyer thinks the hearing 
may go on for at least two weeks con¬ 
tinuously, with perhaps many more weeks 
to go. 

The defense of the city is not an attempt 
to break down the laws of fiscal autonomy 


of school committees, Levine has said 
many times. It is an attempt to provide the 
Board of Aldermen the opportunity to do 
what it is mandated to do when called on to 
appropriate money for the operation of the 
schools, he said. 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum began tesifying Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon and was expected to be a witness 
at least through Wednesday. School Supt. 
Aaron Fink tesified Monday, primarily on 
the manner of preparation of the budget. 

Levine has a prospective list of wit¬ 
nesses that may total more than 20. 

Yet to be tackled are the issues brought 
up in affidavits from several aldermen, 
including Finance Committee Chairman 
Sidney Small, and several department 
heads that relate to what might be called 
"misrepresentation” by the School 
Committee in its budget requests. 

The affidavits were submitted in 
response to the taxpayers’ request for 
summary judgment and have not been . 
admitted into evidence in the current 
hearing. 


IMorumbega investigation goes on

"A forward looking decision” is what 
Conservation Commissioner Deborah 
Howard termed Charles Thomas, city 
planning director’s announcement that 
Newton will investigate the possibility of 
obtaining state and federal funds to 
acquire Norumbega. 

The Conservation Commission endorsed 
these steps which may eventually lead to 
the preservation of the roughly 14 acres 
located on Commonwealth Avenue, ad¬ 
jacent to the Marriott Hotel and leading 
down to the Charles River. 

Thomas came to the commission with 
this latest developement after two ap¬ 
praisals solicited on the property were 
received by the city. While the appraisals 
have not yet been made public, estimates 
on the property vary from $350,000 to 
$700,000. 

Although appraisals have been made on 
the entire site, the city will not push for 
funding from the federal Bureau of Out¬ 


door Recreation and the state Department 
of Natural Resources on all of the site. 
Excluded will be two and one half acres on 
the north side. This piece is a flat area 
which was once a ball field and is zoned 
Residence D. 

Under this zoning, duplexes could be 
built; however, with permissive use either 
townhouses or garden apartments could 
also be constructed. 

Although the city is taking steps to in¬ 
vestigate eligibility for funding an 
acquisition, the fight for Norumbega is far 
from over. 

The property is owned by the Perini 
Land and Development Company, 
Framingham who has sought to build 224 
condominium units on the north side 
parcel. When this proposal elicited severe 
opposition from Aubumdale residents, 
Perini offered up a compromise solution. 
Selling the north side parcel in return for 
building a three and one half office 
building on the south side. At that time the 
developer indicated that with permission 


to build the proposed office building, he 
would sell the north side parcel for 
$500,000. 

Even though the developer said he would 
throw in a buffer zone, a public tennis 
court and some underground parking, the 
plan caused dissension in the Aubumdale 
community. Neighbors could not agree on 
whether or not to support the offer. 

According to Conal Doyle, assistant to 
the president, a decision on the property is 
in the offing. This decision, Doyle says, 
will be made public “in a couple of 
weeks.” 

"We will do what is in the best interests 
of the corporation, said Doyle who in¬ 
dicated that he would sit down and discuss 
the latest developments with the mayor. 
While an appointment with the mayor has 
not been made yet, Doyle said "we will." 

As far as plans on the south side of 
Commonwealth Avenue, Doyle declined to 
discuss them saying “we really don’t want 
to get people all excited." However, he did 
say that Perini was open to suggestions 
from residents. 


Franklin St. subdivision filed 


The owners of a house at 315 Franklin 
St., whose petition to convert to a two- 
family was denied recently by the Board of 
Aldermen, have filed a plan for subdivision 
of the prooerty with the Middlesex County 
Registry of Deeds. 

Jay Norwalk and Ole Hammarlund, co- 
owners of the bouse, petitioned the Board 
under a new ordinance allowing the 
creation of a two-family or multifamily 
house when the property is large enough to 
provide for each new unit the square 
footage of land required for a single-family 
house. 

The Norwalk-Hammarlund house has 
30,000 square feet of land, and 15,000 feet 


are required by the zoning regulations for 
a single-family house in Residence A 
district, in which the house is located. 

The subdivision now accomplished 
divides the land into two parcels, one a 
rectangular piece that includes the 22 - 
room house, and a C-shaped piece that 
surrounds the house lot on three sides and 
includes a carriage house at the rear. 

Options open to Norwalk and Ham¬ 
marlund are either to apply to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for a variance for oc¬ 
cupying the carriage house as a residence 
or to tear down the carriage house and 
build a new house with the legally required 
side yards. 


Norwalk said this week that he and 
Hammarlund have no plans to do either in 
the near future. 

The ordinance under which Norwalk and 
Hammarlund applied for a two-family 
conversion was proposed by the Newton 
Planning Department as a way of 
preserving some of Newton's large, old 
houses on large parcels of land, which 
have become economically impossible to 
maintain. 

Henry Homblower II, 100 Essex Rd., 
Chestnut Hill, has submitted a petition for 
permissive use to convert his house on 
167,000 square feet of land to a four-family 
house. That petition will be heard before 
the Land Use Committee Aug. 11. 


Housing Authority can lease 120 units 


Another 120 units of housing have been 
authorized for the Newton Housing 
Authority’s leased-housing program under 
a new regulation of the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

The 120 additional units are for low- and 
moderate-income families, in contrast to 
tlie present 213 subsidized units, which are 
for low-income persons only. 

Housing Authority Executive Director 
Frank Quinn confirmed the approval of the 
authorization this week. 


Under the HUD guidelines, moderate 
income for one person is $7700. But of the 
number of single people to occupy the 
newly authorized subsidized units, 30 
percent must have an income not over 
$6200. 

Another example of the liberalized in¬ 
terpretation of low and moderate incomes 
is the $13,150 annual income allowable for 
a family of five. Again, 30 percent of the 
five-member families must have an in¬ 
come not exceeding $8350. 


Quinn said the guidelines may not be 
final. 

Other factors, such as medical expenses, 
may be used in the determination of 
eligibility. 

After acceptance of the new program by 
the Housing Authority, the Authority will 
advertise the program fully, both to locate 
eligible tenants and to locate landlords 
willing to rent apartments to the 
Authority. 
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H.H. Richardson House 


Historic house target of vandals 


The Richardson House on Oak Hill has 
again been the target of vandalism. 

Built in the 1880's by architect H.H. 
Richardson for Dr. Henry Bigelow, the 
house is included in the lease of the 
Peabody School, also on the hill. 

Elsie M. Husher, chairwoman of the 
Newton Historical Commission, described 
the damage continually done to this 
Richardson architectural monument in a 
letter to the Graphic last week. 

She pointed out that John Howard of 
Newton Highlands has become so con¬ 
cerned about malicious damage to the 
property that he has volunteered to camp 
out in the house to protect it. 

The l-aw Department will apparently 
investigate whether or not this could be 
done. 

Mrs. Husher chronicled the abuse to the 
historic house, saying that in her view the 


"vandals” in this case are adults, not 
children. 

The newel post and rungs of the banister 
were sawed off at their bases and taken 
away and decorative woodwork has also 
been removed from the house. 

Mrs. Husher says this is the work of 
people who know exactly what they're 
looking for and its inherent value. 

The City of Newton has leased this land 
for 12 years and has eight more years to 
pay toward ownership. The city pays at the 
rate of $12,000 per year. 

Since the windows were long ago broken 
and are now boarded over, other means 
are used to enter the house. It has been 
entered through tlie basement, through the 
roof, and someone has even driven a car 
into the side of the house. 

Howard checks it nightly, his love of the 
structure as his purely personal 
motivation. 

Richardson was considered the foremost 


architect of his day. In his heyday, 1868 to 
1885, he filled this area with many land¬ 
marks, including Trinity Church in 
Boston, the municipal buildings in North 
Easton, and-churches and train stations in 
many cities here. 

Tlie Ricliardson house on Oak Hill is the 
only known house of his still existing in 
Newton. He also designed the Baptist 
church in Newton Corner and the 
Woodland station building, which is now 
also boarded over. 

Mrs. Husher said that the city would 
have to actually own the property before it 
could grant permission to do something 
with the house and the Peabody School. 
She said the Historical Commission is 
interested in using the property in a 
manner that will keep it from being a tax 
burden on the city. 

She said that private developers are 
interested in turning the house and the 
school into condominiums.

Licarie tells candidates 


A preliminary study on the 
passible future use of the site of 
Newton Junior College, due to 
close in June of 197G. will be 
done by the Harvard 
University Graduate School of 
Design, Mayor Theodore Mann 
announced recently. 

One of the plans for the site 
mentioned by the mayor and 
the Planning Department has 
been to use the land as the site 
for a new main library. 

Trustees of the library want 
to see the question of whether a 
new main library should be 
built on the municipal ballot, 
but legislative approval would 
be needed to get it on the 1975 
ballot. 

The Harvard students will do 
a six-week study of the zoning, 
land use and population in the 
immediate area around the 
college site. 

According to Planning 


Director Charles Thomas, the 
Harvard study will save the 
city nearly $2000 and will be 
only the the first in a series of 
studies conducted through his 
department to find the best use 
for the four-building Newton 
Junior College complex. 

Mann said, "It is essential 
that we move ahead with this 
study so that we can have a 
master plan ready for the 
immediate takeover of the 
buildings we when they are 
vacated next year. By using 
common sense and planning 
ahead' I feel we can make 
proper use of these facilities 
without putting any increased 
financial burden on the city." 

A study done several years 
ago recommended a new main 
library at a cost of about $4 
million. Cost would probably 
be $5 million today.

Land Use Committee

A Newton mother who had a 
hand In drawing up the 
regulations for Chapter 766 has 
filed a complaint with the state 
claiming the Newton School 
Department is not complying 
with the new law for children 
with special needs. 

Cynthia Gilles, a Waban 
woman who works in the 
Special Education office of the 
State Department of 
Education, has a 15-year-old 
son who can't read because of a 
memory problem. 

She claims that the School 
Department has not come up 
with a satisfactory program 
for her child in the school 
system. 

She took her child out of 
Newton's schools three years 
ago and has tried un- 
suucessfully to get a program 
in the public schools for her 
son. 

Rather than the remedial 
reading program that the 
School Department has offered 
her, she feels a language in¬ 
tervention program is needed. 

Cultural arts 
program gets 
assistant 

Liza Lezell, a Simmons 
College graduate, has been 
named to assist Gail Forman, 
who has directed the Newton 
Recreation Department's 
Cultural Arts Program since 
its inception two years ago. 

Ms. Lezell, who also studied 
creative writing at Brown and 
illustration and textile design 
at the Rhode Island School of 
Design, prefers watercolors as 
a medium. Her paintings have 
been shown at many exhibits in 
the Greater Boston area as 
well as on the Cape. 

This past schooly year she 
conducted a dance and 
movement assembly for 
Newton School children in 
Kindergarten through Grade 3. 

In her new position as 
assistant cultural arts coor¬ 
dinator she will handle all 
graphic publicity and its 
distribution, registration, and 
evaluation of the on-going 
summer arts programs and 
assisting, when needed the 
various summer art per¬ 
formances. She will also be 
responsible for taking slides of 
recreation summer activities 
and organizing a slide library. 

Ms Lezell, a native f Oak 
Park, Michigan, hopes to lend 
her talents to the Cultural Arts 
program formulated by Mrs. 
Forman last year. 

These activities include story 
telling hours at branch 
libraries, jazz concerts and 
musical productions such as 
"The Music Man” to be 
presented later this month. 

It is important, she said 
when working with children, to 
expose them to a variety of 
activities. The Bicentennial 
observance is an excellent 
vehicle, she said to espand the 
already highly successful 
zcultural Arts Program 
developed by Mr. Forman who 
has announced her retirement 
effective later this year. 

37 police 
officers will 
graduate Friday 

Newton's 37 new police of¬ 
ficers will graduate from their 
16-week class in the Newton 
Police Academy Friday, at 2 
p.m., in the War Memorial 
K~aitorium at City Hall. 

The graduates will include 
the 12 women officers who 
were hired by a grant from the 
the state and federal govern¬ 
ments to find if women can 
perform equally as well as men 
in uniform. 

Of the 25 men hired by city 
funds, 11 are originally from 
Newton. 


Chapter 766 has been the 
subject of heated controversy 
since it went into effect in 
September' 1974. 

The law says that each child 
from age 3 to 21 with an 
educational disability be 
screened, tested, and 
evaluated by a team of various 
specialists to determine a 
study objective for each child. 

last year Newton hired 6.5 
new teachers and four teacher 
aides to try and meet the intent 
of the law, and the School 
Committee has approved the 
hiring of 5.6 professionals and 
two teacher aides for Sep¬ 
tember. 

Under the law, if a parent 
feels the schools do not provide 
an adequate program for a 
child, the School Committee 
must pay for the child’s tuition 
at an outside learning center. 

Newton currently has about 
100 children placed in 
programs outside of the public 
schools. Half of these were in 
outside schools before Chapter 
766 under previous state 
programs. 


This year Newton placed 50 
more children outside the 
School system, according to 
Dr. Joseph Massimo, chief 
psychologist of the Newton 
Schools in charge of 
evaluations of the children. 

Dr. Massimo said more than 
1,400 Newton children have 
been given partial or complete 
eval„ations this year. 

Funding of the new 
programs needed to meet the 
requirements of the law is a 
problem in many towns, ac- 
croding to Joan Kunitz, a 
regional worker for the Office 
for Children. 

But in Newton, she notes, the 
School Committee here has at 
least committed itself to at¬ 
tempting to comply with the 
law. 

Having met with about 75 
Newton families to assist in 
resources, complaints, or 
evaluations, Ms. Kunitz said 
she has never seen any overt 
noncompliance with the law 
here. 

The only problem she has 
encountered is delays in the 
core evaluations, which were 


to be completed within 30 days 
after an educational deficiency 
has been established. 

She said the first evaluation 
was not completed until three 
months after identification. 

Ms. Kunitz, Mrs. Gilles, and 
other parents are encouraged 
by Chapter 766 and the new 
plans that are forming in the 
city, and don’t want to 
discourage the development of 
better programs. 

Mrs. Gilles’ complaint, 
representing about 13 parents 
with similar problems, she 
claims, will be investigated by 
the Chapter 766 Boston 
Regional Board. 

Samuel Bolognese, acting 
director of the region, said he 
will investigate the complaints 
this summer and in the fall. 

Bolognese said he was aware 
of some problems in Newton, 
and hopes once Newton gets in 
line with the law, other com¬ 
munities will follow. 

He added that there is a 
reluctance on the part of the 
school system to admit that 
there is no program for some 
children in the schools.

Neighbors strongly opposed 
a petition of the Newton YMCA 
to build a six-court tennis 
facility on its property on 
Church Street, Newton Corner, 
at a meeting of the land Use 
Committee this week. 

Sidney Marston, YMCA 
president, and Cooper East¬ 
man, treasurer of the board of 
trustees, explained that the Y 
would offer tennis lessons and 
clinics to neighbors at 20 
percent off commercial rates 
and that the facility would help 
the Y meet its deficit as well as 
provide a needed tennis facility 
for the north side of the city. 

W. Frederick Uchlein, 
representing the YMCA, 
presented a petition with 17 
signatures of neighbors In 
favor of the tennis building, 
which was countered by a 
petition presented by William 
Chisholm, 20 Oakland St., 
which he said had 50-60 
signatures in opposition . 

Chisholm said the petition 
opposes the size proposed (328 
by 120 feet), height (36 feet)’ 
traffic increase, and location of 
the building in relation to 
residential property nearby. 

Richard Johnson of 20 Maple 
Ave. claimed that 40 percent of 
the Newton YMCA mem¬ 
bership is from outside Newton 
and that only four of the eight 
tennis committee members are 
Newton residents. 

Stanley Miller, chairman of 
the Newton Planning Board 
which sits with the land Use 
Committee at public hearings, 
suggested at dd 990 deqrees an- 
d moveddbacck into the hill 
below Newtonville Avenue. 

Johnson also brought out that 
the day camp operated by the 
YMCA will have to moved to "a 
small area “ behind the 
present building, which he 
feels is completely inadequate. 

Ralph Tolbert, 14 Maple 
Ave., memer of the Newton 
Corner Neighborhood 
Association, said the building 
would be “detrimental to the 
neighborhood and would be bad 
for the general upgrading of 
Newton Corner. It would serve 
clientele who already play 
tennis inside." 

The question of the number 
of parking spaces was brought 
up by one resident, who 
suggested that the 24 new 
players would not be served 
adequately by the parking 
spaces projected, since there 
would be 24 people waiting for 
every 24 people playing tennis. 

In other business, a petition 
from Boston College to provide 
a total of 459 parking spaces 
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within its new acquisition, 
Newton College, was greeted 
favorably by neighbors, 
provided alt parking is con¬ 
fined to the campus with no 
street parking allowed. 

Neighbors are worried about 
students parking on side 
streets. 

Boston College 1 .aw School Ls 
moving into the former Newton 
College campus. 

The college also wants a 
traffic light at the corner of 
Centre and Cotton Streets, and 
in return offered to close the 
Mill Street gate of the Newton 
College campus. 

Approval of the new parking 
falls under an ordinance 
proposed by Aid. Irouis Egelson 
and passed by the Board of 


Aldermen that requires ap¬ 
proval by the Board of 
Aldermen of changes in the site 
plan of educational in¬ 
stitutions. 

Other matters before the

Genesis 

1975

NEW YORK — Have you heard about 
“Genesis - 1975"? Well, it’s a great 
document, and, through the courtesy of my 
friend, John B. Connors, of Paterson, N J., 
I give it to you today: 

'In the beginning, God created heaven 
and earth.’ He was then faced with a class 
action lawsuit for failing to file an en¬ 
vironmental impact statement with HEPA 
I Heavenly Environmental Protection 
Agency), an angelically staffed agency 
dedicated to keeping the Universe 
pollution free. 

God was granted a temporary permit for 
the heavenly portion of the project, but 
was issued a 'cease and desist' order on 
the earthly part, pending further in¬ 
vestigation by HEPA. 

When asked why He began these 
projects in the first place, He simply 
replied that He liked to be 'creative.' This 
was not considered adequate reasoning 
and He would be required to substantiate 
this further. 

HEPA was unable to sec any practical 
use for earth since, 'the earth was void and 
empty and darkness was upon the face of 
the deep.’ And God said: ‘Be light made.' 

He should never have brought up this 
point since one.member of the Council was 


most active In the Sierrangel Club and 
immediately protested, stating: 'How is 
the light to be made? Will it be a coal-fired 
or nuclear-fired generating plant?' God 
explained the light would come from a 
huge ball of fire. 

Nobody in the Council really understood, 
but it was provisionally accepted, 
assuming: 1, there would be no smog or 
smoke resulting from the ball of fire, 2, a 
separate burning permit would be 
required, and 3, since continuous light 
would be a waste of energy, it should be 
dark at least one half of the time. 

And so God agreed to divide the light 
from darkness and He would call the light, 
'Day' and the darkness ’Night,” (The 
Council expressed no interest with in- 
house semantics.) 

When asked how the earth would be 
covered, God said: 'Let there be a fir¬ 
mament made amidst the waters: and let 
it divide the waters from the waters.' One 
ecologically radical Council member 
accused Him of double talk, but the 
Council tabled action since God would be 
required first to file for a Firmament 
Permit from the ABLM (Angelic Bureau 
of land Management) and further would 
be required to obtain permits from ap- 
proprpatc agencies involved. 


The Council asked if there would be only 
water and firmament, and God said; 'Let 
the earth bring forth the green herb, and 
such as may seed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after its kind, which may 
have seed itself upon the earth.’ The 
Council agreed to this as king as native 
seed would be used. 

About future development, God also 
said: 'I,et the waters bring forth the 
creeping creature having life and the fowl 
that may fly over the earth under the 
firmament of heaven.’ Here again, the 
Council took no formal action since this 
would require approval of the Game and 
Fish Commission, coordinated with the 
Heavenly Wildlife Federation an 
Audubongelie Society. 

It appeared that everything was in order 
until God stated He wanted to complete the 
project in six days. At this time He was 
advised by the Council that His timing was 
completely out of the question. 

HEPA would require a minimum of 180 
days to review the application and en¬ 
vironmental impact statement, and then 
there would be the public hearings. It 
could feasibly take 10 or 12 months before 
a permit could be granted. 

And God said: ‘To Hell with it!’ 




He said 2700 persons were appointed to 
state jobs between Jan. 1 and May 30 and 
that approximately 3250 state workers 
died, retired or resigned during that 
period.

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Walter Cronkite: That's the way it is'

WASHINGTON- Well, well, what have 
we here? Walter Cronkite a victim of press 
reports that were — are you ready? — "in¬ 
complete and misleading"? Yep, that’s what 
he tells me, although he acknowledges that 
his own failure to make things perfectly clear, 
shall we say, helped fuzz matters up. 

The whole thing started early last month 
when the CBS Evening News’ anchorman 
appeared at a business forum at Rutgers 
University. In the course of a discussion, 
Cronkite’s fellow panelist John DeButts, 
chairman of the board of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
responded to a question regarding bribery in 
order to do business in foreign countries. 
DeButts said he did not approve of this but it 
was sometimes necessary. 

Now, it is here, Cronkite says, that he ad¬ 
ded, when asked what he thought about the 
practice, that it was abhorrent. But he said it 
was not uncommon for newsmen to bribe 
customs agents in order to get film out of 
foreign countries. The news media, naturaUy, 


reported the way Walter said it was, 
although, to be sure, much more prominently 
than he would have liked. For example, on 
page one, the local paper, the Brunswick, 
N.J., “Home News” headlined its four 
column story, “TV News Pays Bribes: 
Cronkite.” 

Well, it’s really not this bad, says Walter. In 
the context of the question to DeButts, which 
concerned larger bribes, Cronkite says that 
what he said was a "gross overstatement.” 
What he was talking about, he explains, was 
CBS engaging in not large bribery, or even 
itty-bitty bribery, but, you know, “tips." 

"I was talking about the practice of tips, of 
a few small bills here and there for ex¬ 
peditious handling, not of heavy bribes over a 
period of time on a formal basis with high 
officials. That’s the story.” To my questions 
of to whom, where, when and how much; and 
how these payments are handled tax-wise, 
Cronkite did not respond. 

What does Mr. Cronkite’s boss, Richard 
Salant, the head of CBS News, think about 


these "tips”? He does NOT, and the not is 
underlined, approve of them. He says CBS’ 
Accounting Department finds no evidence 
that such payments have been made. 

This is not surprising, really, since those 
doing the “tipping” are unlikely to Itemize 
them, regardless of size — in their expense 
accounts. They’ll probably be called business 
expenses. If Salant really wants to find out 
what’s going on he should ask his reporters 
and technicians. 

What about the other networks? Have they 
ever greased the palms of foreign officials to 
get film out? NBC News President Richard 
Wald tells me this is “a murky situation.” As 
a general matter, he doesn’t know of any 
instances. But he is aware that NBC has sent 
presents to freight expediters “in many 
airports" through which it ships large 
amounts of film or equipment. 

Wald doesn't think "one hell of a lot of the 
practice," he says, "but on the other hand I 
don’t think a lot about it." Such gifts are a 
“universal practice" that "begin essentially 


with good will." Wald sees no element of 
bribery in them. 

ABC News President William Sheehan is 
very straightforward. He tells-“It's common 
practice to grease palms of customs officials 
and airline representatives in order to ex¬ 
pedite the shipment of film." The amounts 
could run anywhere from "a couple of dollars 
to *10." 

What does he think of this practice? “In 
that I don’t see the specter of censorship, it is 
not one of the things I think about a great 
deal. I am certainly not happy about having to 
slip money to government functionaries, but 
then again I don't like having to slip a head 
waiter a couple of dollars for a table either." 

So, it’s "tips" and not bribes. Don’t forget 
this. 

Now, what was that old joke about the *100- 
a-night call girl who when offered *50, 
screamed at her customer: "What kind of a 
girl do you think I am?” and he replied: "We 
already know that, we’re just haggling over 
price." How did that story go ... 


Has patriotism gone out of style?

Patriotic societies from one end of our country to the 
other report an alarming decline in membership. 

Summed up in the word patriotism, a nation’s real home 
is its inner spirit. Every internal and external enemy we 
have knows the advantages of destroying this. The ad¬ 
vantages arc as old as the Trojan Horse. 

A nation cannot be stronger tlian its beliefs. A nation must 
not only want something, it must believe in something. It 
does not run on natural resources, factories, mines, farms, 
universities. A nation runs on motivation. It can advance 
only behind shared views and love of country. 

Its beliefs cannot be manufactured to suit a moment, a 
partisan government, a policy or a person. These beliefs 
become the animating values. And America must not give 
up the endless effort to be faithful to them. 

Our patriotic societies protect and enhance these 
animating values. But these societies, like all of us, are the 
victims of an attack so systematized, diverse and relentless 
that its purpose is obviously the destruction of our country. 

Patriotism means to stand by our country. Yet 
sometimes it is even made to sound like a dirty word. Well, 
if we do not stand up for our country, who will? 

When challenged for the definition of patriotism in the 
context of our times, Ambassador to the United Nations 
Adlai E. Stevenson replied: "Patriotism is not a short, 
frenzied outburst of emotion but a steady dedication of a 
lifetime. That us a mighty assignment." 


Our heroes died at Concord and Ticonderoga, at 
Manassas and in Cuba, in Flanders' Fields "where poppies 
grow," on Battan and in Europe, on the high, mournful 
ridges of Korea, in the paddy fields of Vietnam and even 
with the magnificent rescue of the U.S. ship "Mayaquez," 
God bless them. 

We are their heirs. They liave no other heirs but us. 

But countless millions — feeling like strangers in their 
own America — wonder whether the American spirit has 
been mouse-trapped like General Custer at Little Big Horn. 
Is this still the America which sacrifices built and which we 
love? 

There is a clear decline in the intensity of religious 
feelings. We live under the emblem of "In God We Trust." 
The church is to the man or woman what a harbor is to a 
ship. We are blessed with 312,000 churches. We have 360,000 
ordained ministers, priests and rabbis: tlie shepherds of the 
flocks. But church membership has by no means kept up 
with our population growth. 

Not more than 50 per cent of the approximate 130 million 
• avowed church membership attends church regularly or 
with frequency. A large percentage attend church with no 
frequency at all. 

There is a clear decline in accepted standards. The 
sophisticated name for this is “permissiveness." But where 
has all this permissiveness gotten us anyway? If "anything 


goes" everything goes. There is nothing new about using 
filth to blast all virtues, values and national standards. But 
why should our great media promote it? 

The Neanderthal standards of our great national TV 
networks are so low that no wonder millions across our 
country ask, suspiciously: at’s going on here? And in the 
book field nearly any four-letter hack can produce what 
Balzac called a "literary offal" — provided his offal is 
“angry" enough at the United States and he writes as 
though our country were a substandard orphanage. 

A demoralized nation is a country where the individual 
feels isolated. He is confused within himself by the leaders, 
events and institutions around him. This is disintegration. 
And it comes when patriotism is slain and people find 
themselves unsupported by tested and honored convictions 
that they believe in, rally to and respect. 

With our history we can proudly say, "I am an 
American." For tliis is the country Lincoln long ago 
described as "ours to enjoy, ours to preserve, ours to 
transmit." 

Are we a public bom to be deceived, to know it, and to put 
up with it? There must be a new growth in the number of 
people anxious to support our patriotic societies. What this 
country sorely needs is a Patrick Henry, a rebirth of our 
patriotism and revival of our sense of values tliat gets 
through to us all.

Yet the press secretary is expected to give meaningful 
answers to questions ranging—as they did the day Nesson 
announced his reforms—from Ford's Middle East policy to 
whether the United States might be the first to use atomic 
weapons, and from Ford's oil decontrol plan to whether the 
National Security Agency taps the telephones of 
Americans, plus a host of others. 

No matter how early Nesscn gets to work, and no 
matter how intensively he prepares himself, there is no way 
he can field every question thrown at him. It is beyond 
human capacity. As a result he frequently must gloss over 
issues reporters consider important or give half answers. 
Some questions he simply can’t answer, for reasons of 
security or high policy. 

That feeds the frustrations of the reporters, leading to 
the charges of liar and cover-up that Nesscn decried. 

There is a further consideration as far as press and 
public are concerned. If the press secretary says something 


that gets a coll reception, the President can always deny 
that is what he really meant There is, in other words, a 
potential for trial balloons. 

Perhaps it would be better for the President the press 
and the public if the White House abandoned the idea of 
having an all-knowing official spokesman. Perhaps the 
press secretary could confine himself largely to the 
mechanics of press relations—handling the ad¬ 
ministration's pronouncements, seeing to the mechanics of 
presidential coverage, giving the President public relations 
advice, and helping reporters gain direct access to policy¬ 
makers. 

Since presidents need access to the press as much as 
the press needs access to presidents, this might put 
pressure on the chief executive and his top aides to speak 
for themselves more often, hutting their policies and at¬ 
titudes on the public record in their own words for all to read 
and hear. 


Ron Nessen ... some questions he can’t answer 

Ron Nessen’s “reforms” in White House briefing 
procedures ignored the most important question of all—can 
anyone be a satisfactory press secretary as the job is now 
defined? Further, do his daily sessions with reporters really 
serve the public and the press? 

The changes, announced after a recent meeting bet¬ 
ween Nessen and his staff at Camp David, should be good 
news for afternoon newspaper editors. Among other things, 
the press office will start work a half hour earlier so the 
daily briefings can begin promptly at 11:30 a.m. F,DT. If 
Nesson is not ready by then, someone else will start the 
briefing and he will take over when he arrives. 

There also will be two daily postings of routine in¬ 
formation about White House activities, one at 10 a.m. and 
another at 3:30 p.m., plus an overall summary at the end of 
the day. Consideration also is being given an afternoon 
briefing. 

But none of these goes to the heart of the flap that 
preceded the Camp David meeting: Nessen's charge that 
undue cynicism on the part of some White House reporters 
was undermining the usefulness of the briefings. 

"I think,” he said, “that readers and viewers are badly 
served and, in fact, are misled when suspicions are raised 
about everything said here, where there is nothing to base 
those suspicions on except blind and irrational mistrust and 
cynical thinking habits that have built up over the past 10 
years.” 

Lou Cannon of The Washington Post, who had a lengthy 
interview with Nessen a few days earlier, said the press 
secretary conceded some of his foreign policy answers 
“have been less than satisfactory.” He said Nessen at¬ 
tributed this to the National Security Council’s penchant for 
secrecy. 

Cannon also quoted Nesson as saying the press had 
largely overlooked what Nessen regards as a major im¬ 
provement in the quality of information provided by the 
White House and the press office on domestic issues. 

But the question arises whether anyone has the mental 
capacity and the intimate knowledge necessary to stand up 
daily before 40 or 50 of the nation's toughest reporters and 
give meaningful answers to questions about the vast 
bureaucracy that is the United States government. 

When cabinet members or top military leaders testify 
before Congress they are accompanied by aides armed with 
thick reference books which they hastily consult when 
lawmakers ask prickly questions. And they are presumed 
experts in relatively specialized areas. 

Even the President sometimes encounters news con¬ 
ference questions he cannot answer, despite the intensive 
advance briefing he receives and the fact that he 
presumably has access to information not available to 
Nessen. 
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*What could be more in keeping with the spirit of ’76... 
1976, that is!’

Backman proposes board to set 
standards for state facilities 


In an effort to make all 
facilities owned, operated or 
supported by any state 
department meet prescribed 
standards, State Senator Jack 
H. Backman (Newton- 
Brookline) has filed 
legislation, which has received 
the approval of the Human 
Services Committee, that 
would create a Board of Ac¬ 
creditation of State Facilities. 

"Foxboro State Hospital will 
close this fall because the 
facility does not meet medical 
criteria. Belchertown State 
Hospital has been the subject 
of court decisions for its failure 
to meet minimum standards 
for children. Danvers State 
Hospital has been cited by a 
state medical review team for 
negligent medical care of 
elderly patients. The old prison 
at Bridgewater Is under a court 
order to close its doors, and the 
new medical buildings at 
Bridgewater have been 
classified as a hospital without 
doctors. A special consultant 
team hired by the Com¬ 
missioner of Corrections has 
recommended that Norfolk 


State Prison be closed The 
Commissioner of Corrections, 
himself, has stated that 
Walpole State Prison should be 
closed,” Backman said, listing 
some of the reasons for his bill. 

The accreditation board 
would be empowered to set 
standards for health and health 
care services, nutritional 
content of meals, mental 
health services, employment 
conditions within the facilities, 
educational, job training and 
job placement services, as well 
as the physical environment of 
each facility as it affects the 
physical and mental well-being 
of those confined within the 
institution. 

According to the Backman 
bill, the board would be 
comprised of the Secretary of 
Human Services, weeretary of 
Education, Secretary of 
Manpower Affairs and the 
commissioners of Corrections, 
Public Health, Mental Health 
and the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission, as 
well as six persons to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor. 

After establishing the 


standards for facilities, the 
board is mandated to visit each 
facility and report any 
violations to the superin¬ 
tendent of the facility, 'he 
appropriate commissioner or 
secretary, as well as the at¬ 
torney general. 

The facility in question then 
has 60 days to comply with the 
board's standards, or if unable 
to correct the defect, must at 
least show what steps are being 
taken to wipe out the 
deficiencies. 

"State facilities which 
cannot meet at least the 
minimum standards are a 
drain on the tax dollars of the 
people of the Commonwealth. 
The era which Charles Dickens 
described in his book, that of 
creating institutions so that the 
unfortunate of society could be 
hidden away, should finally be 
ended. 

“If we are to have state in¬ 
stitutions, and I have long 
questioned the need for large 
institutions, then they should at 
least meet standards which 
you and I would expect in our 
daily lives,” said Sen. Back- 
man.

NEW YORK fUPI) - It Is a 
dizzying —but no means un¬ 
pleasant -job trying to keep 
track of the piano recordings 
that come off the presses each 
month. 

Formidable young pianists 
come along every year hoping 
to climb into the ranks of the 
major recording artists. Older 
ones keep recording -RCA 
announced the other day that 
Artur Rubinstein had re¬ 
recorded all five of 
Beethoven’s concertos, and at 
the age of 88 had signed a new 
five-year recording contract. 

Among the younger artists, 
25-year-old French pianist 
Michel Beroff has his fourth 
record for Angel playing the 
Prokofiev concertos No. 3 and 
No. 5, virtuoso performances 
both. (S-37084). 

Murray Perahla has 
recorded Impressive per¬ 
formances of Mendelssohn's 
first and second concertos, 
Neville Marrlner conducting 
The Academy of St. Martln-in- 
th e-Fields f Columbia M-33207). 
This Is Perahla’s third 
recording since his 1973 debut 
on records. 

Cristlne Ortiz, a 24-year-old 
Brazilian, has her second and 
third records for Angel. One Is 
a series of pieces by her great 
compatriot, Villa-Lobos, and 
others under the title of Alma 
Basllelra (S-37110). The other 
Is Shostakovich’s Concerto No. 

1 for Piano, Trumpet and 
Strings and Piano Concerto No. 

2 with the Bournemouth 
Symphony Orchestra under 
Paavo Berglund (S-37109). 

Tedd Joselson has his second 
record for RCA —Liszt’s 
Sonata In B minor and Chopin's 
Sonata In B-flat minor f ARL 1- 
1010 ), technically excellent 
performances of familiar 
masterpieces. 

If the law of averages con¬ 
tinues to work, not all of these 
and the several other young 
artists at or just past their 
recording debuts will be 
recording 20 years from now, 
but some of them certainly 
will. 

There are two excellent 
recordings of the 24 Chopin 
preludes of Op. 28, written 
during that terrible winter of 
_ 1838-39 when he went off to 
Majorca with George Sand and 
her two children and ended up 
living In an unheated monas¬ 
tery. 

One Is by Claudio Arrau, a 
master of the Romantic style 
and repertory whose 
reputation at the front rank of 
contemporary artists needs no 
embellishment of words. 
(Philips 6500 622). At 72, his 
technique is undimmed and, as 
a matter of fact, he is a mere 
youngster beside Rubinstein. 

The other is by another one of 
the younger men, Garrick 
Ohlsson, a 26-year-old who won 
the prestigious Chopin Piano 
Competition In Warsaw in 1970 
and whose two previous 
recordings are of Chopin’s 
music (Angel S-37087). 

Chopin’s two other preludes, 
the A-flat and C-sharp minor 
are on both records, and in 
addition the Ohlsson record 
Includes the Barcarolle. 

The limitation of space 
allows only a listing of five 
other recordings by 
established artists that would 
ordinarly merit more mention: 

—Glen Gould playing two 
sets of Beethoven’s Bagatelles, 
Op. 33 and Op. 126 (Columbia M 
33265). 

—Ruth Laredo in the second 
of her recordings of a project to 
record Rachmaninoff’s com¬ 
plete works for solo piano (M 
33430). 

—Alicia de Larrocha playing 
pieces by Manuel de Falla 
(London CS-4881). 

-Gaby Casadesus playing 
first recordings of her late 
husband's Piano Sonata No. 4 
and eight etudes (Columbia M 
33505). 

-Artur Rubinstein playing 
the Rachmaninoff piano 
concerto No. 2 with Eugene 
Ormandy and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra (ARL 1-0031). He 
himself has three earlier 
recordings of this favorite 
among the many In the current 
catalogue and as has just been 
noted he has every Intention of 
going on.

Childhood cancer rare 


Dr. Sherwood L. Gorbach of 
419 Beacon St., Chestnut Hill 
has been appointed chief of the 
infectious disease service at 
New England Medical Center 
Hospital (NEMCH) and 
professor of medicine at Tufts 
University School of Medicine 
(TUSM). 

The appointment, effective 
this month, was announced by 
David L. Everhart, executive 
director of NEMCH, and Dean 
lauro F. Cavazos of TUSM. 

Dr. C.orbach's most recent 
appointment had been as 
professor of medicine and of 
immunology and microbiology 
at the UCLA School of 
Medicine. Concurrent whith his 
academic appointments at 
UCLA, he served as chief of 
infectious disease at the 
Veterans Administration 
Hospital, in Sepulveda, Cal. 

A native of Hartfor, Conn., 
Gorbach did his undergraduate 
work at Brandcis University, 
graduating cum laude in 1951. 
After two years of active duty 
in the Navy, he entered TUSM, 
receiving his M.D. degree in 
1962. 

He trained two years at 
Bellevue Hospital in New York 
City and returned to Boston in 
1964 as a research fellow in 
infectious disease at NEMCH. 


Dr. Gorbach was named 
chief resident in infectious 
disease in 1965 and following a 
year in that capacity, entered 
the I/mdon School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine In 
England, receiving a diploma 
in applied parasitology and 
entomology in 1967. 

While in I-ondon, he was 
named visiting scientist in 
bacteriology and gastroen¬ 
terology at Hammersmith 
Hospital and served on the 
visiting staff of Coppetts Wood 
Infectious Disease Hospital. 

In 1967, Dr. Gorbach was 
appointed to the faculty of John 
Hopkins Medical School in 
Baltimore and to the visiting 
staff of the Infectious Disease 
Hospital and School of Tropical 
Medicine in Calcutta, India. 

Two years later, he went to 
Chicago as an associate 
professor of both medicine and 
microbiology at the University 
of Illinois College of Medicine. 
He also was named that 


school's director of 

parasitology. From 1969 to 
1972, he was chief of infectious 
diseases at Cook County 
Hospital, Chicago 
After leaving Chicago for 
service at UCLA and 

Sepulveda VA Hospital in 1972, 

Dr. Gorbach became very 
active in areas other than 
infectious disease. He was 
chairman of four committees, 
a member of three others, an 
adviser to ten fourth-year 
medical students and belonged 
to UCLA's Legislative 
Assembly, where he 

represented the department of 
medicine. 


Currently, Dr. Gorbach Is a 
member of a dozen scientific 
and learned societies and a 
diplomate of both the National 
Board of Medical Examiners 
and the American Board of 
Internal Medicine.

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Chip Tolbert — the muscle 
behind those elegant fashion

Smoothly run fashion showings, 
especially those that run for three Con¬ 
secutive days, don’t "Just happen." 

At the close of the recently held fall 
press preview of men's fashions held at 
Spring I,ake, New Jersey, handsome, 
blonde Chip Tolbert, fashion director for 
Men's Fashion Association, was given a 
standing ovation by over 150 fashion 
editors gathered for the event. 

Curious about the behind the scene 
preparations responsible for such a suc¬ 
cessful showing, we managed a brief in¬ 
terview with Chip prior to the final 
showing. 

"You're right," he smiled, settling back 
on a vintage glider, "it does involve quite a 
bit of hard work involving months of 
careful preplanning. Let's see, it all begins 
with visits to the fabric and fiber mills 
such as Trevira, Celanese, DuPont and 
especially Peg Mathews of J.P. Stevons 
who does such a fantastic job in 
fabrication and important color projec¬ 
tion. 

"Once this is done, 1 sec designers— 
people like Bill Blass, Dimitri, Ralph 
Lauren, Bill Kaiserman (to name a few), 
and this is where I get my trends. Then I 
plan trips to all the volume manufacturers 
where I order samples—these are the 
clothes our models will wear, and after the 
showing the samples are returned to the 
manufacturers. 

"When the samples arrive, I would say 
roughly 2,000 altogether, they are hung on 
racks in my offices and I start editing, 
examining garments while looking for 
details in a certain trend. For example, if 
I'm doing striped suits with vests, I look 
for striped suits that have stripes placed 
differently on lapels—placed differently on 
pockets, and then I select the items which I 
feel will best represent the newest trends. 

"After this is done, we put all the 
categories togetherand begin the pain¬ 
staking job of accessorizing each fashion. 
We’ve been most fortunate in having the 
same models for some time now....they 
are so professional and expert in what they 
do, there is little if any rehearsing 
necessary. Somewhere along the way I 
“cast” the models for each garment—this 
means the men are asked to come in to be 
fitted. It takes an hour to an hour-and-a- 
half for each fitting and ten days for the 
work to be done. I demand this be done 
because I do not believe you can show 
fashions properly unless the clothes fit the 
people who will be wearing them on the 
runway. 

We asked Chip what suggestions he 
would offer a man when he goes to buy a 
suit. 


• — 

"Men should not depend upon the tailor 
or the salesman with regards to the length 
of the jacket sleeves. I feel they should be 
short enough to show Mi-inch (at least V«- 
inch) of cuff....sometimes I like Vi-Inch or 
even a whole inch, which is a little more 
than the average man would want. 
Another thing, pants-should be long 
enough, and this means pants should touch 
the top of the shoe and angle to the back to 
half an inch above the top of the heel, if not 
the heel. That’s the biggest fault of 
American men, they wear their pants too 
short." 

To cuff or not to cuff. 

"It depends on what the man wants. 
There are no rules. I like a very elegant 
dressy suit uncuffed. A tweed suit, the sort 
worn in the country, looks better cuffed. 
One thing about cuffs, they make pants 
hang better because of the weight—they 
keep the line straighter." 

Are double-breasted suits making a 
comeback? 

"I do think they’re going to make a 
comeback, however, I don't think they will 
be "big volume" next fall. These suits will 
be accepted by the average man simply 
because the new double-breasted models 
have been streamlined and trimmed 
down -there's much less overlap in the 
front closure. It was this bulky overlap 
that made double-breasted suits so un¬ 
comfortable. Today the armholes are 
higher and shoulders are a little wider. I 
feel that younger men will wear them 
before the older man does because the 
older man still remembers the discomfort 
and so will hesitate to try the new models.” 

What is the major trend in men’s 
fashions? v 

"Unquestionably, the single-breasted 
suit with a vest. I seriously doubt you will 
sec many men walking around with a 
jacket and a pair of pants without a vest of 
some kind—it could be a matching vest or 
a contrasting vest or a knit sweater vest— 
a vest is a marvelous way of getting more 
color and more fashion for a total look. 

Will men’s shoe fashions return to the 
pointy look, as seen in one designer's 
show? 

"I do not like the pointed shoe, I’ve never 
liked them on women and certainly not on 
men because I don't think they're com¬ 
fortable or healthy for the foot. As for high 
heels and platforms, they’re shoe fads 
which have passed and while kids will 
wear them, they are not a serious shoe 
style for fall.

How can you convince the staid person to 
adopt new fashions? 

I travel constantly not only to large 
cities but also to small towns and I see 
definite changes—more men are wearing 


color than every before and I believe that 
all men will enjoy this fall's, milled colors 
and classic styles.

The storing of food supplies on a cam¬ 
ping trip has always been a problem—it's 
a constant battle trying to keep things 
from spilling or tipping over. Plastic bags 
to the rescue! With these bags you can 
organize your staples before leaving 
home. Buy macaroni, rice, instant 
potatoes, dry milk, cereal and pancake 
mix in economical large size packages, 
then premeasure "meal-size" amounts 
into these bags that feature leakproof 
seals. Include flour, sugar and coffee but 
be sure to pack item name and directions 
in each plastic bag. 

If there are fishermen in your family, 
use plastic bag3 for sealing the fish and 
placing on ice to protect and keep flavor- 
fresh until cooking time. Speaking of 
fish...nothing tastes quite as good as fresh 
caught fish cooked outdoors. Since most 
coolers have within them a handy six pack 
of beer to quench one's thirst during the 
day’s activities, we offer a fresh fish fry 
which calls for adding a little brew to the 
batter. It wraps the fish in a flavorful

crispy brown coating and should be served 
with warmed up biscuits and com on the 
cob. (Rember, the alcohol evaporates in 
the cooking process so it’s alright to serve 
to children.) 

FISH IN BEER BATTER \ 
2 pounds fresh or frozen fish fillets 
(trout, sole, flounder, cod, ocean perch) 

1 cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon paprika 
1 bottle (12 oz.) or can beer 
Lemon Juice 
Oil for deep frying 

Combine flour, salt and paprika in 
mixing bowl. Gradually add beer, beating 
until batter is smooth. Sprinkle fillets with 
lemon juice. Dip lightly in additional flour, 
then draw fillet carefully through beer 
batter until completely coated Drop into 
hot oil, 400 degrees, and cook, turning 
once, about 3 or 4 minutes or until crackly 
brown. Drain on absorbent towels. Yield 4- 
6 servings. Helpful hint for campers: 
Bring plastic bag with flour, salt and 
paprika mix.

Vz cup each pineapple juice, prepared 
mustard (yellow) and brown sugar 
1 pound ground beef

We thank Mrs. C. Smith, Westwood for her lovely letter. 
She writes as follows: Since this is my first letter to you, I 
would like to begin by saying how very much I enjoy your 
Food and Fashion columns. In fact, I look forward to the 
Wednesday Transcript and my letter is prompted by the 
request for the Dutch Apple Cake Recipe. Old memories 
stirred when I rend the request, for when I was young my 
mother made the cake and the recipe you printed is iden¬ 
tical to mine which is also "old" and in my opinion is the 
best. My family enjoys cold soups, too, so in response to 
Mrs. M.R. of Waban, I will share my recipe for Cold 
Cucumber Soup: 

COLD CUCUMBER SOUP 
1 medium onion, chopped 

1 medium cucumber, peeled, chopped and seeded 
3 4 cup chicken broth ( 3 4 cup hot water and 2 chicken 
bouillon cubes) 

1 can Cream of Chicken Soup 

1 cup sour cream 

6 dashes Worcestershire Sauce 
6 drops Tabasco 
v 4 teaspoon celery salt 
V« teaspoon curry powder 

Place all ingredients except seasonings in blender, 
blend until smooth. Add seasonings and blend. Chill at least 
2 hours before serving. Garnish with fresh chopped chives. 
We received a letter from Mrs. E.R. who takes another 
reader, Mrs. C.S. of Needham to task for her May 28,1975 
recipe for Greek Salad. We agree, perhaps Mrs: S's recipe 
is not authentic, however it is one she and her family enjoy 
and it's her version of this delicious salad, and so for the 
purists who would like the "real thing" here is: 

SALATA BORIATIKI (RURALGREEKSALAD| 

% cup chopped raw onion or 3 tablespoons onion flakes 
plus 2 tbs. water 

2 quarts tom romalne and iceberg lettuce 

1 cucumber, thinly sliced 

2 tomatoes, sliced into wedges 
V 4 pound feta cheese, cubed 

Mt cup Greek olives 

3 tablespoons olive or snlad oil 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Mi teaspoon salt 

Mi teaspoon ground black pepper 
Mint flakes, crumbled 

If using onion flakes, combine flakes with water; let 
stand for 10 minutes to rehydrate. In a large salad bowl 
combine onion with salad greens, cucumber, tomatoes, 
cheese and olives. Chill until ready to serve. Mix remaining 
ingregients except mint flakes. Pour over salad. Toss well. 
Garnish with mint flakes. Makes 6 servings. ,

luck at all. Last week I was visiting her and the recipe was 
on the kitchen counter—well, I copied it down while she was 
on the telphone and I would like to share it with you and 
your readers. (Don't feel that I am betraying my sister-in- 
law, she lives in New Hampshire and besides that, I don't 
believe in hoarding recipes!) 

SPECIAL BEETS 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 tablespoons all purpose flour 

1 cup boiling water 

1 tablespoon sugar 
V* teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

4 teaspoons minced onion 
Dash of pepper 

2 cups diced or sliced cooked beets 

In a saucepan, melt butter and stir in flour; add 
boiling water and cook, stirring constantly, until mixture is 
thick and smooth. Add sugar, salt, vinegar, onion, pepper 
and beets; heat slowly for 15 minutes. Serve hot or cold.

1 tablespoon whole doves 

2 sticks cinnamon 

1 cup goldeu or dark seedless raisins 

Cut a thin slice from each end of oranges and lemon; 
discard. Cut citrus fruit in half, lengthwise; with shallow 
"V" shaped cut, remove white center core and any seeds. 
Slice halves as thin as possible into luilf-cartwheels, then 
cut in half. Combine with tomatoes and sugar in 5 to 6 quart 
saucepot. Add spices that have been tied loosely in 
cheesecloth. Bring to boil; reduce heat and gently boil for 1 
hour.

An increase of more than 
$ 200,000 in gifts from the 
Brandeis University National 
Women's Committee (NWC) to 
the University's libraries was 
announced at the committee's 
recent annual conference held 
at Brandeis. 

Mrs. Solomon Stern of 
Chestnut Hill, retiring national 
president of the group, 
presented a check for more 
than $825,000 to Brandeis 
President Marvcr H. Bern¬ 
stein. 

She noted that fundraising 
and educational programs in 
the past year had raised a new 
all-time record amount of 
funds for the Brandeis 
libraries. 

The three-day conference 
was attended by about 350 
women from all parts of the 
nation, one of the largest at¬ 
tendances in the NWC's 27-year 
history. 

A highlight of the conference 
was the presentation of the 
Sachar Silver Medallion by 
Mrs. Stem to Dr. Soia Ment- 
schikoff, dean of the University 
of Miami School of Law. 

The medallion is given an¬ 
nually at the conference to an 
outstanding woman in higher 
education. Dean Mentschikoff, 
a distinguished legal educator 
and scholar, was for many 
years a professor at the 
University of Chicago. 


Admitted to the New York 
Bar in 1938, she became one of 
the first women to become part 
of the prestigious Wall Street 
legal community. In 1947, at 
the age of 32, she became the 
first woman to be named a 
visiting law professor at 
Harvard and was the first 
woman to be named to the 
University ol Chicago law 
faculty. 

Guests of honor at the 
opening banquet were Bran¬ 
deis Chancellor and Mrs. 
Abram L. Sachar. Sachar, 
noted historian and Brandeis’ 
first president, addressed the 
group. President and Mrs. 
Bernstein were the honored 
guests at the concluding 
banquet at which President 
Bernstein spoke to the 
delegates. 

During the conference five 
new chapters were chartered, 
bringing the total number of 
chapters to 115. The new 
chapters are in Palm Springs, 
Calif.; Roanoke, Va.; 
Freehold, N.J.; and Palm 
Beach East and Palm Beach 
West, Fla. 

The conference gave NWC 
members their first op¬ 
portunity to view two new 
"University on Wheels" 
programs: "Survival in Our 
Troubled World: The Person, 
the Family, the Society," and 
"Creative Artists at Brandeis: 


The Word, the Sound, the 
Image." These day-long 
programs will be conducted by 
Brandeis faculty for NWC 
chapters around the country. 

Also premiered at con¬ 
ference workshops were new 
syllabi for use in NWC chapter 
study groups in the coming 
year. The list includes 
"Feminism and the Family in 
Literature," "World 
Literature," "Interior Period 
Design” and "Women and 
Power." 

Lynne Isaacson of Weston, a 
1952 Brandeis graduate, 
chaired the national con¬ 
ference. Other chairwomen 
were Natalie Friedberg of 
Wayland (programs), Phyllis

“Even if the various health, 
education and social service 
agencies were adequately 
funded to provide for sufficient 
paid staff, the volunteer 
worker and the private 
voluntary organization would 
still be necessary," Mrs. 
Matzkin stated. 

She also emphasized the 
following points; 

Because the voluntary 
organization is privately 
funded it can innovate — afford 
to experiment and fail — which

cannot risk. As a result, new 
ideas, pilot projects, and 
change come largely from the 
voluntary sector. 

The level of service in 
hospitals, custodial and 
correctional institutions im¬ 
proves when the community is 
involved through the par¬ 
ticipation of local citizen 
volunteers — when more 
people care. 

Because volunteers are not 
dependent on the agency for 
their livelihoods, they are freer 
to lobby for or criticize the 
institution than the paid 
worker who is often silenced or 
who represents a professional 
interest. The combination of 
paid worker and volunteer 
provides a healthy balance. 

Hadassah’s officers and 
department chairmen are all 
full-time unpaid workers and 
because it is run by volunteers, 
96 cents of every dollar con¬ 
tributed goes directly to 
support its multi-faceted 
projects. 

These include the Hadassah- 
Hebrew University Medical 
Center, the largest medical 
complex in the Middle East, 
the largest contribution to 
Youth Aliyah for its 200 
children's villages and day 
centers and a variety of 
rehabilitative and education 
services in Israel and the 
United States.

"Politics is a woman’s 
business," says Betty Taymor. 

And a program she directs on 
the former Newton College 
campus as part of Boston 
College's "Programs for 
Women" aims to prove it. 

"Women in Political and 
Governmental Careers" Ls a 
year long, study-internship 
program that will begin its 
third year of operation In 
September. It is designed to 
encourage and educate women 
in the intricacies and realities 
of the political world and to 
help them explore job 
possibilities. 

For the first 10 weeks, 
students take part in intensive 
weekly seminars that focus on 
the political processes and 
problems at all levels of 
government. Guest lecturers 
share their expertise. 

For many women who have 
been away from academia for 


several years, "the level of 
confidence, which is often low 
at first, begins to rise. There 
comes the joyous discovery 
that one is still intellectually 
competent,” says Ms. Taymor. 

In December, after personal 
interviews aimed at discerning 
individual interests, in¬ 
ternships in various govern¬ 
ment agencies or with state 
legislators are arranged. The 
student's ability to take her 
place in politics and govern¬ 
ment is sharpened by the four 
months (16 hours per week) 
she spends in these real work 
areas. 

During this field work 
period, there are evening 
seminars focusing on the 
special experiences of women 
in political life. Individual 
counseling Ls also provided. 

The program concludes with 
an evaluation and analysis of 
the internship experience, and 


presentation of written case 
studies. 

In commenting on her ex¬ 
perience in the program as a 
student last year, Patricia 
Burdick of Chestnut Hill noted 
that "the work load was heavy, 
particularly with a two-year- 
old son at home, but the reward 
was tremendous...my 
placement in the governor's 
office gave me a foot in the 
door to an opportunity I'd 
never have had on my own."

No Richard for 
Canadians anymore 


MONTREAL (UPI) - The 
Montreal Canadiens will be 
without a Richard on the roster 
for the first time in more than 
30 years when they open the 
1975-76 season. 

Henri Richard, 39, the second 
and last member of Montreal’s 
Richard dynasty, announced 
his retirement Monday after 20 
seasons in the National Hockey 
league. 

"Every good thing must 
come to an end," the greying 
diminutive captain of the 
Canadiens told a news con¬ 
ference. "It’s time to step down 
and make way for younger 
players." 

TTie other member of the 
dynasty was Maurice 
"Rocket” Richard, Henry’s 
legendary older brother, who 
some call the greatest hockey 
player of all time. The Rocket 
retired 15 years ago after 18 
seasons with Montreal. 


Henri, at 5’7 and 160 pounds, 
was nicknamed the "pocket 
Rocket" when he joined his big 
brother on the team in 1955 at 
the age of 19. 

In 20 years playing center, 
Henri scored 358 goals and was 
credited with 688 assists in 
1,256 games. His total of 1,046 
points put him tenth in tlie all- 
time NHL point total. 

He was named to the first 
All-Star team once and to the 
second team three times. In 
1973-74 he won the Bill 
Masterton trophy for per¬ 
severance, sportsmanship and 
dedication. 

But Richard spent most of 
last season off the ice after he 
broke his ankle in November. 
He said his slow recovery from 
that injury was a major factor 
in his retirement, which had 
been expected for some time.

Small Claims Court rules 


BOSTON-There are seven 
basic rules to follow in order to 
file a case in a Small Claims 
Court according to a panel of 
experts at a recent "Survival 
Seminar,” on Small Claims 
Courts. Sponsored by the 
Greater Boston Heal Estate 
Board's Rental Housing 


Association (RHA), the panel, 
which included two judges, 
recommends that a person 
bringing a calim: make sure 
the defendant resides in the 
court district in which the 
claim is being filed, or has a 
business in that district; have 
the defendant's full name (if 


the defendant is a company 
and not a corporation, list the 
defendant's name and then the 
business name); be sure of the 
address (if a seasonal address, 
the plaintiff should inform the 
clerk at the court); if mailing 
the claim in, include a check 
for *3.55, payable to the clerk of 


the district court (should the 
claim be against two parties, 
an additional 55c is needed); 
waive all amounts over the 
*400.00 small claims court limit 
(a bill Is before the State 
Legislature to raise the dollar 
limit to *750.00); check to see if 
they have signed the claim as 
the plaintiff; check with the 
clerk periodically as to the 
status of the claim, always 
stating the claim number

The panel believes Small 
Claims Courts ars ex¬ 


periencing a greater increase 
in tiie number of cases brought 
to trial. The reasons for this 
are "the general economy 
coupled with the court's 
simple, expedient procedures 
and the fact they don’t require 
a person to have an attorney." 

‘‘A typical case," said Judge 
Paul Garrity, "is the landlord- 
tenant issue over the last 
month's rent vs. the security 
deposit repayment.” The 


Housing Court, like the Small 
Claims Court, originated to 
help relieve the case from the 
regular courts. It handles 
small claims in a manner 
similar to the district courts. 
One exception is the recent 
implementation of a procedure 
by Judge Garrity which gives 
plaintiff’s immediate 
authorization to collect their 
monies, If they win the 
decision. Prior to this, a 


plaintiff had to seek out the 
defendants, ask for payment 
and then return for a Court 
Order should the defendant 
refuse to pay. 

The "Survival Seminar" is 
one in a series of seminars 
sponsored by RHA.

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City wins school 
budget suit

36 new police officers on duty

Newton’s 36 new police officers, 12 of 
them women, are working “relief" this 
week. 

They completed 17 weeks of training and 
graduated in ceremonies in Memorial 
Auditorium at City Hall last Friday. 

They will continue to work “relief," 
filling in where they are needed, until 
regular beats open up, a department 
spokesman said. 

Families, friends and city officials filled 
a humid Memorial Hall Friday for the 
graduation ceremony and heard speakers 
_tell the new officers that their jobs were 
“going to be tough. 

"Treat everyone with consideration, 
respect and compassion and all equally 
under the law," Capt. Richard E. Duffy, 
codirector of the Police Academy, told the 
new officers. 

“Be a quiet, calm officer," he said, "and 
above all, be a good, decent human being." 


“I thank you for taking the most 
thankless job in the world," Judge Monte 
G. Basbas said to the graduates. 

Judge Arthur Sherman, chairman of the 
mayor’s crime commission, went one step 
further. 

"Expect nothing," he said bluntly. 
"From time to time someone will say 
thank you, but other than that, all you're 
going to get is your pay check." 

One unannounced guest at graduation 
was Boston Police Commissioner Robert 
diGrazia. He told the audience that based 
on his experience, women make excellent 
police officers. 

The dozen women are the first female 
graduates. Their salaries will be paid by 
the federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration. The federal government 
grants the funds as part of a program to 
judge women’s fitness as police officers. 
The women took the same courses and 
training as the men and wear the standard 
police uniform. 

“ The men and women graduating here

today can be proud that they have met the 
high standars necessary for becoming part 
of what I consider one of the best trained 
and best equipped police departments in 
the nation," Mayor Theodore Mann said in 
his address. 

"The addition of 12 women to the force is 
an important step in or recognition that 
people should be judged not on their sex 
alone, their race alone, or their creed 
alone, but solely on their capabilities," he 
went on to say.

Two Lexington psychiatrists have 
petitioned the Board of Aldermen for 
permission to operate a psychiatric 
halfway house at 175 Walnut St., 
Newtonville. 

The 19-room former lodging house, 
known as the Hunter House, would be a 
residence for 16 former psychiatric 
patients who have been undergoing 
treatment in a hospital for two months to a 
year. 

"The purpose of Hunter House," Dr. 
Jerry Wacks’ one of the two psychiatrist- 
directors of the proposed facility, said, 
"will be to provide a homelike, friendly 
atmosphere free of tension and conducive 
to development of self-confidence." 

Residents, who are to be between the 
ages of 17 and 60, are expected to live at 
the halfway house for no more than about 
six weeks and will be required to have a 
job, a school or a day program away from 
the house and an individual outside 
therapist, Dr. Wacks said. 

- Wacks and the other psychiatrist. Dr. 
Robert D. Patterson' have met with 
abutters to the house and abutters to the 


abutters. Wacks said that "a large 
majority" of these neighbors are in favor 
of the proposal. 

A married couple with counseling ex¬ 
perience would serve as houseparents for 
Hunter House. Additional staff would 
include a relief manager and possibly a 
coordinator of the volunteers who will 
work at the halfway house. 

Wacks and Patterson will screen ap¬ 
plicants for residency and supervise the 
houseparents. 

The halfway house will be operated as a 
nonprofit corporation, Wacks said. 

There is no psychiatric halfway house in 
NewtoV although a group called Alter¬ 
native Homes is trying to establish a 
similar facility primarily for patients 
being returned to the community from 
state institutions. 

There are halfway houses in Lexington, 
Cambridge, Brookline and Boston, Dr. 
Wacks said. 

A public hearing will be scheduled on the 
petition for a September meeting of the 
Land Use Committee. 


Sign ordinance 
under revision

The days of the inviolable school budget 
in Newton are over. 

An agreement entered into by the Board 
of Aldermen, a group of taxpayers and the 
School Committee has ended the tax¬ 
payers' suit for restoration of a $500,000 cut 
in the School Committee’s 1975-76 budget. 

The consent judgment was entered in 
Superior Court Wednesday. 

Instead of getting the $500,000 cut by the 
Board of Aldermen restored, the tax¬ 
payers’ suit has resulted in a $1.1 million 
reduction of money to be appropriated for 
the school budget. 

The difference in the amount of money 
that will have to be raised in taxes will 
come to about $3 on the tax rate, figured on 
the present assessments. 

A further result of the suit is 
clarification of the rights and duties of the 
Board of Aldermen in reviewing the school 
budget and the duty of the School Com¬ 
mittee in the preparation and presentation 
of its budget. 

According to terms of the agreement, 
the city will appropriate $30,850,057 for the 
School Committee instead of the 
$31,902,834 budget submitted. 

The $1,052,777 difference will be kept 
"available" to the School Committee for 
use in case state reimbursements for 
Metco and Chapter 766 fail to meet the 
estimates made by the School Committee. 

Included in the $1.1 million is $130,000 
that will be turned over to the School 
Committee to make up for a state 
deduction of Chapter 766 startup money, 
which School Department budget Director 
Harry Vienneau said had been unex¬ 
pected. 

Part of the agreement is that the School 
Committee shall hereafter prepare its 
budget according to state law and in a 
manner that will allow the Board of 
Aldermen to understand it. 

In his argument in court City Solicitor 
Howard Levine cited the case of Harvey 
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vs. Sudbury, in which it was ruled that 
school committees must present their 
budget in the form of itemized requests, 
must list anticipated revenues, and then 
submit the final budget request as the 
amount left after the subtraction of the 
expected revenues from the first total. 

Levine showed in court that the Newton 
School Committee has not prepared its 
budget in that way and elicited testimony 
from Vienneau that confirmed charges of 
Levine’s and the Board of Aldermen about 
"double budgeting," the practice of in¬ 
cluding a reimbursable amount in the 
budget request but not showing that the 
amount will be returned. 

The two specific items so treated are 
$635,000 reimbursement for Chapter 766 
and $257,000 reimbursement for Metco. 

In February, when Aid. Sidney Small, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
which was reviewing the School Com¬ 
mittee and all other city departmental 
budgets, found what appeared to be in¬ 
stances of double budgeting, he wrote the 
chairman of the School Committee about it 
and was assured by Chairman Eleanor 
Rosenblum that the School Committee 
would return the money to the city when 
received. 

Although the agreement is being called a 
compromise, the School Committee has 
gained nothing and has lost more than the 
$500,000 cut. 

The “compromise" appears to be that 
the city will not absolutely withhold 
$500,000 and will not pursue other 
budgetary indiscretions through a full 
trial. 

The Board of Aldermen was briefed by 
City Solicitor Howard Levine in executive 
session last Thursday night and accepted 
the agreement. Monday night, Jeffrey 
Freedman, lawyer for the taxpayers, 
explained the situation to the group and 
obtained their consent. He got the School 
Committee's approval in an executive 
session of the School Committee Tuesday 
night. 


The School Committee and the tax¬ 
payers had little choice other than to ac¬ 
cept the agreement, since it was clear 
from the three days of testimony given 
before the court-appointed master last 
week that not only would the city be able to 
prove that there is no "deficiency" in the 
school budget, as claimed by the tax¬ 
payers’ suit, but also it might well be able 
to prove bad faith in budget preparation. 

Levine said Wednesday he intends to 
write a "lengthy memo" to Vienneau and 
City Comptroller Larry Marino about the 
legal points raised by the suit to help both 
in budget preparation and keeping track of 
state and federal reimbursements. 

The latter have been one of the major 
problems in determining whether budget 
estimates are inflated, since information 
has been furnished inadequate by the 
School Committee on receipt of reim¬ 
bursements. 

Aid. Sidney Small, in a statement issued 
Wednesday morning, called the settlement 
"a bittersweet but clear victory, both 
moral and legal." 

"The PR of the School Committee . . . 
was so good that I almost began to think I 
had no function as a legislator . . . This 
judgment has created (in effect) a com¬ 
promise, one that allows the School 
Committee to save face and allows the 
citizens and taxpayers of Newton to save 
money." 

Small continued: "This final com¬ 
promise, and the testimony that produced 
it, confirms my worst beliefs about the 
state of affairs in the City of Newton School 
Department. It also confirms my belief 
... in the genuineness of the Board of 
Aldermen’s actions and its past history of 
affording to the School Department 
everything that was necessary for the 
support of the schools." 

Levine, who had what many thought 
would be a hopeless defense, was pleased 
with the decision to terminate legal 
proceedings. "A long trial"’ he said, 
"might tear the city apart."

Incinerator use continues 


The incinerator will continue in use until 
Oct. 1, when the transfer-haul station is 
expected to be in operation. 

July 1 was the deadline for shutting 
down the incinerator by order of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, but the 
delay occasioned by a Health Department 
hearing made it impossible to start con¬ 
struction in time. 

At a meeting called last Thursday by 
Aid. Michael Antonellis, chairman of the 
Public Works Committee, James Salter 
said the decision had been made by Mayor 
Theodore Mann to continue use of the 
incinerator because of traffic problems 
and costs involved in hauling uncompacted 
trash. 

Salter is Mayor Mann’s chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer. 

Technically the city is in violation of the 
EPA order, and until an extension to July 
31 hud been obtained from the state 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering, was also in violation of state 
regulations. 

Salter said that he expects this week to 
receive a letter from the EPA stating tliat 
the city is not in compliance with EPA 
orders. 


He said he has written to the EPA with a 
revised compliance schedule, which he 
expects to have approved, since con¬ 
struction on the transfer-haul station is 
under way now. 

Gerald Levy of the enforcement branch 
of EPA this week confirmed that such a 
letter is going to be mailed. 

There will be a meeting next week, Levy 
said, with Salter and anyone else the city 
wants to invite to discuss the compliance 
schedule. 

If the rubbish contractor that is building 
the transfer-haul station has not com¬ 
pleted the work by Oct. 1, Salter said, then 
the city will force SCA to provide an 
alternate system — either hauling away 
the uncompacted rubbish or installing a 
temorary compactor. 

Aid. Richard McGrath questioned 
whether the state would be allowed to give 
an extension beyond July 31, and said he 
thought it could only fail to enforce the 
order to shut down the incinerator. 

But Aid. David Jackson, co-chairman of 
the Newtori-Wultham district committee, 
said the state has the discretion to allow 
burning. 


Hotels and motels in Newton will get 
special treatment from the Board of 
Aldermen if it follows the recommendation 
of the City Planning Committee. 

The committee recommended this week 
that the Land Use Committee handle the 
problem of enforcement of the sign or¬ 
dinance, but also recommended fast 
hearings on the problem of the hotels, 
which have complained that the en¬ 
forcement of the ordinance requiring that 
lighted signs must be turned off at 11 p.m. 
is killing their business. 

A special permit is needed to keep lights 
going after that time. 

The law has been in force since 1967, 
according to Aid. Robert Tennant, but has 
not been enforced. He said he has had 
complaints from the hotels that when the 
signs are out, travelers going at high speed 
are not able to locate the establishments. 

Recently Buildings Commissioner Gene 
I .arson has sent cease-and-desist letters to 
all businesses that leave their lighted signs 
on after 11 p.m. 

The City Planning Committee also voted 
not to give blanket permission to hotels

Summertime 

serendipity

Summertime is the time for serendipity. 

Therefore, it’s not surprising to uncover 
a story about a couple undertaking the 
care of a deer park in Chestnut Hill which 
in turn, led to the discovery of a 
neighborhood rich in pride and tradition, 
attempting to preserve the natural beauty 
hidden, many times, to the outside world. 

The neighborhood is adjacent to the deer 
park, an unpublicized delightful aspect of 
Newton, in an unexpectedly rural setting. 

The deer park lies in the back of the 
newly purchased home of the Doctors 
Hochberg and Hochberg. The couple own 
3 1 of an acre of the deer park and a total of 
2 l : acres. Not only have the young 
physicians moved into their home with 
their three small children, Effi, 4 %; 
Benji, 3 and Natasha, 1 ...but they have 
also immediately acquired the respon¬ 
sibility of the care and feeding of the deer 
herd. 

In addition the couple have been adopted 
by a strong following of neighborhood 
children, two dogs, some warm and in¬ 
terested neighbors and a couple of not so 
friendly turkeys. 

Dr. Fred and Dr. Carol assumed their 
duties at the deer park after an informal 
hearing before the Conservation Com¬ 
mission during which time (he Com¬ 
mission and the couple agreed to try this 
arrangement for one year. They agreed 
because of their love for animals and their 
underlying sense of community in¬ 
volvement and obligation. 

Both are conunitted to a way of life that 
is rare in a city. They now have the best of 
two possible worlds, proximity to a city 
and work...and a home which they hope to 
develope as a farm replete with horses, 
sheep and chickens.

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Swimming in the Charles 
River is unsafe and illegal 


The Metropolitan District 
Commission has issued a 
strong statement prohibiting 
swimming in the Charles 
River, but the Charles River 
Watershed Association has 
questioned the commission’s 
jurisdiction over the river, 
director 

Rita Barron of Ncwtonvillc, 
executive of CRWA, said, “We 
agree wholeheartedly that 
children should not be allowed 
to swim outside designated 
areas,” but that should not 
prohibit any responsible 
parent. 

MDC Commissioner John F. 
Snedekcr said recently, ‘'We do 
not patrol the length of the 
Charles River for the purpose 
of protecting illegal swimmers. 

"The law docs not permit 
swimming in the Charles and 
anyone who does so takes his 


on own life in his hands"’ho 
said. 

Ms. Barron acknowledges 
that the MDC has rules and 
regulations forbidding 
swimming in the river, but 
notes the commission has no 
jurisdiction above the South 
Natick Dam, and where 
private land extends to the 
middle of the river. 

She also pointed out that the 
1983 goal of the 1972 federal 
clean water act is to have 
fishable and swimmable water 
in the Charles. 

The river from Natick to the 
Watertown Dam is already 
classified as swimmable, but 
she said this classification is 
just a goal, since the condition 
changes from time to time. 

Instead of the blanket ban on 
swimming, the CRWA had 
urged the MDC at a previous 


public hearing to only ban 
swimming in posted areas. 
This would have solved this 
whole controversy, she said in 
a letter to Commissioner 
Snedeker. 

Although the water may be 
clean enough to swim in at 
certain spots, Ms. Barron said 
the river will never meet state 
standards for swimming, 
which call for visibility of four 
feet below the surface. 

Snedeker noted that there 
are 19 supervised swimming 
pools in the Boston area, 20 
miles of saltwater beaches, 
and four fresh water beaches. 

In Newton swimming is 
supervised at the Gath Pool at 
Albemarle Playground in 
Ncwtonville, the Crystal lake 
in Newton Centre, and at 
Newton North High School in 
Ncwtonville. 


Privacy Commission succeeds 
in deliquents' sealed records 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) 
chairman of the Special 
Legislative Commission on 
Privacy, noted that while five 
privacy-related bills had been 
signed into law, "the major 
bills of this session are still 
pending before the Judiciary 
Committee." 

Mofenson said, "In our ef¬ 
forts to make government 
more efficient, we must not 
overlook individual rights of 
privacy. We must make sure 
tRa the information gathered 
ahd disseminated is accurate 
and relevant and that in- 
lividuals be permitted to 
jiallenge and correct 
oncous data.” 
he only significant privacy 
i passed this session to date 
neerns the sealed records of 
delinquent children. According 
to new state law an applicant 
for employment with a sealed 
record on file with the com¬ 
missioner of probation may 
Answer "no record” with 
Aspect to an employers’ 
inquiry relative to prior 
arrests, criminal court ap¬ 
pearances or convictions. 

In addition, any apllicant for 
employment may answer "no 
record” with respect to any 
inquiry relative to prior 
qrasts, court appearances and 


adjudications in all cases of 
delinquency or as a child in 
need of services which did not 
result in a complaint tran¬ 
sferred to Superior Court for 
criminal prosecution. 

"This law permits persons 
not to be stigmatized for life by 
a arrest which did not end in 
conviction or for the conviction 
of crime committed as a 
juvenile which ahs been 
sealed,” Mofenson said. 

Mofenson also said he hopes 
the Judiciary Committee will 
soon act favorably on the Fair 
Information Practices Act, 
which is designed to protect 
individual rights of in¬ 
formational privacy by per¬ 
mitting persons to know of and 
sec their i ecords held by state 
agencies. 


The bill is being held, subject 
to redraft. Rep. Mofenson said, 
“We made a procedural f 
change which will facilitate the 
administration of the 
legislation, and now the bill is 
set to go. We are awaiting 
action of the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee.” 

He noted that the secretary 
of administration and finance 
is already working on 
regulations to implement the 
legislation by this fall. 

"It is imperative," Mofenson 
said, "that we provide a 

statutory framework to protect 
indivudkal right of privacy and 
that we create the statutory 
tools to enable the attorney 
general to prosecute those who 
violate those rights." 



State to test effect 
of less salt on roads 


The use of less salt on the 
roads or no salt at all will be 
tested at seven locations in 
Massachusetts, state Public 
Works Commissioner John J. 
Carroll has announced. 

The experimental program 
for snow and Ice control 
operations is in response to 
comments on an en¬ 
vironmental impact report 
distributed in November, 1971. 
Since that time, a task force of 
various state agencies and 
representatives of en¬ 
vironmental groups has been 
studying the feasibility of 
reducing the amount of road 
salt as a means of reducing 
chloride pollution of water 
supplies. 


The test sites, all of which 
are several miles long, will 
receive no salt, 100 pounds per 
lane mile, and 200 pounds per 
lane mile. 

The present application is 350 
pounds per lane mile. 

Carroll said that the 
Department of Public Works 
will provide additional snow¬ 
fighting equipment at each 
location on a standby basis. 

A series of public in¬ 
formation meetings is planned 
in communities affected by the 
test program. 

Carroll was assistant 
director of public works for 
Newton briefly in 1972,

COLLEGE STATION, Tex. 
(UPI) — Cattle prices are 
expected to drop during the 
second half of 1975, according 
to livestock marketing experts 
at Texas A&M University. 

Dr. Ed Uvacek of the Texas 
Agriculture Extension Service 
says supplies of grain-fed beef 
and cow liquidations are in¬ 
creasing. Large kills of nonfed 
steers and heifers as well as 
calves are expected to con¬ 
tinue. 

"Cow-calf producers are 
loaded with calves that they 
will be marketing this summer 
and fall," Uvacek said. "Many 
of them will be moving to 
feedlots, but the expected 
overflow is sure to bring feeder 
prices down."

Quinn requested informally 
of the board that the hours of 
operation end at 1 a.m. because 
of several incidents of 
rowdiness requiring police 
intervention. 

Questioned sharply by 
William Halliday, lawyer for 
the cafe’s owners, Quinn was 
unprepared to produce written 
reports on the incidents and the 
police officers who were wit¬ 
nesses to the disturbances. He 
said he would produce both at 
the next meeting of the 
Licensing Board. 


The chief said that since 
Waltham bars close down at 1 
a.m., people come to Newton to 
finish off their evening of 
drinking. 

Halliday called Auburndale 
one of the least troublesome 
areas in the city for the police, 
and asked Quinn whether it is 
not true that often Auburndale 
Square is without a foot 
patrolman on the 11 p.m.-7 
a.m. shift because there is so 
little need for one. 

Quinn refused to answer 
exactly, saying that the 
schedule is private intelligence 
affecting the security of the 
city. 

The matter should be 
discussed again at the Aug. 20 
meeting of the Licensing 
Board. 


Automotive center set 
to open in November 


The automotive center at 
Newton South High School will 
be ready not In September, as 
last planned, but in November 
or December, according to 
Buildings Commissioner Gene 
Larson this week. 

Bids from subcontractors 
were opened this week, and 
bids from general contractors 
will be opened next week. 

Several factors contributed 
to the delay. Final approval by 
the Board of Aldermen was 
held up by School Committee 
reluctance to accept the pre¬ 


engineered metal building 
proposed by the aldermanic 
Public Buildings Committee. 

Then after aldermanic ap¬ 
proval, March 17, the Buildings 
Department began designing 
the building, which then was 
the topic of two Design Review 
Committee meetings, with 
final DRC approval coming 
May 28. 

The School Committee gave 
its okay on June 23. 

Larson thinks the center will 
be ready by November, with 
December the outside date.

The Newton Housing 
Authority recently purchased a 
two family duplex for $42,000. 
The home which is part of an 
estate, is presently two 
bedrooms and will be con¬ 
verted into three bedroom 
units. The NHA estimates that 
the rehabilitation, including 
paint, wall wallpaper, kitchen 
and bathrooms' will run 
roughly $12,000. 

This duplex has been pur¬ 
chased under the 705 
acquisition program and the 
authority is authorized to 
purchase eight more units. 
This duplex was bought 
through a Newton realtor. 

Under Section Eight of the 
leased housing program, 
money has been set aside for 
Newton to enable rentals of 120 
units. Under this legislation, 
the prospective tenant must 
find the unit and bring it to the 
Newton Housing Authority. 
They will inspect the premises 
and approve the lease. No 
applications under this 
legislation are being accepted 
now. 

As for new construction, the 
housing authority met with the 
representatives of the 
Department of Community 
Affairs on Friday morning to 
discuss proposed construction 
on Thurston Road. This 
property is slated for 3G elderly 
units and four family units. 
While some changes in the 
design are anticipated, the 
project is expected to be out to 
bid in another week. 

Anyone wishing to apply to 
the Newton Housing Authority, 
for units other than under 
Section Eight, may pick up an 


application at their offices at 
2000 Commonwealth Avc. 
Eligibility will bo determined 
by the information submitted 
on the application. 

There is no residency 
requirement, since this is 
illegal. People arc selected for 
apartment units from a waiting 
list in chronological order. If 
they are not eligible, they are 
told why. The guidelines have 
been set up by the DCA or HUI) 
depending on which program is 
involved.

Rules allow abstaining on school budget

‘ School Committee members 
assured themselves of the right 
to abstain on their annual 
budget when they revised their 
rules and regulations Tuesday 
night. 

The amended proposal by 
Alvin Mandell to require “a 
majority vote of those mem¬ 
bers present but not less than 
four” on the school budget and 
collective bargaining 
agreements was passed by a 6- 

" 1 vote. 

Dorothy Reichard was op¬ 
posed to requiring four votes on 
the budget. After other 
members present entered their 
votes, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann asked the secretary to 
record him as voting with the 
majority. Committeeman 

- Henry Delicata was absent. 

; Mandell's original proposal 

- called for a majority of the full 
Committee, which would have 
been five votes. 

The current school budget 
was passed in February with a 
4-3-2 vote, with Mayor Mann 
and Joan Needleman ab¬ 
staining. 


Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum clarified that the 
rules allow for abstaining in 
any vote merely by requesting 
to. 

If no members object to the 
abstension, the member is 
considered to be be excused 
from casting a vote. 

The Committee also ap¬ 
proved Mandell's revision to 
have principals of schools 
prepare budgets pursant to the 
instructions from the 
superintendent. 

Mandell claimed that 
requests from principals for 
operating expenses were not 
broken down into proper 
subcategories. 

Suspension 

No child may now be 
suspended in from school until 
he or she is told of the charges 
against him or her, and given 
the chance to speak in defense 
to the principal's charge. 

Mandell proposed this 
revision in lieu of a recent 
Supreme Court decision that 
ordered these minimal due 
process rights before a student 
is suspended. 


Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said the principals 
use discretion in suspensions 
and usually notify parents by 
phone if possible, at least in 
junior high schools and 
elementary schools. 

If a student is suspended, the 
parent or guardian and the 
superintendent must be 
notified immediately in 
writing. 

Reasons for suspension 
under the past and current 
rules include but are not 
limited to acts of violence or 
assault upon another person, 
interference of someone’s civil 
rights, stealing or willful 
destruction of property, 
disruption of the school, per¬ 
sistent or excessive truancy, 
and repeated disregard of the 
duly constituted authority of 
the school. 

The Committee also updated 
the rules to comply with the 
new Open Meeting Law which 
goes into effect Jan. 1, 1976. 

Superintendent Fink told the 
Committee that he heard from 
City Solicitor Howard Levine 
that the law may be amended 


before Jan. 1 to amend the 
reasons for a body to hold an 
executive session. 

As the law stands now, a 
discussion of a person’s 
professional competence is not 
a sufficient reason to close out 
the press and the public from 
hearing the discussion, but 
discussion of personal 
reputation is sufficient. 

Mrs. Needleman asked the 
secretary to change references 
to the chairman to neutral 
pronouns, since the present 
chairman is a woman. 

The committee voted ten¬ 
tative approval of the rules and 
regulations until a final copy is 
presented in the fall. 


Athletes protest 
The School Committee 
received a petition from track 
and field athletes at Newton 
South High School protesting 
the appropriation for $1.2. 
million for improving the field 
at Newton North. 

Mayor Mann gave the 
Committee the petition that 
asked for comparable facilites 
at South, where is presently 
where there is no track field or 
football stadium. 

The Committee voted to have 
the city planning department 
investigate the feasibility and 
cost of building constructing 
outdoor athletic facilities at 
South.

Where and how 
will Dukakis cut? 

David M. Bartley of Holyoke, who 
resigned from the Speakership of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
to become president of Holyoke Communi¬ 
ty College, predicted in one of his first 
interviews after leaving the State House 
that the Legislature will approve a tax 
program of about $400 million. 

Bartley is about as knowledgable a 
person as you could seek out to obtain an 
opinion as to the likely outcome of the fight 
over the $689.5 million tax program 
recommended by Governor Dukakis. 

The opinion here, however, is that 
Bartley’s estimate is too high and that the 
legislators will encounter too much opposi¬ 
tion from their constitutents — the people 
who elect them to office — to support a tax 
bill as disruptive as a $400 million tax 
package. 

But even if Bartley is right and the 
Legislature does enact a $400 million tax 
plan, where and how will Dukakis cut 
$289.5 million from his record-high budget? 

Opposition in the Legislature to 
slashes in the huge welfare budget has 
melted under the shock caused by the 
Governor’s massive $689.5 million tax bill. 

Most law-makers are reluctant to vote 
for any reductions in the funds provided by 
the state to help poor people. But they have 
been overwhelmed by the storm of protests 
from the people in their districts — the 
voters who can throw them out of office 
when they stand for reelection next year — 
and they are listening to their constituents. 

Some legislators from districts where 
there are large numLirs of welfare 
recipients, will vote against any slashes in 
the welfare budget. So will * few liberals. 
But they will not possess the voting power 
to block the reductions in the welfare 
appropriation advocated earlier in the year 
by Governor Dukakis. 

On the basis of interviews with a large 
number of legislators, we believe that the 
sales tax will be increased from 3 to 5 per 
cent. 

Fees may be hiked for automobile 
licenses and registration plates. Tuition 
charges may be boosted for students atten¬ 
ding state colleges and universities. 


Some of my best friends are 


Some of my best friends are lawyers — and 
they do not even know that they are my best 
friends. 

However, the fact is that law Is in¬ 
tentionally written so that I can barely move 
fro here to there without consultation ami 
interpretation. So to some of my best friends I 
extend my premeditated apologies for this 
article. 

All entities of American life have been 
under scrutiny and criticism in recent years, 
including the legal profession. However, since 
the final arbiters are the courts and since 
most judges are also lawyers, real change in 
this area is so very difficult. 


lawyers and judges are no different than 
the rest of us when it comes to reform. (We 
rarely intend to include ourselves.) 

Moreover, if it is possible to have executive 
misbehavior (and we know that it is) and if it 
is possible to have legislative impotency (and 
we know that it is), then why is it not also 
possible to have judicial tyranny? (Are 
lawyers free to criticize judges? What about 
the favorite expression of the Ws - that 
people want a say in the decisions that affect 
their lives.) 


Some people think that big business has 
been fooling the public far too long; but 
remember that behind every big business 
fooling the public has been a good red-blooded 
American lawyer. 

Yet when lawyers find legal loopholes for 
unethical or dishonest businessmen, it is only 
the businessmen who are considered 
unethical or dishonest. The lawyers are "just 
doing their jobs.” 

A licence for anything indicates only that 
certain basic requirements have been met. It 
does not define competence, character or 
ethics. 

Yet lawyers, more than those in any other 


segment of American society, are able to 
remove themselves from the ethical arena. It 
seems as if lawyers’ ethics, like doctors’ 
ethics, were really established only to protect 
lawyers from one another. (There is rarely 
any criticism of one doctor by another or of 
one lawyer by another.) 

Watergate revealed to the general public 
some of the intricacies of "lawyering" that 
are possible. Dirty money may apparently be 
funneled almost at will as "legal fees” and 
white collar crime could never continue so 


successfully were it not for lawyers. The 
Watergate group loved to repeat that no one 
was involved in personal financial gain. 
However, that kind of power has to generate 
money and where all of it went, we still do not 
know! 

lawyers may point to the American Bar 
Association Code of Professional Respon¬ 
sibility which gives lip service to "the highest 
standards of ethical conduct." Now, that's a 
beautiful abstraction that is held by just about 
every business and professional organization 
afloat. 

"Ethics” are often in the eye of the 
beholder. 

Of course the layman has a tendency to 
forget that a lawyer’s job is to represent his 
clients; it is not to look for justice. (This is the 
mystique of the lawyer.) A lawyer who must 
make a choice between allowing a murderer 
to go free or maintaining confidentiality 
must, by indoctrination, choose the latter. So 
maybe what the layman really needs is a 
handbook on understanding law and lawyers. 

The legal system is also used to circumvent 
the political system. Issues that really should 
reflect a kind of "we-the-people" solution 
arrived at by referenda are instead settled in 
' the courts. 

We do not hve three equal branches of 
government sharing power because the 
judiciary - and therefore lawyers - have the 
last word. The argument that "the Con¬ 
stitution says" (instead of "the Constitution 
seems to me to say" ) is pure arrogance. If 
Constitutional interpretation were so clean 
and easy, they why would nine Supreme Court 
justices, all reading the sam£ document, vote 


lawyers 

so differently on issues, often with different 
interpretations even from agreeing justices? 

In the Massachusetts legislature there is 
the provocative matter of lawyer-legislators 
who re free, if they choose, to practice private 
law before state agencies, as well as before 
the same judges whose pay is set by 
legislators. Our usually vocal Newton state 
representation has not been vocal on this 
issue. Although there are now only 49 State 
House lawyers and nine State Senate lawyers 
(the Federal Congress has 292 lawyer 
members), they do comprise a significant 
number. While a handful of these lawyers 
have spoken for reform, most have not, in 
which case they serve neither the public they 
claim to represent nor the justice to which 
thev allude. 

ligal societies have been running tight 
little ships. In the 60’s the Massachusetts Bar 
Association fought "poaching”, the intrusion 
of other occupations into what was felt to be 
"lawyer territory". Yet lawyers, at that 
time did not prohibit themselves from par¬ 
ticipating in other people’s "territory" - in 
areas of accounting, banking, insurance or 
general business, sometimes as corporation 
presidents. 

Why then must the rules be so arbitrary 
about "the unanuthorized practice of law", 
lawyers have been in court breaking down 
the rules and traditions of every other 
business and profession. Isn't it time for a 
little house-cleaning? 

So the question is whether some of my best 
friends are really members of the only 
legitimatizes American aristocracy.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The classic 
way for a country with a grievance against 
a neighbor to show it is serious is to send 
the army up to the border on 
"maneuvers." Politicians play similar 
war games, as just demonstrated by 
Ronald Reagan. 

With just enough fanfare to make sure it 
was noticed by President Ford an(J the 
Republican establishment, Reagan's 
conservative GOP backers last week 
formally created a presidential campaign 
committee to organize and raise funds for 
the former California governor. 

Reagan was not on hand for the an¬ 
nouncement. In fact he sent Sen. Paul 
I^axalt, R-Nev., the committee founder, a 
statement that he was not a candidate for 


President at this time. At the same time, 
though, Reagan said he would authorize 
Laxalt and "Citizens for Reagan” to solicit 
and spend funds on behalf of himself as a 
presidential aspirant. 

Now Reagan did not have to authorize 
the Laxalt group to proceed in his name. It 
could have set up shop as a "political 
committee" to organize support for 
Reagan without his permission. 

And, in giving the committee his 
authorization, Reagan just about 
destroyed the illusion that he has not made 
up his mind to run, because under the 1974 
federal election law the filing of his 
authorization with the Laxalt committee’s 
registration makes him a candidate. 

The significance of this, however, is 
more psychological and practical than 
legal. It has to do with protecting the clout 
of the Republican party’s conservative 


faction and Reagan’s position as its 
favorite son. 

Reagan may indeed run against 
President Ford in the 1976 primaries. But 
even if he doesn’t, the GOP right and the 
former governor both want a piece of the 
action in future Republican political 
decisions — such as the choice of a 1976 
vice presidential candidate — and in ad¬ 
ministration policymaking. 

To get that, they feel they must pose a 
credible challenge to the Republican 
center and left, which they feel is 
dominating Ford. 

Originally, a simple statement by 
Reagan that he was considering opposing 
Ford next year was enough to establish a 
challenge and force the President to pay 
some attention to him and the con¬ 
servatives in making political and govern¬ 
mental decisions. 

But then Ford took concrete steps to 


begin his campaign by setting up his own 
campaign organization and — most 
significantly — began recruiting public 
support from influential Republicans, 
including some who always have been 
identified as staunch Reagan supporters in 
California and elsewhere. 

Reagan was faced with two new factors. 
With Ford as an announced candidate, he 
had to do something to validate his own 
status as a possible challenger. Second, he 
had to do something to stem the flow of big 
names to the Ford standard in order to 
avoid becoming isolated on the GOP right 
wing. 

So Reagan sent his troops on maneuvers. 
The Laxalt committee now will operate 
just like a campaign organization for a 
candidate who has publicly announced his 
intentions to run. But Reagan will continue 
to take the position that he hasn’t made up 
his mind what to do in 1976. 


Rockefeller's demotion to Vice President 


Kelly is an extremely responsible 
Senator. He is considered a financial 
wizard at the State House. He has given 
legislators a reason for voting against any 
new taxes, and that is exactly what a 
substantial number of law-makers will do 
until Dukakis shows that Kelly is wrong. 
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Political extremists are 
never satisfied. No govern¬ 
ment, no candidate, no elected 
official, no policy, no platform 
is ever pure enough for them. 

Take Nelson Rockefeller for 
instance. It would be a difficult

task to find a politician of 
national stature with a more 
consistent record of liberal 
commitment. His record as 
governor of New York was 
unbroken. Year after year and 
term after term he proposed 
bigger budgets, more social 
programs, increased taxation, 
and bond issues. From 
universal tax-supported 
education to abortlon-on- 
demand, Nelson Rockefeller 
was the answer to a liberal’s 
dreams. 

Since President Ford 
demoted him to the vice¬ 
presidency, he has done 
nothing to indicate any 
rightward shift in his outlook. 
He lias infuriated conservative 
senators of both parties by his 
heavy-handed presiding over 
senate sessions, Indeed, he has 
embarrased some liberal 
senators by blantantly ignoring 
long-standing precedents in 
order to expedite libera) 
programs. 

In view of all this, you would 
think that the far left would be 
ecstatic and turning cart¬ 
wheels, right? No way. The 
exact opposite is true. Believe 
it or not, the American Labor 


party and other radical and 
ultra-liberal groups are 
beginning a "impeach 
Rockefeller” movement. For 
the purpose of logic, that is 
about as sensible as bakers 
advocating the banning of 
bread. 

And it works both ways. The 
extreme right is always 
denouncing some moderately 
conservative politician 
because he has "gone soft". 
The best example is the now- 
famous vilification of General 
Eisenhower by Robert Welch, 
founder of the ultra-right John 
Birch Society. 

Nevertheless, extremist 
political movements do serve a 
useful purpose in a free 
society. Quite often, because of 
their unique perspective, they 
can call attention to growing 
problems that no one else 
would notice. Most im¬ 
portantly, they give a certain 
respectability to more 
moderate groups by forcing 
them to offer realistic solutions 
to problems. 

The process of moderating 
shrill demands for unilateral 
disarmament into responsible 
cuts in the defense budget or 


loud cries for censorship into 
cons tutional regulation of 
“adult" book stores is a 
healthy one. Extremists on 
both ends of the spectrum 
actually serve as a unifying 
force by making the rest of us 
realize how much we have in 
common. 

Our political spectrum can 
be likened to a long rope. Only 
sever tugging on both ends will 
keep the middle taut. If the 
ends get loosened, the middle 
will sag. 

By providing outlets for 
assorted weirdos of the left and 
right for almost 200 years, this 
country has proved that 
political freedom results in 
more stability than does 
suppression. So go to it, you 
Socialists, Nazis, Communists, 
Ku Klux Klansmen, 
Weathermen, and Minutemen! 
As crazy as you are, you are 
part of our heritage. Your very 
freedom to be a lunatic proves 
our experiment a success. 

A short personal note to end 
my first effort as a columnist. I 
intend to comment in this 
space on a wide variety of 
issues. It goes without saying 
that 1 will never have all the 


answers. My hope is that many 
of the readers mil be 
stimulated to write and share 
their views with me. I can 
promise to consider all com¬ 
ments and criticisms carefully.

But they also have the responsibility of 
public land.

Exploring the causes of vandalism at the 
meeting, Judith Alpert, cochairwoman of 
the Youth Commission, said the 
availability of liquor and its use was the 
main problem. 

She and others at the meeting said they 
have been working to raise the minimum 
age for purchasing liquor to 20 across the 
state. 

Jane Pitt, director of the Newton Human 
Resources Dept., suggested a lack of 
employment and parental support as basic 
problems of young people. 

"The problem is people in this city think 
they can buy everything, a school system, 
a recreation department...," she com¬ 
mented. 

Mrs. Pitt said she has seen parents of a 
child with a drug problem in Newton 
blame it on the school system. 

To help combat the drug and alcohol 
problem here, Mrs. Pitt said a pediatrition 
has been hired to start an education 

at early prevention. 


William Beckett of Auburndale, 
president of the South Middlesex Chapter 
of the NAACP, noted that "the most 
powerful group pressure is peer group 
association." 

While police at the meeting said there 
are no "organized gangs" in the city, 
Beckett said there are three recognizable 
groups he knows of that function with a 
gang system of leadership. 

McGrath recommended Beckett join the 
Youth Commission. Beckett said he would 
consider it. 

The Street Worker program, initiated a 
year ago and designed to reach kids with 
problems that might be interested in 
structured programs of the Recreation 
Department, was commended by the 
committee as working well at finding out 
who the kids are and referring them to the 
types of services that might help them. 

Newton District Court Judge Monte G. 
Basbas told the committee there is a $50 
fine on the first offense of drinking in 
public, regardless of the age of the of¬ 
fender. 

"We want to see parents give love and 
support when we come down hard on 
young offenders, “ Basibas said. "We want 
to reach the parents so they do not condone 
everything the kids do." 

Basbas said he wished there was more 
instruction in the schools to warn youths 
about the seriousness of calling in bomb 
scares, carrying switch blades or resisting 
arrest.

Moonlights 
as disc jockey 

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - 
"Nicky New Voice" began his 
career as a disc jockey on a 
Pittsburgh radio station two 
months ago. 

Each weekday morning he 
spins platters, chatters, reads 
the weather reports, reports 
traffic conditions and com¬ 
ments on the news. 

At 9:30 a.m. he signs off, 
dashes to City Hall, and 
plunges into his regular duties 
— as mayor. 

Peter Flaherty, now in his 
second term as head of Penn¬ 
sylvania’s second largest city, 
docs not claim to be the first 
Pittsburgh mayor to go on the 
air regularly. Back in the 
1930s, William N. McNair 
played the violin Sunday af¬ 
terneons from the stage of a 
downtown theater. 

When a strike shut down New 
York newspapers in the 1930s, 
Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia 
read the funnies Sunday 
mornings for the children. A 
showman, the "Little Flower" 
would imitate the various 
comic characters to the delight 
of his juvenile listeners. 

Flaherty said he and his 
wife, Nancy, who had helped 
him during his political 
campaigns, had considered 
appearing on several panel 
shows, "but the titles of 'Let’s 
Make A Deal’ and 'The Price is 
Right’ appeared wrong for a 
politician. We tried for 'To Tell 
The Truth' — a better title for a 
politician — but we couldn’t get 
on." 

"Sam Yorty of Los Angeles 
and John Lindsay of New York 
were other mayors who had 
broadcasting shows, but 
they're off the air now," 
Flaherty quipped. 

Flaherty was defeated in a 
bid for the U. S. Senate by 
Richard Schweiker, the 
Republican incumbent, last 
November. After the election 
he assessed his campaign and 
formed definite ideas about 
campaigning. 

He cited high costs of 
political commercials and in¬ 
dicated that local production 
talent and creative thinking did 
not fill the bill. 

Since becoming a deejay, 
Flaherty observed "you really 
don’t get to say too much in an 
hour in a broadcast." 

“Radio and TV give you 30 to 
60 seconds on a story while the 
• printed media is more in- 
depth," he said. 

Flaherty is aware of the 
importance of comedy in radio. 
He sometimes puts city prob¬ 
lems in a humorous perspec¬ 
tive.

Hay fever sufferers can’t run 
away from their problem. If 
they're going to seek refuge 
anywhere, it should be at their 
doctor’s office. 

Only a physician can tell 
what’s causing the condition 
and what to do, advises the 
Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Assn. 

Hay is sometimes the culprit, 
but not always. Airborne pcllen 
from certain trees, grasses and 
weeds are what's bothering the 
sensitive victim—who’s one out 
of every twenty Americans. 

Moving to a different part of 
the country is no guarantee of 
escape; the same or a whole 
new set of substances may 
trigger the symptoms. Hay 
fever is actually an "allergic 
rhinitis"—a sensitivity to 
various pollens, found indoors 
as well as out. Ragweek is the 
most familiar offender. 
Seventy-five percent of hay 
fever sufferers are sensitive to 
it. 

"Sneezing one's head off" is 
the most common symptom. 
Others are stuffy and watery 
nose, redness, swelling and 


itching of the eyes, and maybe 
also of the nose, throat, mouth 
and ears. No fever Is involved, 
unless the sufferer has another 
ailment. Four paper combo 

Hay fever can't kill, but 
about thirty percent of hay 
fever sufferers develop 
asthma. Chronic sinusitis, or 
nasal polyps or growths can be 
other spinoffs. 

Depending on various factors 
and parts of the country, the 
"sneezin' season," can run 
from early spring to the first 
frost, with the peak at mid¬ 
summer.

STAY-AT-HOME PETS 

Tips on traveling with pets 
havo been covered in previous 
columns, but for you 
vacationers who must, or 
would rather, leave your pet at 
home, here are a few options to 
consider. 

A reputable kennel is usually 
the first thought that comes to 
mind. If you decide to leave 
your pet in a kennel, check it 
out beforehand for cleanliness, 
quality of care, etc. If possible, 
talk to people who have had 
experience in boarding pets 
there. Your local humane 
society, or dog club, can often 
give you advice on selecting a 
kennel with a good reputation. 

For some pets though, a 
kennel Is akin to banishment to 
Siberia. If your pet has had a 
bad reaction in the past to 
being left in a kennel, or if you 
anticipate one, why not con¬ 
sider leaving your dog or cat at 
home? 

Crbatures of habit, like most 
of us, dogs and cats (and even 
birdS) become very attached to 
- their own home, bed, feeding 
dishes and other cherished 
possessions. Separation from 
familiar surroundings as well 
as faces can leave them doubly 
bereft. For this reason, leaving 
them at home during short 
vacations is sometimes the 
best solution to his perennial 


problem. All you need is a 
dependable person to drop by 
daily and provide your pet with 
food, water, exercise and the 
loving attention he will crave in 
your absence. 

This is not as difficilt to 
arrange as it may sound at 
first. Look around your 
nclbhborhood. Are there any 
reliable young teenagers who 
would welcome the chance to 
earn some vacation spending 
money? Or perhaps a pet 
owning family that would be 
happy to care for your pet in 
exchange for similar service 
when they go on vacation? 
Plant sitting and lawn upkeep 
are other chores you can offer 
to undertake as an exchange 
with neighbors who don’t own 
pets. 

Before you go away, make 
sure whoever is going to care 
for your pet has a chance to get 
acquainted with the animal. 
I^avc written instructions on 
feeding habits, daily exercise 
needs, special medication 
required and any other in¬ 
formation they may need in 
your absence. 

One word of caution: this 
arrangement works nicely with 
cats and with well-behaved 
dogs, but don't attempt it if 
your dog is the type that howls 
whenever you leave the house. 
It would be unfair to your 
neighbors, and to your pet who 
would fast become a very 
unpopular member of the local 
community. 


Information from VA 


Q — How do I go about 
getting the $150 annual clothing 
allowance certain disabled 
veterans receive from the 
Veterans Administration? 

A — If you wear a prosthetic 
or orthopedic device for a 
service-connected disability 
which tends to wear out or tear 
your clothing, all you need do is 
apply to the nearest VA office. 

Q—I bought my first home 
with a GI loan, and am now 
considering purchase of a new 
house. Should 1 obtain a release 
from the Veterans 
Administration before 


negotiating for my new home? 

A—Veterans are cautioned 
to obtain a "release from 
liability" from VA if the pur¬ 
chase of a house bought with a 
GI loan assumes the loan. 
Otherwise, the seller (veterans) 
could be held financially liable 
should the purchaser default on 
mortgage payments. 

Q - Am I eligible for GI Bill 
benefits from the Veterans 
Administration for service in 
the Army from 1951 to 1954? 

A - Sorry, no. GI Bill 
eligibility for veterans 
discharged before February 1, 
1955, has expired.

STRAWBERRY SUPREME 
3 pkgs. (10 oz.) frozen sliced strawberries 
1-4 envelopes unflavored gelatin 
'a cup cold water 
2 tablespoons iemon juice 
2 cups heavy cream, whipped 
1 pkg. (10 oz.) poundcake 

Thaw strawberries and drain off juice, reserving it. 
Dissolve gelatin in ‘2 cup cold water; stir over hot water 
until dissolved.

In small bowl, combine 
soy sauce, ginger, and cornstarch; mix until smooth. Stir 
into chicken mixture slowly, then cook stirring constantly, 
until sauce comes to boiling and thickens slightly. Cook 
over low heat, covered stirring frequently, 10 minutes, or 
until shrimp are done.

STAY-AT-HOME PETS

Using the formula for cleansing, 
wash the face with warm water removing 
any traces of perspiration or oil that ac¬ 
cumulated while sleeping. Next, use our 
daytime treatment called Moisture 35, a 
lighter version of our night cream.

Food and Fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Oh wow! When the temperature climbs 
to ninety degrees we all look for ways to 
cool off and simmer down- - - especially at 
mealtime. 

Take a tip from those who live in hot, 
steamy tropical climates all year 'round 
and feast on a variety of luscious fruits 
which are plentiful during the summer 
months. Pineapples, melons, grapes, 
bananas and peaches, to name a few. 


Fruits are excellent sources of vitamins 
and minerals. Serve them chilled with an 
appropriate dressing to accompany cheese 
or meat on a luncheon menu... or, serve 
them as is. 

Have you ever stood at the produce 
counter pondering the choice of a really 
good watermelon or cantaloupe? If you 
think that thumping the fruit is an in¬ 
dication of ripeness, experts tell us it just 


isn't so. Technically, a whole watermelon 
should be firm, symmetrical and fresh 
looking. The underneath spot where the 
watermelon touched the ground should 
have a yellowish tinge. If you’re buying'* 
half watermelon, select one that has black, , 
mature seeds and a bright red color to the 
flesh of the melon. 

How do you pick out a good cantaloupe? 
First, a ripe melon has a characteristic 
ripe fragrance. Sniff several and you’ll 
find this to be true. Check the stem end; 
don’t push it or squeeze it; it should be 
slightly sunken with none of the stem at¬ 
tached. Look at the "Netting" of the 
melon. It should stand out from the skin 
and be "corky". Shop for a honeydew with 
your nose as well as your eyes and select 
one with a pleasant aroma. Be sure it is 
creamy yellow-a whitish-green rind in¬ 
dicates an Immature fruit. 

Fruit and wine make a lovely marriage. 
Peaches or pears poached in wine are 
standard on French menus-have you ever 
thought of wine and honeydew? Perhaps 
you’ll try this when entertaining. Cut a 
plug from the stem end of a ripe honeydew 
or other melon. Scoop out the seeds. Pour 
half a cup of sauteme into the hole, replace 
the plug and refrigerate (propped up) for 1 
hour at least-two would be better. To 
serve, pour juices into individual bowls or 
champagne glasses, peel the melon; cut up 
and divide among the bowls or glasses. 

FRESH MELON CHUTNEY 

2 medium cantaloupes 

1 honeydew melon 

2 onions, chopped 

2 green peppers, chopped 
4 cup chopped candled ginger 
1 clove garlic, chopped 
1 lime, sliced and seeded 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground cloves 

1 teaspoon allspice 

2 teaspoons salt 

4-4 cups (2 lbs.) packed brown sugar 
4 cups wine vinegar 
Cut melons in half, scoop out seeds, pare 
and cut into cubes. Place in large kettle 
with remaining ingredients. Bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat and cook, stirring 
frequently, over moderately low heat for 
14 to 2 hours, until syrup thickens. Ladle 
immediately into hot jelly or canning jars 
and seal, or cool and store in refrigerator. 
Makes 7 (8 oz.) jars.

Try it over a summer fruit 
P^rfait, alternating layers of blueberries, 
strawberries and oranges with crumbled 
m'tfcaroons. It’s delightful.

4 cup (1 oz) shredded natural Cheddar cheese 
1 tablespoon chopped pimlento

knowledge and theory, bu 
more importantly, they have 
demonstrated practical ex¬ 
pertise in the clinical setting. 
They are directly involved with 
Beth Israel and delivery of 
care and therefore are in tune 
with their responsibility to 
patients as well as to the 
students. 

"Furthermore, they are 
regarded as practitioners by 
their hospital colleagues and 
provide a realistic role model 
for the nursing students. Their 
credibility is thus increased." 

Although the idea of jointly 
appointed clinical faculty is 
traditional for medical 
students, its use in nursing 
education is relatively new. 

Historically, nursing schools 
from which students receive 
diplomas were part of the 
hospital and the students' time 
was devoted more to service 
than education. 

Early in the 1950's, nurses 
sensed the need for a sounder 
theoretical base than was 
provided in the diploma 
schools and the trend in nur¬ 
sing education shifted towards 
baccalaureate programs. But a 
problem arose with the bac¬ 
calaureate programs in that a 
separation between education 
and practice developed, for the 
students’ instructors typically 
were part of the academic 
institution rather than the 
service institution. 

As Dr. Kilbrick pointed out, 
"Service for a long time had 
little to do with education. A 
rift developed. This program 
with its joint appointments is 
designed to mend that rift.”

Mrs. Gifford thinks there 
will be other benefits to the 
nursing profession and hence 
to patient care. "My personal 
belief," she commented, "is 
that whenever one had 
educational activity in the 
patient care unit there will be 
an improvement in care and 
service. 

“Students keep practicing 
nurses on their toes with their 
questions, forcing them to 
reevaluate themselves con¬ 
stantly, and Improve their 
standards. The morale of the 
nursing staff is increased, too, 
when they know they will be 
involved as professionals in the 
education of others. These 
things have got to pay off in 
terms of improved patient 
care.” 

The four jointly-appointed 
clinical instructors, each a 
specialist in her field, are 
Judith tandry, M.S., maternal 
and child health; Sylvia 
McGain, M.S., cardiovascular 
clinical nursing; Barbara 
McLain, M.S., medical- 
surgical nursing; and Karyl 
Woldum, M.S., community 
health nursing. 

After a full semester of 
operation' both Mrs. Gifford 
and Dr. Kibrick feel that the 
program, with its commitment 
to improve nursing practice 
through education, is based on 
the right philosophy.

Revised adoption legislation 
favored by Office for Children 


The Office for Children has 
come out strongly for revised 
independent adoption 
legislation which would allow 
for non-agency placement in 
appropriate circumstances,

with appropriate safeguards. 

Less drastic that making 
such placements a crime, the 
redraft proposed by Rep. 
Philip Johnston of Marshfield, 
would allow independent 
adoptions. It would require 
monitoring by a licensed 
placement agency which would 
conduct a home study prior to 
placement and provide ser¬ 
vices to the family * if 
necessary. 

If the agency thought a 
proposed private placement 
was unwise, the burden of 
proof would be on the agency to 
show that the prospective 
adoptive parents were unfit. 

The Office for Children has 
stated that Johnston's bill 
would strengthen and clarify 
the law against black market 
adoptions. It would require 
prospective parents, lawyers 
and other intermediaries to 


disclose the fees paid for 
adoption-related transactions. 

Severe penalties would be 
imposed for exceeding 
reasonable fees for court 
proceedings, for failure to 
disclose and for providing false 
information. 

Today the number of 
families wishing to adopt 
exceeds the number of babies 
available. As a result illegal 
profiteering or “black market' ’ 
adoptions have occurred and 
desperate childless couples 
have paid as much as $ 20 , 000 , 
to adopt an infant. Usually 
these fees have been paid to 
intermediaries. 

The redrafted bill would also 
allow "conscientious doctors, 
lawyers and others to help 
bring parents and children 
together when a particular 
adoption is in the child’s in¬ 
terest.”

Senate 1961, the bill 
restricting the admission of 
evidence concerning a victim's 
past sexual history in rape 
eases, was passed by the 
Massachusetts Senate last 
week 

Representative Ixiis Pines of 
Newton, a sponsor of the bill, 
said she did not foresee and 
difficulties concerning the 
passage of the bill when it 
comes before the Hoase. 

The bill would prohibit the 
Introduction of evidence 
concerning a victim’s past 
sexual history except where 
prior sexual relations between 
the defendant and the victim, 
where they exist, ahve been 
found directly material to the 
issues being tried. 

Rep. Pines noted that the 
objective of the proposed 
legislation is to eliminate the 
fear of intimidation and 
humiliation experienced by 
rape victims in the courtroom, 
and thus to curb the high 
number of rape eases that are 
not reported or not prosecuted. 

The Department of Justice 
estimates tht only one-fourth to 
one-tenth of all rapes are 
reported. Of the cases of rape 
that reached the courts and 
were dropped to the 
misdemeanor class in 1973 , 73 


per cent were dismissed 
because the chief witness 
would not appear or withdrew 
the charges. 

Rep. Pines believes that the 
legislation will encourage the 
reporting of rapes by women 
who fail to report rapes under 
the present laws because they 
wish to avoid embarrassing 
questions at the trial. 

She said, "Senate 1961 would 
continue to allow full protec¬ 
tion for the accused by 
allowing relevant evidence of 
the victim's sexual conduct to 
be introduced. 

"At the same time, it would 
correct the exisltng situation 
that puts the victim on trial and 
makes conviction of accused 
rapists nearly impossible. 

"In this way, it is hoped that 
our laws concerning rape can 
more effectively protect a 
woman’s physical integrity, 
peace of mind, and freedom of 
movement," said the second- 
term representative.

Richmond triumphs

It was the finals of The 
Duxbury Open Tennis Tour¬ 
nament, but what it boiled 
down to was a contest between 
two of the best women tennis 
players in Newton. 

The scene was The Duxbury 
Yacht Club, where more than a 
hundred boys and girls from all 
over New England had 
gathered to compete against 
each other. 

In the Girls 16 and under 
division, 14 year old Betsy 
Richmond of Newton 
Highlands and 16 year old Celia 
Moffie of Ncwtonville, walked 
out on the court to face each 
other to decide the cham¬ 
pionship. Two and a half hours 
later, the final ball was hit by 
Moffie, inches beyond the 
baseline, and Richmond was 
the victor 1-6, 6-4, 7-6. 

The first set saw Moffie 
playing fantastic tennis, hitting 
overpowering shots, point after 
point. Her consistant deep 
crosscourt shots, mixed in with 
an occasional short angle shot, 
kept Richmond off balance and 
forced her into making errors. 
Moffie won the set 6-1. 

Richmond got back into the 
match by winning the first two 
games of the second set. By 
steadying down on her 
groundstrokes and running 
down the kind of shots that she 
wasn’t getting to in the first 
set, Richmond forced her 
opponent to try to make her 
shots even better. This led to 
some early unforced errors by 
Moffie. Moffie came back and 
tied it at two games each, but 
the damage had already been 


done. Richmond now knew that 
she had a chance to wan. She 
began hitting more confidently 
and Moffie couldn't get back 
into hitting the way she was 
hitting in the first set. Before 
you knew it, Richmond had tied 
the match up by taking the 
second set 64. 

Richmond nearly pulled 
away from Moffie in the third 
set. She won the first two 
games and was serving at 40-30 
in the third game. But Moffie 
hung on and won that game and 
the following one to tie the set. 
After this point, neither girl 
could pull away from the other 
one. Each time one girl was 
leading by a game, the other 
girl would win the next game. 
Richmond led at 3-2. but Moffie 
tied it at 3-3. Then Moffie took 


the lead 4-3, and Richmond tied 
it up, 4-4. Moffie led 5-4; 
Richmond came back to win 
that game and the next to take 
the lead 5-5. But Moffie played 
her finest game of the match 
and broke Richmond's serve to 
send the match into the tie¬ 
breaker. A cool Richmond ran 
off five points in a row and the 
match was over. 

Neither girl had too much 
time to think about the match 
they had played, as Moffie was 
on the court again fifteen 
minutes later, and easily won 
the doubles title. Richmond 
meanwhile was on her way to 
Portland to try and capture 
The Maine State Cham¬ 
pionships.

Dizzy Dean—it's been one year 

A tribute to an American immortal

NEWTON—One year ago 
last week, one of the most 
colorful baseball players ever 
to don a major league uniform 
died. His name was Dizzy Dean 
and he was a symbol of the 
hard-nosed Depression 
baseball played by the St. 
Louis Cardinals during the 
thirties. We’d like to reminisce 
about Dizzy Dean, the man and 
the legend. 


The “Gas House Gang" as 
the thirties Cardinals were 
known, produced perhaps the 
most aggressive, rough and 
tumble, and colorful baseball 
that the Grand Old Game has 
ever seen. People who followed 
the club during the decade 
claim that the Cardinals 
played like a whole team of Ty 
Cobbs. (Cobb, the Georgia 
Peach, was famous for stealing 
bases by going in spikes high. 
Rumor had it that the Tiger 


outfielder sharpened his spikes 
before gametime.) 

Dean's first season in the 
majors was 1932, when he 
finished with an 18-15 mark and 
led the National League in 
strikeouts with 191. He won 
twenty games in his next 
season, winding up with a 26-18 
record. 

1934 was perhaps the 
highlight of Dean's major 


league career. After boasting 
at the beginning of the year 
that "Me and Paul (Paul Xean, 
his brother, who became 
known as "Daffy") will win 45 
games between us, the brother 
act brought the Cardinals to 
the National League flag with 
forty-nine wins between them. 

Dean won 30 games, both as 
a starter and a reliever, in 1934 
and lost only 7. He pitched and 
won three games in the last 
week of the season to give his 


Dodgers' Steve Garvey has a big heart

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
boy’s name was Ricky. He was 
9 years old, he lived in the Los 
Angeles area and the doctors 
who had operated on him for 
cancer gave him only an 18 per 
cent chance of living. 

His idol always had been 
Steve Garvey so the boy's 
parents put through a call to 
the Dodgers' first baseman and 
asked him whether he'd be 
willing to visit the lad in Los 
Angeles' Orthopedic Hospital. 
Willing? Steve Garvey was on 
his way over before he even 
hung up the phone. 

When Garvey arrived with 
his wife, Cindy, the boy's 
mother was the only one in the 
hospital room. No newsmen, no 
photographers, no tv crew. 
This was strictly private 
between Steve Garvey and a 9- 
year-old little boy afflicted 
with a dreaded disease which 
kills nearly three million 
persons throughout the world 
each year. 

"Good to see you, Steve," the 
youngster's mother greeted the 
ballplayer, "but I’m afraid 
Kicky is so heavily sedated, he 
can't recognize anybody." 

Steve Garvey understood. He 
moved quietly over toward the 


bed, looked down at the boy 
whose eyes were closed and 
reached for his hand, holding it 
gently in his own. 

"I heard about your 
operation and I just stopped by 
to see you," Steve Garvey said, 
barely above a whisper. 

There was no immediate 
reaction from the boy. 

Steve Garvey kept on holding 
his hand. 

After a few moments, he felt 
the youngster’s hand growing 
faintly firmer. Only a bit at 
first, but then more and more 
until Garvey realized the boy 
was pressing his hand as 
tightly as he possibly could. 

Gradually, the boy opened 
his eyes. 

A look of recognition came to 
his face and, summoning every 
last ounce of energy in him, he 
managed a beautiful smile. 

This all took place two years 
ago. 

I^ast year, the ball club had a 
speciul night at Dodger Stadi¬ 
um. Crippled Children's Night, 
they call it, and on such oc¬ 
casions a handicapped little 
boy or girl escorts his or her 
favorite Dodger ballplayer to 
his position prior to the start of 
the game. 

Hand-in-hand, Steve Garvey 
and Ricky walked out to first 
base together. 


Before that, the boy gave the 
Dodger first baseman a small 
silver medal with a tiny figure 
of a ballplayer etched on one 
side. On the other was an in¬ 
scription which read: 

"Thank you for giving me the 
will to live." 

To be sure, Steve Garvey is 
not the first major leaguer ever 
to have visited a sick youngster 
in the hospital. Nor was he the 
last. 

Perhaps the only reason to 
cite this particular hospital 
visit, only one of a number he 
has made, was a published 
story which appeared in the 
San Bernardino, Calif., Sun- 
Telegram a short time ago and 
included a quote from an un¬ 
named Dodger player saying, 
"Steve Garvey doesn't have 
one friend on this team." 

Even Garvey’s wife came 
under attack, some of the 
Dodger players claiming “she 
sticks her face in front of the 
cameras all the time." 

Garvey, the National Lea¬ 
gue’s MVP last year, prefers 
not talking about the story and 
trying to forget it, but it did 
upset him deeply. Some of 
those quoted came to him and 
apologized, but Garvey thought 
it best to clear the air and met 
with the players himself. 


He told them maybe he was 
naive, but he still was going to 
do everything he could to help 
them and he still was going to 
say hello to their wives 
everytime he encountered 
them, the same as he has been 
doing all along. 

Putting aside his ac¬ 
complishments on the field, 
and they have been con¬ 
siderable since he came with 
the Dodgers to stay four years 
ago, Steve Garvey isn’t your 
run-of-the-mill type ballplayer. 
He has willingly and un- 
stintingly contributed his time 
and energies to community 
affairs and to the general 
improvement of baseball's 
image. 

I don't think I've ever seen a 
ballplayer more patient with 
kids, signing autographs for 
them and trying to counsel 
them, than Steve Garvey. 

GARVEY—(See Page 19) 
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team the pennant, just nosing 
out the Giants and the Cubs. 
Dean is the last National 
league pitcher ever to have 
won thirty games in one 
season. 

Paul Dean won 19 games for 
the Cardinals that year, but 
arm trouble quickly ended 
what could have been the 
foremost brother pitching 
combination ever. 

The Deans then proceded to 
pitch the Cardinals to the 
World Series title as they each 
won two games in a rout over 
the Tigers. 

Dizzy continued to dazzle 
National League batters until 
1937 when he was struck on the 
toe by a batted ball in the All 
Star game. He never regained 
his old form and drifted 
through several mediocre 
seasons before retiring in 1611. 

He then began another 
colorful career as a broad¬ 
caster, one of the first 
ballplayers to turn to the 
media. Dean became the 
center of controversy for his 
"mastery" of the English 
language, using his Mississippi 
slang over the radio tosuch an 
extent that a group of school 
teachers banded together in an 
unsuccessful attempt to get Diz 
off the radio. 


Dean continued to spread his 
charm and home-spun humor 
to people everywhere by 
personal appearances and 
guest spots on the “Game of 
the Week." His rendition of 
“Wabash Cannonball" on the 
Monday night Game of the 
Week helped bring the Grand 
Ole' Opry into the homes of 
millions of baseball fans, 
giving the viewers some in¬ 
sight into the real Dizzy Dean. 
After all, who else would be 
willing to sing off key on a 
nationally televised baseball 
game? Better yet, who else 
could have got away with it? 

Dizzy Dean may be dead, but 
he's certainly not gone. 
Wherever youngsters play the 
game and enjoy it, Dizzy Dean 
will be there. Diz did not 
become a millionaire from his 
baseball playing, and he 
probably wanted it that way. 
"Money doesn't mean a thing if 
you can’t enjoy it,’-’ Dizzy often 
was heard to say. 

The son of a poor cotton 
picker in Mississippi, Dean 
never forgot his roots and his 
friends. What money he made 
and waht fame he received 
never affected his lifestyle or 
his personal relationships. 
There might be a moral in the 
life and death of Dizzy Dean 
that a good many of the 
athletes of today might do well 
to learn.

Violence 
in Sports

NEWTON- The controversy 
surrounding the indictment 
and prosecution of Dave 
Forbes, the aggressive for¬ 
ward of the Boston Bruins, will 
continue long after the specific 
matter is settled, whenever 
that will be. 

Forbes, indicted for 
allegedly assaulting Henry 
Boucha with a hockey stick in a 
National Hockey league en¬ 
counter last season, remained 
a free man this week by virtue 
of a hung jury in the case. The 
prosecution left open the 
possibility that Forbes would 
be retried at a later date, as if 
to warn Forbes that the Sword 
of Damocles is still hanging 
over his head. 

But the incident has many 
more far reaching effects than 
just the trial of one man. 
Commentators have pointed 
out that, should Forbes be 
convicted, it would be an open 
invitation to district attorneys 
across America • to bring 
charges against any athlete 
who misbehaves at an athletic 
event. 

It is possible, however, that 
the dam has already broken. 
Simply indicting an athlete 
may have set the stage for 
many future courtroom battles 
over actions taken on the 
athletic field. 

What is interesting to note 
throughout all of these goings- 
on is that the tune of many 
people has changed. Last year 
you could turn on any sports 
show on the radio or open any 
newspaper and find fans 
criticizing the prevalence of 
violence in sports, particularly 
hockey. 

Now, now that someone has 
actually been charged with a 
crime for participating in this 
violence, many of those same 
people are protesting the in¬ 
terference of the legal process 
in the sports entertainment 
arena. 

The basic question, it seems 
to me, is where do we go from 
here. If sports are getting too 
violent, and I for one believe 
that to be true, then in fact 
there may be only one way to 
prevent that from continuing. 
That way is by indicting those 
who inflict serious and 
needless injuries on other 
athletes. As long as there are 
some who will pay $10.00 a 
ticket to watch "athletes" 
commit mayhem on one 
another and as long as it is 
those people who are paying 
the salaries of the athletes, the 
mayhem will continue. 

Although many college 
students during the sixties 
thought that it should, the law 
did not stop simply because 
persons were on university 
property. The legal battle in 
the courts in those days was 
over whether or not college 
students who trespassed 
illegally or threw stones at 
police officers or who carried 
guns onto campusillegally 
ought to be prosecuted. 

It may very well be that the 
legal battle in the seventies will 
be fought over the very same 
questions, in less dramatic and 
explosive terms, perhaps, 
involving the athletic stadium. 

I do not direct my attention 
to the Forbes case in par¬ 
ticular; his guilt or innocence 
is for another jury to attempt to 
decide. But if people are tired 
of senseless violence in sports, 
they should be resigned to the 
fact that perhaps the only way 
to end the violence is through 
°P- the courts.

"I’m just tired all the time” 
... said Jacqueline ... even 
when I get up in the morning. I 
go to bed early... often I waken 
in the night... then I can't get 
Jack to sleep.

Jacqueline was describing 
not only her own fatigue, but 
the condition of millions of 
people who are “tired of life” 
as they are living it.

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Development Bank proposed to improve state economic climate 


The Special Legislative 
Commission on Employment 
has called for a Massachusetts 
Economic Development Bank 
(MEDB) to meet the need for a 
coordinated effort to improve 
the economic climate of 
Massachusetts, lower 


unemployment and upgrade 
the social services and 
facilities needed to aid these 
efforts. 

The commission, chaired by 
State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
(D-Brookline-Newton), was 
established last year to in¬ 


vestigate and study the setting 
up of public employment 
programs for unemployed 
persons. 

In its report, the commission 
states that the creation of an 
industrial development cor- 


House approves Pines' bill 
for study of TV violence 


Representative Lois Pines' 
legislation to establish a 
special legislative study 
commission to investigate the 
effects upon children of 
television and movie violence 
has been approved by the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. 

The legislation must still be 
approved by the Senate and the 
Governor before the com¬ 
mission can be established. 

"It is imperative that we 
recognize," Rep. Pines said, 
"the extent to which television 
and movie violence has a 
deleterious effect upon the 
behavior of our children. We 
need to find an effective means 
to ban or control the exhibition 
of excessive violence." 

The Newton representative 
continued: “We all know that 
there is an excess of gratuitous 
violence, violence for the sake 
of violence, on our television 
and movie screens. 

"There is scientific evidence 
to substantiate that the con¬ 
tinued viewing of violent 
behavior by children induces 
aggressive behavior in 
children." 

Citing the findings of a 1972 
Surgeon General’s Report that 
there is a casual relationship 
between televised violence and 
antisocial behavior, 
Representative Pines, who has 
worked three years for the 
establishment of this com¬ 
mission, called for "immediate 
remedial action.” 


Noting that portrayed 
violence is more graphic than 
efer she said. "Over half of all 
people seen on TV commit 
some act of violence. Often 
these acts are unusually 
bizarre or horrifying. 

"Eight out of ten television 
shows portray violence and 
nine out of ten cartoons depict 
some form of violence. While 
network spokespeople say that 
the public wants violence on 
television, a 1974 Gallop Poll 
reported that 66 percent of all 
people interviewed felt that 
there was too much violence on 
TV. 

"While I advocate the total 
elimination of the broadcasting 
of excessive violence, I do not 
oppose 'action' shows. 

"Differences from episode in 
the types and intensity of 
violence cna result in an ex¬ 
citing and action filled show 
without excessively displaying 
violent behavior. 

"Although violence is a part 
of life and literature there is no 
reason to continue the 
glorification of violence for its 
own sake. Excessive violence 
should be prohibited and 
particularly kept out of the 
reach of our children.” 

"I hope that this study 
commission would investigate 
the legality and con¬ 
stitutionality of a govern¬ 
mental ban on, or complete 
control of, television violence. I 


would hope that the study 
commission would also con¬ 
sider a coding system for 
movies which takes into 
consideration “violence" 
content. I was pleased to see 
support for this position in 
national magazines recently," 
she concluded. 


Free health screening 
for senior citizens 


A medical screening 
program for the elderly will 
begin soon, operated by the 
Newton Department of Human 
Resources and the Health 
Department. 

The health program, to be 
funded by a $ 62,000 grant from 
the state Department of Elder 
Affairs, will provide free 
screening on a regular basis 
for such medical problems as 
hypertension, glaucoma, and 
diabetes. 

Health counseling and 
nutrition education will also be 
provided. 

The program will be 
available to all Newton 
residents over age 60. 

The screenings will be done 
in libraries, religious in¬ 
stitutions and clinics 
throughout the city. Two 
registered nurses will direct 
the program with the 8 help of 
interns from the Boston 
College School of Nursing and 


the city's Health Department. 

One of the locations to be 
used is the Silver Lake Family 
Nursing Health Center, 358 
Watertown St., Nonantum, 
which the Department of 
Human Resources has un¬ 
dertaken to help financially. 

Operated by the Visiting 
Nurses Association, the clinic 
has been partially supported 
and staffed by the Nonantum 
Women’s Club. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
of the program, "This will be a 
major step in our continuing 
effort to provide best possible 
services to our citizens over 60 
years of age ." 

"This program, I feel, should 
be an example to other com¬ 
munities of how city govern¬ 
ment can be an effective in¬ 
strument in initiating medical 
programs to care for the needs 
of its elderly citizens," Mann 
concluded.

will provide the vital link 
between economic develop¬ 
ment programs and the 
problem of enuemployment. 

The commission states that 
there is no single organization 
within the state with the 
capability to undertake the 
type of residential, industrial, 
civic and technological 
projects which the MEDB 
could develop. Because the 
private sector has been unable 
to provide the front-end fun¬ 
ding necessary for these 
projects, the MEDB could 
perform these functions 
through its bonding powers and 
expertise. The Massachusetts 
Bank would work 
cooperatively with private 
lending institutions and be a 
financial resource for private 
banking and development 


corporations to draw upon. 

The Massachusetts Bank 
could undertake residential 
projects for low-income people, 
industrial projects to provide 
new industry to 
Massachusetts, municipal 
building projects, and would 
even be able to finance the 
building of new cities which 
would include a full pattern of 
residential, industrial and civic 
projects within a "New City." 

The MEDB could operate a 
foreign trade zone, which the 
commission sees as vital to 
boosting local trade and at¬ 
tracting corporate expansion 
from other states and coun¬ 
tries, and would also be able to 
give state assistance for the 
development of inventions and 
new products in private in¬ 
dustrial enterprises in 
situations which such financial 


aid would not otherwise be 
available. The MEDB 
legislation requires recipients 
of this financial aid to remain 
in Massachusetts for the 
duration of the aid but not less 
than 15 years. 

The MEDB is part of a nine- 
point plan detailed in the 
commission's first interim 
report. The other eight 
recommendations are: 

1. Reorganization of the 
Department of Commerce and 
Ijjbor. 

2. Establishment of a 
legislative committee on 
economic development staffed 
with experts in economic, 
business and government 
planning so that to help 
Massachusetts compete for 
prospective business ex¬ 
pansion originating either in 
the United States or in foreign 


nations. 

3. Establishment of a foreign 
trade zone (free port). 

4. Improvement and 
upgrading of the Division of 
Employment Security to make 
it an effective agency. 

5. Development of a viable 
mass transportation system. 

6. Retooling of the corporate 
tax structure. 

7. A massive program of new 
housing and the reconstruction 
of core cities to aid both the 
social environment and the 
construction industry. 

8. Promotion and programs 
to attract out-of-state tourists 
to the Commonwealth. 

"In the 25-year period from 
1949-1974, the tax base of 
Massachusetts increased an 
average of 25 per cent per 
year," said Sen. Backman. 
"Since 1974, our tax base has 


been dormant. There are 
350,000 unemployed who add to 
the state expense, rather than 
bringing in tax revenue. While 
all of the concern of govern¬ 
ment is on cutting budgets, our 
efforts should be directed at 
bringing in business. Budget 
cutting will not solve our 
economic woes, but economic 
development and growth will. 
It is essential we direct pur 
efforts in this direction’" said 
Backman. 

Our Commission has put 
forth what I believe is a clearly 
new approach to our Com¬ 
monwealth's dilemma — the 
creation of a Massachusetts 
Economic Development Bqnk. 
It is the Commission’s hope 
that we will see this plan reach 
fruitatlon and put our Com¬ 
monwealth back on the road to 
recovery," said Sen. Backman.

Last year more than 13,000 
persons lost their lives, in¬ 
cluding 167 on Massachusetts' 
roadways during the period 
extending from the July 4 to the 
I-abor Day holidays. 

"The sad fact is that the vast 
majority of those accidents did 
not have to happen," points out 
Thomas F. O'Connell, 
executive vice president of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council. 

"In most cases, they could 
have been avoided, if drivers 
had followed common-sense 
rules of traffic safety." 
O'Connell added that as an 


aid to making this summer's 
driving both safer and more 
enjoyable, traffic safety ex¬ 
perts from the Safety Council 
have prepared a series of 
driving suggestions. 

They arc as follows: 

Be sure to observe the 55 
milcs-pcr-hour speed limit. It 
not only makes driving safer 
but the trip less expensive. 

If you are going to take a 
lengthy trip, be sure to get 
sufficient rest. A tired driver is 
not a good driver. 

Use seat belts. They do save 
lives. In fact, recent studies 
have shown that 14,000 lives 
would be saved each year if 
everyone used restraint 
systems. 

Watch for and obey traffic 
signs. They not only regulate, 
but warn of possible hazards on 
the road. 


A courteous driver is a safe 
driver. I-et the other driver 
have the right of way, even if 
he is wrong. 

Allow extra time for travel 
on weekends and holidays 
when traffic is most congested. 

Don't tailgate. Keep a safe 
distance between your car and 
the vehicle in front. The best 
rule to follow is to remain one 
car length behind for each ten 
miles-per-hour of speed. 

When driving through city 
streets be especially watchful 
for children. They may 
unexpectedly dash in front of 
your car at any time. 

Signal your intentions early. 
Don’t let the other fellow find 
out too late what you are 
planning to do. 

Drinking and driving are a 
dangerous combination. More 
than half of all fatal motor

vehicle accidents involve the 
use of alcohol. 

Carry flares or other 
signalling devices so that you 
can alert other drivers should 
your car become disabled. 

“The most important 
element in safe driving, 
however," notes O'Connell, "is 
common sense. If you know 
and follow the rules of the road, 
your vehicle is in good condit¬ 
ion and you arc able to recogn¬ 
ize and know how to handle 
emergency situations, you are 
both a good and a safe driver.

The Green Thumb

Spittle Bugs: This has been 
the year of the spittle bug. In 
case you don’t know what a 
spittle bug is, we'll tell you. It's 
the insect that covers itself 
with a frothy mass of bubbles. 
Each mass looks like 
somebody “spit" on the plant. 
If you poke around inside one of 
these masses, you'll see a little 
greenish insect. This is the 
spittlebug nymph (young one), 
and it might be described as 
the bug with a built-in air 
conditioner. Inside that frothy 
mass, it doesn’t make any 
difference whether it’s hot or 
cold, rain or shine, this insect 
lias the same temperature all 
the time. 

Control: Actually it's not too 
serious a pest and if you want 
to skip chemical spraying, 
your plants won’t suffer. Seven 
sprayed or dusted on the spittle 
rnajs will kill the insect. 

Care of Fuchsia: The 
Fuchsia or lady's Eardrops is 
one of the showiest plants there 
is. A common complaint now is 
non-flowering, or bud drop. 
Flower and bud drop can be 
due to high temperature or 
poor light. For summer bloom 
in shaded gardens, some 
fuchsia growers suggest 
storing the plant more or less 
dry in the cellar over winter. It 
should have some light. 

Indoors, fuchsias do not form 
flower buds at temperatures 
above 65 degs. Their normal 
blooming season is from March 
to June, although there are 
many of them in bloom right 
now, in hanging baskets. In 
cool climates their normal 
blooming period is all year 
long. 

Here’s a schedule some 
gardeners use: In summer, 
grptv the plant in partial sun 
outdoors. Keep it well watered 
and before frost, move it to a 
cool spot (45 degs. F) and not 
too bright a window. Water it 
sparingly. In January or early 
February, prune the plant back 
Itajdand repot in a soil mixture 
of one part each of sand, peat 
and loam. Then move it to an 
castor west window with nig hi 
temperature of 50 degs. F. 
Water it regularly, mist the 
tops and feed it a liquid n'ani 
f(K>j| Mov - > .’ii'.doo - wM 
danger ct frost is uve.t. as a 
hanging basket, the fuchsia is 


hard to beat. Keep it out of 
direct sun for best results.

This outdoor- 
indoor museum on Cape Cod

But if Detroit executives 
would take a few cues from 
him, they might not find 
themselves in such a mess, 
says the 36-year-old automaker 
whose name graces a sporty, 
gull-winged safety car. 

With few exceptions, the 
reaction in Detroit to the 
gasoline crisis and the need for 
new products has been lacklus¬ 
ter, says Bricklin, and the 
results are evident in the 
present sales slump. 

American Motors is the lone 
exception Bricklin will allow, 
saying what the small com¬ 
pany has done with its new 
Pacer is to build "an American 
small car, not just a copy." 
What General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler are planning to 
offer to satisfy the small car 
demand, says Bricklin, will be 


"me-too” copies of foreign 
designs. 

If Detroit doesn’t change and 
simply copies the success of 
the foreign automakers, it 
could find itself in even deeper 
trouble as the price of gasoline 
rises, he said. 

Bricklin is the first man to 
put his own name on a new car 
since Henry J. Kaiser tried it in 
the years right after World 
War II and failed. He’s built 
2,100 cars at his St. Johns, 
N.B., assembly plant and is 
turning out 450 to 500 a month 
with a backlog he claims is up 
to 40,000 cars. 

He once thought of doing it 
with a small, low-cost, high- 
efficiency model but soon 
realized the economics of the 
problem. 

Bricklin concedes that small 
cars with good fuel economy 
will be the main thing the in¬ 
dustry builds in the next few 
years, but says there's a good 
reason a small manufacturer 
couldn't make it — money. 


According to Bricklin’s figu¬ 
ring, a well-designed $2,000 car 
could be built, but only by a 
company that has the capacity 
to build a half-million a year 
with an investment of a couple 
hundred million dollars and 
20,000 to 30,000 people. 

“But any car that won't get 
30 miles per gallon in the next 
two years just won't be ac¬ 
ceptable to the American 
people. We'll have one that 
will, but it won’t be a small 
car.” 

Bricklin says he's about two 
years away from producing his 
own engine — "nothing start¬ 
ling," he says — that will get 
that magic 30 m.p.g. figure. 
His current 351-cubic-inch 
Ford V-8 is rated at no better 
than 18 m.p.g. on the highway. 

Bricklin does not believe the 
foreign automakers, who are 
being heaped with praise for 
having the smaller, fuel- 
efficient ears ready for an 
energy crisis, deserve any 
more credit than Detroit does. 


"The reason the foreign guys 
are making small cars is that’s 
all they could make for their 
own countries,” he explains. 
"They didn’t do anything 
different, but Detroit is guilty 
of not recognizing that the 
present cars have to change 
and that they can build better 
smaller cars.” 

"I want Detroit to survive 
because if the industry stays in 
this slump, we're all in 
trouble,” he said. "Detroit 
automakers are the smartest 
businessmen, production and 
marketing people in the world 
and probably produce the best 
value product in any field. 

"I‘4iike to see the executives 
of thp - auto companies take 
somerasponsibility and really 
change,T.Bricklin says. “But 
they seefft’to have lost all their 
ability fdfc; Innovation and are 
becoming ‘me-too’ car makers, 
afraid to o^fer anything dif¬ 
ferent.” V'.

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Suit did not affect fiscal autonomy

The recent cease-fire agreement be¬ 
tween the School Committee and 13 tax¬ 
payers and the City of Newton to end a suit 
filed under the so-called fiscal-autonomy 
law will have no effect on fiscal autonomy 
of school committees. 

That is the opinion of City Solicitor 
Howard Levine, who defended the city 
against the taxpayers’ suit, Jeffrey 
Freedman, the taxpayers' lawyer, and 
John Dwyer, the court-appointed master 
who heard three days of testimony in court 
and oversaw the negotiated agreement to 
end litigation for restoration of a $500,000 
budget cut. 

As far as Levine is concerned, the 
$500,000 cut in the School Committee 


budget never was an attack on school 
committee fiscal autonomy. He viewed the 
cut as a deletion in nonessential items 
requested by the School Committee. 

But the taxpayers' suit was filed under 
Chapter 71, Section 34, of the general laws,

which relates to the support of schools. The 
law says that "every city and town shall 
annually provide an amount of money 
sufficient for the support of the public 
schools . . .” 

The taxpayers claimed that there was a 
deficiency in the amount voted by the 
Board of Aldermen for the School Com¬ 
mittee budget after the Board voted 
$31,402,834 instead of the $31,902,834 


requested by the School Committee. 

That the agreement was reached 
without a long trial indicated not only that 
the taxpayers and the School Committee, 
which was named by Dwyer to be a party 
to the agreement although not a party to 
the suit, but also the Board of Aldermen 
would rather not run headlong into the 
question of fiscal autonomy. 

Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of the 
aldermanic Finance Committee which 
persuaded the full Board to vote the cut in 
the School Committee appropriation 
request, said this week , "I honestly 
believe I was not attacking fiscal 
autonomy then, and I don't now challenge 
it." 

Dwyer commented last week after the 
trial that “in no way does this case com¬ 
promise the principle of fiscal autonomy 


. . . there has been no attack on fiscal 
autonomy." 

Jeffrey Freedman said, on fiscal 
autonomy, that the settlement “has ab¬ 
solutely no effect on fiscal autonomy” 
because there was no decision of a judge. 
According to Freedman an opinion of a 
judge and an appellate court would be 
necessary for the suit to set precedent in 
law. 

In the long run the greatest impact of the 
suit will probably be on the manner of 
preparation of the school budget, which 
has long been a sore point with the Board 
of Aldermen which has to review it every 
year and appropriate money for the 
support of the schools. 

Although there is no agreement on 
preparation of the school budget written 
into the consent judgment, according to 


several sources an oral agreement was 
made between the parties to the suit that 
the budget will hereafter be prepared in a 
manner prescribed by law. 

Freedman, before he released the

agreement for publication, denied that 
there had been agreement to change the 
method of budget preparation. 

Asked whether his statement meant that 
the School Committee budget would be 
prepared in the same way next year, he 
said, "I didn't say that." 

School Committee members Alvin 


Mandell and Dorothy Reichard disagree 
on the implication of the decision on the 
preparation of the budget. 

Mandell, one of the consistent opponents 
of the budget when it was passed in 
February, said this week the decision is 
"significant legally in that budgets will 
have to be prepared more precisely." 

"We should very clearly identify each 
item in the budget aqd provide back up 
material to show they are legitimate 
school costs. 

"The bottom line should show what the 
city has to provide in taxes and what the 
city can expect in reimbursements from 
the state," Mandell said. 

He also said the Committee would have 
to be more explicit in the refunds it expects 
from Chapter 766.

Upper Falls 
Fourth cases 
go to court 

More than half of the persons arrested in 
Upper Falls for trespassing over the 
Independence Day weekend had their 
cases dismissed last week in Newton 
District Court. 

The prosecution dismissed charges 
• against three of 38 persons charged with 
trespassing on the parking lot of the Mall 
at Echo Bridge, 1050 Chestnut St., Upper 
Falls, the nights of July 4th and 5th. 

A total of 22 trespassing charges were 
dismissed by the court Thursday and 
Friday, with Judge Monte Basbas ruling 
Thursday that 14 of the charges be dropped 
because the police prosecutors did not 
present evidence from the owner of the 
property. 

Eleven of those charged with 
trespassing were fined after the judge 
found sufficient facts in the cases. 

Of the 14 persons arrested for disorderly 
conduct, six were fined from $50 to $250 
Friday by Judge Ixiuis Cyr. The other 
cases were continued.

Housing services get 
$356,000 first year 


Final statements due for 
police contract settlement 


The Newton Police and the City of 
Newton will present their final summary 
statements to an arbitrator Monday to 
reach a settlement in the police contract 
dispute that has been in negotiation for 13 
months. 

Arbitrator Clyde Summers will have 10 
days after Monday to decide to award the 
police either an 8.06 percent raise that the 
city offered, or an 8.75 percent raise that 
the polic request. 


Those amounts would be for the the past 
year's contract that expired in May, 1975. 
Both sides agree that a 10 percent raise is 
called for in the second year of the con¬ 
tract that covers the current year. 

Michael Lebner, the mayor’s financial 
assistant, said the difference of .69 percent 
would only amount to $82 per police of¬ 
ficer. 

The police union originally asked for a 15 
percent raise, but reduced its demand to 


the recommendation of the factfinder 
before it entered binding arbitration. 

Under the new state labor relations law, 
the arbitrator's decision is final when he 
chooses either one of the packages given to 
him by the two parties. 

Another issue at stake is overtime for 
the police. The union has asked for the 
factfinder’s recommendation that over¬ 
time pay be given retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1975, but the city has only offered to pay it 
back to May 1, 1975.

The new federal Housing and Com¬ 
munity Development Act, which will give 
Newton $655,000 during the first year of the 
six years of the program, will be im¬ 
plemented mainly ui three programs. 

The larger part of the money will go to 
housing, with neighborhood improvement 
and social services programs sharing the 
remainder with financial assistance for 
comprehensive planning. 

The Housing Services Program has 
available $356,000 in the first year. 

From this amount, $61,000 will go to 
development and administration of a 
housing rehabilitation program, relocation 
assistance for people displaced by 
rehabilitation or housing development, 
and information and referral services. 

Housing assistance services will be 
administered from a separate office, 
which will be staffed by a housing 
assistance services officer, a 
rehabilitation specialist, a housing in¬ 
spector, and one clerical person. • itself 
will have a first-year 

Housing rehabilitation itself will have a 
first-year budget of $160,000. The money 


will be available for housing rehabilitation 
primarily for low-moderate-income 
homeowners in the three “target areas" of 
the community development program, 
West Newton, Nonatum, and Newton 
Corner. 

The budget provides for rehabilitation of 
60 units of housing the first year (other 
federal money may be available for the 
rehabilitation of another 60 units, ac¬ 
cording to the Planning Department). 

First in a series 

The type of funding (whether bank loan 
interest subsidy, grant, or direct loan) and 
exact funding mechanisms have not been 
determined. 

Site investigation and acquisition have 
been allocated $60,000 for the first year. 
Two sites are being looked into — 
Stamford Street, Auburndale, for 20 units 
of family housing and Paul Street, Newton 
Centre, for 50 units of housing for the 
elderly. 

Actual construction of housing would be 
funded by the Department of Housing and 


Urban Development. 

A $75,000 budget, which if not spent in the 
first year may be carried over, has been 
set for beautification and improvement 
(e.g., sewers) to new housing and 
redevelopment sites. 

Three citizens' committees will be 
formed to work with the housing services 
office. 

The Eligibility and Financial Assistance 
Advisory Committee will consist of a 
chairman to be appointed by the mayor, 
three resource specialists to be appointed 
by the mayor, three people from the 
general public, and two members of the 
Board of Aldermen. The committee will 
develop the funding mechanisms and set 
eligibility criteria for rehabilitation 
assistance. 

The Rehabilitation Standards and 
Criteria Advisory Committee will 
determine design and structural standards 
and criteria for houses that will undergo 
rehabilitation. On this committee will a 
chairman appouited by the mayor, three 
resource specialists to be appointed by the

It appears this week that preliminary 
elections will be held Sept. 30 in three 
aldermanic and one School Committee 
contest. 

Candidates had until Tuesday at 5 p.m. 
to file their nomination papers for cer¬ 
tification. They have until next Tuesday, 
Aug. 5, to submit certified nomination 
papers and until Thursday, Aug. 7, to 
withdraw completely from the race. 

Newton lost eight, and probably nine, 
potential candidates as of 5 p.m. Tuesday. 

Five incumbents kept their pledges not 
to enter the race at all. One more main¬ 
tains he will not run, but has filed 
nomination papers "in case something 
goes wrong." 

The heavily contested race in Ward 4, 
where all three incumbents have said they 
are stepping down, has, at this point, six 
candidates for alderman-at-large, two for 
ward alderman, and one with a week to 
make up her mind which position she will 
file for. 

As it stands this week, Sheila Farnese, 
Nick Nardone, Priscilla Leith, Donald 
Budge, John F. Stewart and Theodore 
Seafidi are the at-large candidates in Ward 
4. 

One latecomer, Andrew S. Carten, who 
had taken out nomination papers since last 
Wednesday, failed to file. 

Carol Ann Shea has papers for both the 
at-large and ward alderman race. She has 
a week to decide which race she will run in. 
She is expected to run for Ward alderman. 

Louis Pellegrine Jr. fell four signatures 
short of certification Tuesday and was 
eliminated from the ward alderman race 
in Ward 4. 

Incumbent Ward Aid. Richard J. 
McGrath, elected a state representative 
last year, has submitted his papers for 
certification, but also issued a statement 
this week that he will not be a candidate 
for reelection. 

McGrath is supporting Mrs. Shea for 
ward alderman and said that as long as 
her papers are certified, he will withdraw 
from the race. 

McGrath, at City Hall Tuesday, 
reiterated this position. He was told by the 
Alan Ucarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, that Mrs. 
Shea's papers had been certified. 

If McGrath fails to sign his certified 
papers by next Tuesday at 5 p.m., he will 
be out of the race. 

"So everything is okay," he said to 
Licarie. "Carol (Mrs. Shea) will be 
pleased that there will not be a 
preliminary. I just won't sign the papers 
next week." 

The other candidate for ward alderman 
would be Lemont Kier. 

McGrath, in t statement issued Monday, 
explained that he would not be a candidate 
for reelection because he was satisfied 
with the “high caliber and experience of 
the announced candidates." 

He singled out Seafidi, Mrs. Shea and 
John Stewart. 


McGrath also said that he considered 
seeking another term as an alderman 
because the ward's other incumbents, 
David Jackson and Louis Egelson, were 
retiring from the Board of Aldermen and 
he felt the voters should be offered “at 
least one, experienced, veteran aider- 
man." 

The second aldermanic preliminary will 
be the race for Ward alderman in Ward 7. 
The candidates include incumbent Aid. 
David Cohen and challengers Nicholas 
Kyriakos and Kenneth Daniels. 

Ward 7 lost one at-large candidate. Alice 
Wilson failed to file her nomination 
papers. Mrs. Wilson ran for alderman-at- 
large in the last city election. 

That leaves incumbents Jason Sacks and 
Mark White and challenger Dominic 
Taglienti, who also ran last time. 

Tlie ward alderman race in Ward 8 
gained another candidate during the past 
week. 

Four hopefuls for this seat are planning 
to run. They are Cynthia Creem, Robert 
Stiller, Rhoda Davidow and newcomer 
Theresa Walsh. 

The lone preliminary in the School 
Committee race will, if all three can¬ 
didates remain, be in Ward 3. Candidates 
in this race are incumbent Gerard Byrne 
and challengers Michael IxiConti and John 
J. Keefe. 

Races in Wards 1, 2, 3, 5 and 6 also lost 
candidates. 

On the School Committee side, John F. 
Keefe in Ward 2 and Joyce Picard in Ward 
6 withdrew. 


On the aldermanic side, Ward 1 lost one 
of two challengers to the at-large in¬ 
cumbents, Francis I.uenta. Lucenta 
turned in only 88 of the 150 signatures 
needed. 

Incumbents Robert Gaynor and Joseph 
McDonnell will be challenged by Patricia 
Ciccone in this race. 

The ward alderman contest in Ward 3 
got a jolt this week when a representative 
of Joseph DeNucci, Joseph Morrissey, 
took out papers for DeNucci to enter the 
race. 

Morrissey signed the papers out Mon¬ 
day. DeNucci did not file them by the 
deadline Tuesday. 

DeNucci, a member of the Newton 
Youth Commission, ran in a photo finish 
primary race against McGrath last year 
for state representative. He ultimately lost 
to McGrath by four votes in a recount. 

DeNucci said Tuesday that he did not 
have "any real desire to run for alder¬ 
man.” 

"If I run again it would only be for state 
representative," he said. 

"My supporters have been trying to talk 
me into running for alderman and I finally 
gave them permission to take out papers," 
DeNucci said, "but I didn’t feel good about 
running. I don't want people to think I 
would use the Board of Aldermen as a 
steppingstone to higher office.”

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Newton schools to participate 
in diagnostic classroom project 


The Newton public schools 
will be participating this Fall 
in the Diagnostic Classroom 
Project of the Educational 
Collaborative of Greater 
Boston, which received $58,000 
in federal funds to develop a 
program to serve children with 
special needs in Newton, 
Bedford, Boston, Cambridge, 
and Watertown. 

The project will set up a 
diagnostic classroom where 
curriculum and testing 
materials for children with 
special needs will be designed 
and developed. Through the 
facilities of the classroom and 
its staff, children of the par¬ 
ticipating communities will 
receive a more comprehensive 
analysis of their problems so 
that realistic educational plans 
can be written for their special 
needs. 

The project staff will coor¬ 


dinate its work with the 
directors of special education 
of the Newton public schools 
and with those of the other 
participating systems. 

This project is one of the 33 
projects in Massachusetts 
which will receive grants 
totaling approximately $1.4 
million in federal funds under 
Title III of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 
1965. These Title III grants are 
approved and administered by 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Education. The funds are to 
be used for developing creative 
solutions to educational 
problems through exemplary 
programs, research, or pilot 
projects. 

The 33 programs will be 
funded for one year, beginning 
in September, with the ex¬ 
pectation that local school 
districts will be responsible 


for the continuation of 
the projects after federal 
funding terminates. These 
projects represent the last of 
more than 250 Title III 
programs in Massachusetts 
which have been paid for by 
some $20 million in federal 
funds during the past 10 years. 

Beginning July 1,1976, a new 
law consolidates ESEA Title 
III with a number of other 
federal assistance programs 
that have been providing 
school systems v#ith money to 
help pay for such items as 
instructional equipment, 
library programs, guidance 
services, dropout prevention, 
and nutrition and health ser¬ 
vices. Known as ESEA Title 
IV, the new law gives state 
departments of education more 
discretion in allocating and 
using certain types of federal 
aid. 


The farmer and a lady 
clash over animal traps 


By ELEANOR SIEGEL 
of the Graphic staff 
When Brenda Ascher found 
her run-away dachshund 
caught in one of farmer 
Charles Spezzano's steel jaw 
leghold traps, she set off a 
chain of events leading to the 
removal of the traps and a 
ruling by the attorney 
general's office on legislation 
dealing with such traps. 

Mrs. Ascher’s complaint also 
led to a hearing in the Newton 
Municipal Court before Henry 
Shultz, clerk of the court, tn 
determine whether or not 


Spezzano was in “possible 
violation" of a law prohibiting 
the use of steel jaw leghold 
traps to capture fur-bearing 
mammals. 

Spezzano, who has been a 
farmer for 57 years’ defended 
his use of the traps by ex¬ 
plaining that his crops were 
being eaten by racoons, 
muskrats, squirrels and 
rabbits. The farmer, who 
appeared in his own behalf, 
brought along damaged com to 
illustrate the kind of harm 
racoons can do. 

After listening to both sides, 
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Shultz agreed to dismiss the 
case if the farmer would agree 
to remove his traps. State Rep. 
Lois Pines added this would be 
agreeable if a time limit were 
set. Spezzano agreed to remove 
his traps that day. Rep. Pines 
had helped pass an amendment 
to Chapter 131 which stated 
that steel jaw leghold traps 
could be used only in water or 
in or under buildings. 

Walter Kilroy, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to the 

president of the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals stated in an

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Animal Shelter 
committee working 


The Committee for a Newton 
Animal Shelter is a group of 20 
citizens who have gathered 
forces to persuade the city to 
establish a multi-purpose 
animal center. 

To produce such a municipal 
resource, the N.C.A.S. would 
be willing to "raise funds to 
renovate or construct and 
equip a building to house a 
minimum of 20 dogs and 10 cats 
on public land donated or lent 
by the city." The facility could 
be maintained, they say, by a 
"county-city reimbursement 
system now operating in the 

city." 

The group has appealed to 
the mayor for cooperation 
from the city in setting up such 
a center. Mayor Mann said he 
sent the proposal to Charles 
Thomas, city planning 
director, "for review ... to see 
how it could be handled.” 

Mayor Mann said that he had 
written to Mayor Clark of 
Waltham "to see if they have a 
municipal facility." The mayor 
of Waltham has not yet 
responded. 

The N.C.A.S. sees such a 
center as not only serving 
animal needs, but also 
providing a "therapeutic and 
social resource" for people 
who wish to volunteer to 
work with the animals. 

Additionally, services such 
as obedience training for dogs, 
dog-walking and a dog sitting 
service could be available. 

The group asks that the city 
contribute "a firm financial 


commitment" in the form of 
city funding "for permanent 
staff salaries. They suggest 
that leash law violation fines, 
which they say are currently 
not used for “animal related 
purposes," be used to finance 
staffing. Another suggestion 
was that CETA or another 
federal or state job program 
could possibly be utilized to 
staff such a program. 

Three sites were recom¬ 
mended. They were the 
Infirmary land on Winchester 
Street, the former city dump on 
Pine Street or the current 
incinerator land in Auburn- 
dale. 

Although there is an Animal 
Control Department In 
Newton, there are no adoption 
facitilies. The N.C.A.S. contend 
that as a result 200 or more 
dogs are killed annually, some 
of whom could have been 
adopted. The state mandated 
seven day holding period, they 
feel is "often an inadequate 
time to locate a lost dog." 

Also, there are no shelter 
facilities available to cats, 
which they say "constitute a 
sizable portion of uncared for 
and often diseased animals. 
Citizens who find "hurt, 
unowned or sick cats do not 
have access to a facility for 
proper disposition of these 
cats." 

One of the most "serious" 
lacks, the committee cites is in 
the area of medical needs since 
there is no resource to help 
injured “suffering" animals.

The revised reorganization 
plan for the Public Works 
Department will be submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen in 
time for its Aug. 18 meeting, 
Mayor Theodore Mann said 
this week.

have held it up briefly. 

Mayor Mann also wants to 
consider the inclusion of the 
Housing Authority and the. 
Redevelopment Authority 
within the Planning Depart¬ 
ment or possibly a new 
department, Community 
Development, as proposed 
recently by Aid. Terry Morris.

More than 10 taxpayers of the City of Newton 
brought this complaint under chapter 71 S. 34, 
alleging that a deficiency exists in the amount of 
money appropriated, $31,402,834, by the City of 
Newton for the support of its schools for the fiscal 
year from July 1,1975, to June 30,1976. The School 
Committee budget from such fiscal year was in the 
amount of $31,902,834. The matter came to be heard 
and the facts presented a technical problem under 
the decision of the Supreme Judicial Court in the 
case of Haney v. Sudbury, 350 Mass. 312, and 
under the reimbursement provisions in Chapter 766 
of the Acts of 1972 and in S. 12A of Chapter 76. Upon 
the mutual consent of the parties, and upon con¬ 
sideration thereof, it is hereby ORDERED and 
ADJUDGED as follows: 1. All reimbursements, 
income and receipts for special education 
programs under Chapter 766 for such fiscal year 
shall be available to the Newton School Committee 
without appropriation, pursuant to S. 13 of Chapter 
71B and notwithstanding any provisions to the 
contrary contained in Chapter 375 of the Acts of 
1975, and the anticipated amount of such reim¬ 
bursements for said fiscal year is $795,777. 

2. All reimbursements, income and receipts for 
so-called "basic instruction” services under S. 12A 
of Chapter 76 for such fiscal year shall be available 
to the School Committee without appropriation, 
and the anticipated amount thereof is $257,000. 

3. The sum of $30,850,057 shall be the amount of 
money appropriated by the City of Newton for the 
support of the Newton Public Schools for said fiscal 
year. Such sum shall be provided by taxation in the 
manner set forth in S. 23 of Chapter 59. 

4. Therefore, the Newton School Committee shall 
have available to it for school purposes for the 
fiscal year from July 1,1975 to June 30, 1976, the 
total sum of $31,902,834. 

5. If the reimbursements, income and receipts, 
from Chapter 766 are less than $795,777 and if the 
reimbursements, income and receipts for "basic 
instruction" under Chapter 76 S. 12A are less than 
$257,000 for such fiscal year, the City of Newton and 
all of its officers whose actions are necessary 
thereto shall by appropriation, or otherwise, or by 
borrowing in the same manner and for the same 
period of time as is provided under Chapter 44, S. 7, 
clause 11, subject to all other applicable provisions 
of Chapter 44, provide the difference between such 
anticipated amounts and the amounts actually 
received. 

6. This judgment shall be entered without costs, 
interest or penalities. 


Board of Aldermen 


Full-time health commissioner wanted 


Mayor Theodore Mann was 
put on notice by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night that 
the aldermen are not satisfied 
with the operation of the Health 
Department. 

By a vote of 14 to 5, the Board 
passed a resolution asking the 
mayor to consider appointing a 
full-time health commissioner 
and to review the statutes on 
the qualifications for health 
commissioner to determine 
whether the present com¬ 
missioner, Dr. John Athans, 
meets requirements. 

A resolution was proposed 
unsuccessfully by Aid. Louis 
Egelson that asked the mayor 
to consider a petition to the 
legislature requesting per¬ 
mission to return to the board 
of health system, if in the 
mayor's opinion a full-time 


health commissioner is not 
practical. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small feels 
that the city cannot afford a 
full-time health commissioner, 
but Aid. Mark White said he 
would be willing to spend 
“another $ 10,000 to get a good 
health commissioner.” 

There was some debate 
about regionalizing the position 
of a health commissioner if a 
full-time commissioner were 
appointed in Newton, but Aid. 
Susan Schur said, "We’re not 
ready for that yet. There's 
enough to do to keep one busy 
here." 

Several years ago, resumes 
of candidates for health 
commissioner were solicited. 
Salaries being asked were in 
the range of $35,000 per year. 


Athans receives $10,000 for 
his time as health com¬ 
missioner and $10,000 as city 
physician. 

The great controversy over 
cease-and-desist letters sent by 
the Buildings Department to 
businesses whose illuminated 
signs are left going after 11 
p.m. in violation of the zoning 
ordinances was somewhat 
resolved by a proposal by Aid.

A special kind 
of man 

Joe Green is a man who is more often 
heard than seen. 

He's known to most of us as the rush- 
hour voice on WBZ radio bobbing up and 
down in his helicopter warning us of the 
traffic on the roads to and from Boston. 

Usually the traffic is bad. But that is 
the only thing usual about Joe Green. 

He is an unusual man. 
Often he is a hero or makes 
valiant efforts that can 
v only be termed heroic. 

Such as the case Mon¬ 
day when the fire escape 
I yd&fi collapsed five stories 

above a Back Bay street 
and a woman and her 
godchild hurtled down. The 
Boston Herald American 
pictures sent shivers up 
thousands of spines as they 
saw how close the woman 
was to rescue before the 
iron balcony broke away 
spilling them downward. 

Tucked in the upper 
left hand corner of the pic¬ 
tures is a bearded man, 
shirtless hunched over the 
rooftop ledge. He was 
straining towards the 
woman, just too far to 
stretch another inch. In the 
second picture of the 
series just as the fire es¬ 
cape collapsed the leg of 
the man is over the ledge 
as he made a superhuman 
effort to grab for the 
woman and child. It took a 
special kind of man to 
make that effort, oblivious 
to the height and the 
danger. 

Later he was identified as the man in 
the picture, understandably ignored by the 
horror that engulfed readers as they 
focused on the central figures. 

The traffic pilot had brought his 
helicopter to the scene as soon as he heard 
of the fire. He landed on the rooftop of an 
adjacent building and raced to the ledge 
asking if his craft, the “Green Machine” 
could help. 

By the split of a second, it was too late. 
The old fire escape came unfastened. But 
the pictures show Joe Green did more than 
verbally offer his help. He threw half his 
body over the ledge towards the woman 
and child. Not an unusual super effort by 
Joe Green. 

He has risked his life many times in 
the past to help others. Only seldom have 
his efforts been caught by cameras, snap¬ 
ping him in the background. 

There was the time the youngsters 
were drifting down the Neponset River on a 
homemade raft swirling towards sure trou¬ 
ble. Green and his helicopter swooped 
down to save them. Or the time he inched 
his craft downward to the frozen surface of 
a river so the downdraft of the rotors would 
break the surface thereby helping MDC 
searchers look for a youth believed lost 
below the surface. And the unnumerable 
other times the Green Machine is involved 
in searches and mercy errands that never 
are published even over the airwaves of his 
own station. 

Yes, Joe Green has done far more than 
ease the commuters’ nightmare. He’s the 
type we are glad is up there, looking out, in 
so many ways, for his fellow men and 
women. 
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The natural gas shortage is a fake

NEW YORK — The shortage of natural gas 
in the United States is a fake that Is being 
used to force deregulation of the industry to 
fleece the consumer. 

That is the sober and supported conclusion 
of Joel Jacobson, commissioner of public 
utilities in New Jersey. He has been ex¬ 
pressing this conviction blunUy to the 
members of his state's delegation in Congress 
and to Governor Byrne. 

'lam fully persuaded that the motivation 
behind the hiding and withholding of large 
reserves of natural gas by the producers 
founded upon these producers’ belief that the 
Ford adminsitration will ultimately succeed 
in its current efforts to deregulate the price of 
gas at the wellhead. Consequently, the in¬ 
trastate price of roughly $2.15-mcf, resulting 
in profit levels even more enormous than are 
currently enjoyed," Jacobson advised Byrne. 

In other words, the producers would like to 
end federal controls so they can multiply the 
cost of natural gas almost five times over in 
the national market. To get such 
deregulation, the companies must persuade 
Congress that it will be in the best interest of 
the nation to allow prices to run wild. 

The technique is simple: convince the 
Congress that we face a natural gas shortage 
that can only be relieved if prices yield such 
profits as will permit the companies to go 
ahead with expanded exploration and ex¬ 
traction of the gas to please the consumer. 

Step one, of course, is to create a crisis, to 
manufacture a shortage. To do so, the 
producers have been concealing supplies, 
faking figures, and withholding gas from 
interstate pipelines. 

"It is now more than mere suspicion that 
large amounts of reserves are not being 
reported, and are, in fact, being withheld and 
hidden," Says Jacobson. 

The Federal Trade Commission has a stff 
report declaring that 11 producers and the 
American Gas Association underestimated 
reserves by 24 per cent. They went further to 


declare that present reporting is "tatamount 
to collusive price-rigging,’’ constituting 
"unfair or deceptive acts of practice in 
Commerce." 

The FPC also noted that one major com¬ 
pany "inadvertantly omitted" to report 
reserves in two wells that held a combined 
total of 8.7 billion cubic feet. “Inasmuch as 
New Jersey’s projected shortfall for the 1975- 
76 winter is three billion cubic feet,” moans 


Jacobson, “it is easy to compute that in these 
two wells alone there is almost three times as 
much gas as is needed to eliminate the 
projected shortfall and job layoffs this fall 
and winter." 

While the gas industry is shouting shortage, 
trillions of cubic feet of gas are in "shut-in 
wells," untapped by the producers. The 
Federal Power Commission reported last 
year that there were some 8 trillion cubic feet 


of gas in such nonproducing wells. 

But even when the gas is drawn from the 
wells, it will not necessarily find its way into 
pipelines for interstate use. Texas, for in¬ 
stance, is “now faced with a surplus of 
natural gas” in the state, because it has 
"retained most of the gas it has produced," 

Jacobson wants the FPC to be given the 
power to move gas into the interstate lines to 
be sold at the interstate price of 51 cents-mcf. 


Cutting off the 
French 
Connection 

Analysis by Henry J- Taylor 

"French Connection" drug traffic kingpin Francisco 
Rossi, now jailed in New York after his arrest in Spain, is 
chief of the Pietra Forte (hard rock), a Corsican syndicate. 

This is a vicious brotherhood of Corsicans, the expanded 
descendants of the Brothers of Ajaccio (Corsica's capital), 
the sons of the vendetta. 

Not a branch of the Mafia but of the Union Corse, the 
Pietra Forte is the biggest organized-crime group in 
France — older and even more dangerous than the Mafia. 
Never having emigrated to America and elsewhere, as did 
the Mafia, it has avoided publicity. But the Pietra Forte 
runs Marseilles and Lyon, France's second-largest city, 
and most of the south of France and spreads its tentacles 
far north and into Paris. 

Sunburned, muscular, 36-year-old native Corsican Rossi 
arranged and financed multimillion-dollar heroin ship¬ 
ments from Europe to Latin America. Then the heroin 
entered the United States through Mexico and Cuba aboard 
aircraft landing in Miami and New York. 

Some Pietra Forte members have joined France's highly 
hush-hush SDECE directly under the minister of the in¬ 
terior. This involved former SDECE agent Roger de 
Louette, arrested in New Jersey on dope-smuggling 
charges, heavily implicated SDECE Col. Paul Fournier (a 
professional alias) and also involved French Parliament 
member Edouard Qharret, the political boss of Lyon. 

In what the U.S. Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, whose undercover agents arrested Rossi, calls "L’ 
affair Lyon" three influential French politicians and 27 
others were arrested as the result of a brothel scandal, 
bribe-taking, the suspicion of murder and suspected in¬ 
volvement in the international dope traffic. 

Rossi’s European base is Marseilles' Vieux Port, or Old 
Fort, settled 25 centuries ago by the Greeks: Europe’s 
second-largest port, France's biggest ship-repair port and 
now engulfed by the immense Fos-Marseilles industrial 
complex. But he runs his business from a plush house in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. 

The narcotics bureau credits Rossi with giving the 
ghastly trade a big boost through a vital change that 
complicates its task immensely. New distilling and com¬ 
pressing techniques have reduced previous narcotic 
weights and.-bulks to one-fifth. Result: officers can carry 
five times the value in the same size package. 

There are two major types of dangerous drugs. The first, 
and lesser, is cocaine. It comes from the coca bush, is 
difficult to prepare and the bureau finds cocaine reasonably 
under control. The scourge really is opium, the source of 
heroin. 

Opium is the sap - the tears - of a ripened poppy seed. 
But the common poppy we know is useless. Only the P.S.L. 
(Papavar sommiferum I innaous) poppy gives opium. 
There are two crops each year, one planted in May for the 
August crop, one in August for the April crop. 

Small incisions are cut in the poppies’ green capsules 
before the seeds ripen. A white latex hardens and turns 
brown; you can smell the aroma for miles. Then the latex is 
made into diacetyl-morphine, called heroin. 

There is legal cultivation in Bulgaria, Greece, India, 
Japan, Russia, Turkey and Yugoslavia but the main con¬ 
centration is in Red China's Yunnan-Kwang-si area and the 
Burina-Thailand-Laos area which the bureau calls the 
Golden Triangle. 

Burma has a wild, mountainous frontier with Red China 
1,200 miles long — a third as long as our Canadian border. 
The chief-o-state is wily, peripatetic General Ne Win, an 
overaged playboy, whose Marxist economy approaches 
absolute thrombosis. But flamboyant Ne Win has a 
powerful crony who makes their association magnificently 
profitable. 

He is Lo Using Han, born in Yunnan Province, China, the 
kingpin of Southeast Asia's heroin traffic, who also has a 
tie-in with Rossi. 

•The Burmft’Thailand-Laos Golden Triangle annually 
produces about 700 of an estimated 1,400 tons of illicit 
opium. Lo has his own private army, amazingly well- 
equipped. His fields are the largest in the world. He has the 
world's largest heroin laboratories and plants. Along with 
Rossi, he operates the world's largest system of carriers. 

A true biggie in the ghastly international drug traifie, the 
New York judge set imprisoned Rossis bail at $5 million, a 
record for the entire United States. 



A cancer on the body politic 


To the Editor: 

Almost three years ago 
several hundred citizens of 
Middlesex County met to en¬ 
dorse two candidates for 
Middlesex County Com¬ 
missioner, with the idea that 
something had to be done to 
improve the quality of County 
Government. 

Paul Tsongas and I were 
endorsed and subsequently 
elected with this mandate, and 
during the two years we served 
together a great deal was 
accomplished, even though on 
procedural matters we did not 
always concur. 

We were able to rid the 
County of excess personnel, 
and we were also able to have 
the County Hospital at 
Waltham for the first time in 
its history end the fiscal year 
not only out of the red, but 
showing a small surplus. 

Beyond this, we saw fit to 
transfer the custody of Walden 
Pond to the State Department 
of Natural Resources; we 
instituted a Central Pur¬ 


chasing system which has 
saved the County countless 
thousands of dollars; and we 
closed the infamous County 
Training School to name just a 
few of the improvements over 
that period. 

In 1974 Paul Tsongas was 
elected U.S. Congressman 
from the Fifth District and in 
January of this year resigned 
his position as County Com¬ 
missioner. Following this, the 
other Commissioner John L. 
Danehy and the Clerk of 
Courts, Edward J. Sullivan, 
met secretly and elected State 
Representative Michael E. 
McLaughlin of Billerica to fill 
the position vacated by Mr. 
Tsongas. Since Mr. 
McLaughlin's appearance on 
the scene, a new coalition has 
been developed similar to, and 
I suspect even worse than, the 
"Court House Gang” in office 
prior to the election of Paul 
Tsongas and myself. Many 
capable people have been or 
are being terminated in order 
to create positions for friends 


of one or the other of these 
gentlemen, or friends of other 
people in government or high 
positions. Mr. McLaughlin has 
stated to me that “I am just 
waiting for a reason to fire 
Miles Mahoney, the 
Superintendent of the County 
Hospital.” 

In keeping with this dreary 
return to the past, new 
positions are being created to 
solve problems which do not 
exist lone such position was 
even created for my former 
Administrative Assistant, 
which was done without my 
knowledge, support, or ap¬ 
proval). 

In general, my hopes of 
bringing Middlesex County 
government to its best possible 
performance so that the people 
could then transform it to other 
and better functions for the 
future have apparently ended 
in failure. I now reluctantly 
must take my position among 
those who feel that County 
Government in general, and 
most particularly Middlesex 


County Government, serves no 
useful purpose; furthermore, I 
believe that it is a cancer in 
Massachusetts Government 
and upon the body politic of of 
this Commonwealth. 

I see no way that public in¬ 
terest can be developed or 
sustained for a sufficiently long 
period of time to keep County 
Government out of the hands of 
political opportunists who 
inexorably use it to their own 
advantage, never asking what 
is in the best interests of the 
people they were elected to 
serve. 

I hope that a sufficient 
number of citizens will read 
what I write and hear what I 
say and find sufficient time and 
energy to cope with this 
uninteresting, unexciting and 
yet significant part of their 
public and private worlds. 
Since County Government 
affects us, we ignore it to our 
own injury.

To the Editor; 

As attorney for the Plaintiffs 
in the case involving the ap¬ 
propriation for the sup|Kirt of 
the Newton Public Schools, 1 
would like to correct several 
errors which appeared in your 
lead article last week. 

1. You stated that the 
“agreement entered by the 
Board of Aldermen, taxpayers, 
and the School Committee 
ended the suit for restoration of 
the $500,000." The consent 
judgment which concluded the 
case was between a group of 
taxpayers, as plaintiffs, and 
the City, as a defendant. The 
Board of Aldermen and the 
School Committee executed no 
agreement, although each 
body was consulted prior to 
settlement. 

2. Your opening sentence 
states that “The days of in¬ 
violable school budgets arc 
over." That conclusion is not 
supported by the consent 
judgment. The fisdal automony 
statute, Section 34 of Chapter 
71, remains in effect. The 
settlement does not change or 
affect the statute and lias no 
prccedehtial value. Moreover, 
the School Committee retains 
full control over all items in its 
budget. The City’s attempt to 
limit the Committee’s 
proposed expenditures for fuel 
oil, engineering costs, and 
legal fees failed. The set¬ 
tlement does not impair the 
School Committee's statutory 
authority to expend funds for 
those purposes this year, or 
any year. 

3. You stated that “Instead of 
getting the $500,000 restored, 
the taxpayers suit has resulted 
in a $1.1 million reduction of 
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the money to be appropriated 
for the school budget." 

This statement is only 
partially correct and is 
misleading. The School 
Committee's budget was 
$31,902,834. The settlement 
authorizes and guarantees the 
Committee's right to spend the 
entire amount. It is true that 
the amount of money which the 
City will be required to ap¬ 
propriate has been reduced as 
a result of the accounting 
treatment of educational 
reimbursements from the 
Commonwealth. As counsel for 
the taxpayers, I am pleased 
that a solution was found which 
lowered the amount of the 
appropriation. However, the 
fact is that the $500,000 has 
been restored to the Com¬ 
mittee’s budget in that the 
Committee’s right to spend 
$31,902,834 during the fiscal 
year has been affirmed by 
judicial decree. 

4. You stated that "The 
difference in the amount of 
money to be raised in taxes will 
come to $3 on the tax rate." 
This statement is misleading 
because it implies that the 
settlement will lower the tax 
rate. This is not accurate. In 
February the School Com¬ 
mittee notified the Finance 
Committee to use these 
reimbursements to offset the 
tax rate. Under the settlement, 
the reimbursements will be 
used directly by the Com¬ 
mittee, thereby lowering the 
needed appropriation, but not 
materially chaning the amount 
to be raised by taxation. 

5. You stated that “The 
$1,052,777 difference will be 


kept available to the School 
Committee for use in case 
State reimbursements for 
Metco and Chapter 766 fail to 
meet the estimates made by 
the School Committee." This is 
incorrect. The reim¬ 
bursements under Metco and 
Chapter 766, $1,052,777, will be 
available to the School Com¬ 
mittee in their entirety. This 
money is being used to offset 
the City’s appropriation. If the 
anticipated reimbursements 
arc less than $1,052,777 the 
Judgment requires the City to 
make up the difference. 

6. You stated that "Part of 
the agreement is that the 
School Committee shall 
hereafter prepare its budget 
according to state law and in a 
manner that will allow the 
Board of Aldermen to un¬ 
derstand it." There is simply 
no such provision in the 
Judgment. Also, your 
statement assumes a fact 
which is not correct; namely 
that the School Committee’s 
budget was not prepared ac¬ 
cording to law. If certain 
Aldermen did not understand 
the school budget this year, 
and some of them clearly did 
not, it behooves both the 
Aldermen and the Committee 
to communicate better in the 
future. However, the consent 
judgment does not touch upon 
that issue as you mistakenly 
reported. 

7. You state that while the 
agreement is called a com¬ 
promise, “The School Com¬ 
mittee has gained nothing and 
has lost more than the $500,000 
cut." Again this is incorrect. 
The School Committee has 
regained the entire $500,000 


which was deleted. The court 
Judgment guarantees and 
requires that the School 
Committee's original budget, 
$31,o 02,834 be met in full. The 
City had attempted to limit the 
amount of money which the 
School Committee could spend 
to $31,402,834. The Judgment 
specifically provides "The 
Newton School Committee 
shall have available to it for 
school purposes for the fiscal 
year from July 1, 1975 to June 
30, 1976, the total sum of 
$31,902,834." The School 
Committee has not "lost" any 
money. Thus, your headline 
was also misleading. The City, 
as a defendant, did not win the 
suit. The settlement sub¬ 
stituted reimbursements from 
the Commonwealth for money 
raised by taxation. In my view, 
as a result of diligent work, the 
citizens of the City are the 
winners because the full 
educational needs of the City 
will be met without requiring 
further taxation. For this 
reason, as part of the set¬ 
tlement, the plaintiffs 
naturally agreed to waive the 
potential penalties which 
otherwise might have been 
imposed. 

If your reporter had spoken 
with me prior to writing the 
article I would have been 
pleased to provide this in¬ 
formation. Regrettably, these 
errors distorted a resolution 
which benefited the entire City, 
School Committee members, 
Aldermen, and taxpayers, and 
which was arrived at only after 
considerable effort by con¬ 
scientious public officers on 
both sides.

taxpayers who were deman¬ 
ding restoration of the $500,000 
cut from the School Com¬ 
mittee's 1975-76 budget by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

As one of the taxpayers who 
brought the suit, I can testify to 
the fact that the agreement, 
which the plaintiffs reviewed 
carefully in advance, and 
which recieved their assent 
because they desired to spare 
the city the expense and travail 
of further legal proceedings, 
was not only a fair compromise 
of the legal issues involved, but 


was also, contrary to the im¬ 
plications contained in the 
Graphic story, a settlement 
designed in part to save face 
for the Board of Aldermen, 
rather than the other way 
around. 

Consequently, far from 
having "little choice other than 
to accept the agreement," as 
the flagrantly editorialized 
Graphic story put it, the tax¬ 
payers' group accepted the 
compromise aqreement in 
good faith because they, in 
common with Mr. Levine, were 
anxious to avoid a long trial 
that “might tear the city 
apart." But they had little 
doubt that, if the trial had 
continued, their belief in the 
principle of fiscal autonomy for 
the School Committee would 
eventually be vindicated. 

The Graphic’s story was a 
tangled melange of innuendo 
that went far beyond the terms 
! of the consent decree in order 
.to make a case for the "vic¬ 
tory” of one of the parties to 
the dispute, even quoting ex¬ 
tensively from the City 


Solicitor’s testimony in court in 
such a way as to imply that his 
allegations were included in 
the agreement itself. But 
despite the unwarranted claim 
by the Graphic, and by certain 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen, that a “famous 
victory" was won by the “city” 
over the School Committee, the 
text of the actual agreement 
would seem to point in the 
opposite direction, as the 
following points clearly 
suggest: 

(1) The key section of the 
consent judgment states 
unequivocally that the School 
Committee “shall have 
available to it for school 
purposes for the fiscal year 
from July 1, 1975 to June 30, 
1976 the total sum of 
$31,902,834”, which is the exact 
amount voted originally by the 
School Committee for its 1975- 
76 budget, with no $500,000 cut 
such as the Aldermen had 
sought to make in the total 
sum, and with no $1.1 million 
reduction such as the Graphic 
erroneously reported.

(2) Nowhere in the 
agreement is it stated, as the 
Graphic again erroneously 
reported, that the “School 
Committee shall hereafter 
prepare its budget ... in a 
manner that will allow the 
Board of Aldermen to un¬ 
derstand it" — although that 
objective is obviously one that 
the School Committee has al- 
ays felt to be its obligation, 
despite the intemperate 
remarks of certain aldermen 
on this point. 

(3) Nowhere in the 
agreement is cognizance taken 
of the City Solicitor’s charges 
of "double budgeting” on the 
part of the School Committee, 
nor is there any imputation of 
“bad faith in budget 
preparation," as is darkly 
hinted in the Graphic story. 
Instead, the agreement clearly 
gives the School Committee the 
right to use for school purposes 
without further appropriation 
by the Board some $1 million- 
plus anticipated by the Com¬ 
mittee as State reim¬ 
bursements for Chapter 66 and 
Metco services — money which 
the School Committee had 
ipreviously notified the city it 
intended to turn into the 
Newton general fund in any 
event when it was received; 
and the agreement further 
requires that, if these reim¬ 
bursements turn out at the end 
1 of the fiscal year to be less than 
'the anticipated amounts, “the 
City of Newton and all of its 
officers whose actions are 
necessary thereto shall ... 
provide the difference between 
such anticipated amounts and 
the amounts actually 
received." 

It would appear, on the basis 
of the foregoing points, that 
both the School Committee and 
the plaintiff taxpayers could 


claim, if they desired to in¬ 
dulge themselves in the kind of 
willful demagogy that 
characterized many of the 
statements in the Graphic 
story, that they had indeed I 
routed “the other side," since 
the agreement essentially 
upholds the principle of fiscal 
autonomy for the School 
Committee and commits the 
Newton taxpayer in gene.al to 
pay no more and no less in 
taxes for School Committee 
programs than the original 
Committee budget would have 
required. 

The fact that both sides can, 
if they wish, lay claim to 
“victory" testifies to the ap¬ 
propriateness of the consent 
agreement itself from the 
standpoint of the city's overall 
welfare, and to the reality of 
the compromise that was 
evolved; it also underscores 
the unseemliness of such a 
public claim to victory for one 
of the parties to the case when 
the claim so clearly con¬ 
travenes the total facts, and 
violates both the intent and the 
spirit, of the agreement itself. 
And by lending its news 
columns to such a public claim 
to victory ,or one of the parties, 
the Graphic has done a 
disservice to the city, as well as 
brought its editorial judgment 
into serious question.

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Smoking in public places 


A bill regulating smoking of 
tobacco in public places was 
recently passed by the House 
and Senate and signed into law 
by Gov. Michael Dukakis. The 
bill was proposed by State Rep. 
Inis Pines of Newton. 

Chapter 465 of the Acts of 
1975 prohibits people from 
smoking or having in their 
possession any lighted cigar, 
cigarette or other tobacco 
product in a public elevator, 
supermarket or single-vehicle 


mass transit conveyance 
operated by the MBTA. 

Individuals who wish to 
smoke in museums, libraries, 
hospitals, nursing homes, 
trains, airplanes and other 
mass transit conveyances may 
lie permitted to do so only in 
specifically designated areas. 

The Act requires that the 
owner or manager of the 
above-mentioned places post 
conspicously an appropriate 
number of signs indicating 
those areas in which smoking 


Ls prohibited. Agents of the 
Commonwealth who inspect 
these areas in order to enforce 
any state or local rule are 
empowered to enforce the 
posting regulation. 

Kep. Pines stated, "I am 
pleased that the rights of the 
non-smoking majority in 
Massachusetts are beginning 
to be protected by law. Since I 
first introduced smoking 
legislation three years ago, 
many states and at least a 


further restricted by law 


score of cities have limited 
smoking in public places for 
health reasons, not fire safety. 
Finally, legislators of 
Massachusetts, too, are 
coming to the realization that 
the individual has a right to 
breathe clean air." 

Rep. Pines noted that the 
Smoking Rights Act is a diluted 
version of the bill she originally 
co-sponsored with the 
American Lung Association 
and forty other sponsors. 


"1 am disappointed that the 
Act imposes no sanctions," 
Pines said. "My original bill 
established a "ticketing" 
procedure, similar to that used 
for parking violators, under 
which a fine would be imposed 
on individuals who refuse to 
stop smoking in a public place 
when requested to do so by the 
person in charge." 

Nevertheless, Rep. Pines 
said she is convinced that the 
new law is "a step in the right 
direction," for it gives 


statutory basis to the request of 
nonsmokers that smokers 
refrain from smoking in public 
places. 

"Once this law proves its 
worth," Rep. Pines said, "a 
stronger smoking bill in¬ 
troduced in the future will 
stand a better chance of being 
passed by the legislature. 
Meanwhile, I hope that cities 
and towns will pass their own 
more restrictive smoking 
laws."

Along 
this vein, a few years ago, we had the 
gaucho or Argentine-inspired clothes such 
as the short wool jacket over full trouser 
legs which are tucked into high black 
boots. Nearly all of these fashions sported 
print bow-tied blouses. 

There is more and more interest in 
texture. Textile factories are producing 
miracle-like combinations of textures such 
as perfectly matched crepe de chine 
blouses and matching tailored mohair 
jackets over companion intricately knitted 
skirts. 

Matte jersey has become an across-the- 
board fabric, some with a satin finish. 

You'll be seeing panne velvet in a new 
texture combined with tweed or flannel— 
these fabrics and colors are often times 
meant to go round the clock—from the 
office out to dinner or the theatre, and this 
is possible only when the styling is classic 
and uncluttered. 

Speaking of crushable, downy fabrics, 
rabbit hair jersey clings and is meant to be 
worn only by those who are blessed with 
slenderness. 

You’ll also be seeing unusual com¬ 
binations, such as stiff fabrics combined 
with soft, glittery fabrics. (This is 
especially true of evening fashions.) One

Stripes are again important as well as 
checks and plaids.

Vests are everywhere—it’s almost as 
though a suit isn’t a suit unless it’s a three- 
piecer—shirt, skirt (or pants) vest. That 
vest need not be of a matching fabric; 
often times it’s a contrasting sweater vest 
or quilted front vest. It’s surely one article 
of clothing that can update that suit you’ve 
been wearing for the past year or so. 

Sweaters are shorter—many just reach 
the waistline and usually they are com¬ 
bined with a longer jacket of the same 
color or fabric. 

Shawls are a number one accessory— 
you’ll be wearing them with dresses, suits, 
coats. 

For evening there is the return of 
beading—bugle beads are now being used 
in a fanciful way. Open necklines and bare 
backs—while at the same time there is the 
covered up Napolean III influence with the 
high-boned neckline and billowy faille long 
skirt. 

Designers make one statement 
repeatedly—"It’s the woman who is in 
charge this year—she will make her own 
decisions about color, length and style and 
we can only offer her what we think is true 
elegance.

Salad: 

4 medium sized suechlnl, (sliced about l » inch thick)

l 2 cup olive oil 
3 tablespoons wine vinegar 

2 cloves garlic, crushed 

1 tablespoon fresh chopped basil or 1 teaspoon dried basil 
l 4 teaspoon dry mustard 
*2 teaspoon salt 
Pepper to taste 


Place zucchini, tomatoes, and chopped onion in a large 
bowl. In a separate bowl, blend dressing with wire whisk. 
Pour over salad and cover. Refrigerate for several hours; 
overnight is best. Serves 6 


VENICE CHICKEN SALAD 
2 pkgs. frozen peas and carrots, 10 oz. size 
1 cup cubed, boiled potatoes 
1 cup chopped, cooked chicken 
>2 cup mayonnaise 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 teaspoon chopped parsley 
Salt and pepper 
6 small sweet pickles 
Lettuce leaves, for garnish 


Cook packages of frozen peas and carrots; drain and cool. 
Place them in a bowl with potatoes, chicken, mayonnaise, 
lemon juice, and parsley. Season with salt and pepper. Chill 
thoroughly; pile salad on a serving dish lined with crisp 
lettuce leaves. Slice pickles lengthwise, and make a border 
by standing them up against the salad. Serves 4

Ever hear of a frozen fruit shake? It’s an 
example of a nourishing and delicious 
between-meal snack that goes together in 
just a few seconds if you have a blender. 
Those without blenders can thaw and 


puree the fruit first and then shake it all i 
in a jar with a tight-fitting lid. 

If you're serving summer drinks in' 
super-size portions, and you have no punch 
bowl, a large glass pitcher will do. A 
summer punch bowl can be made from a 
large watermelon; cut off the top and 
hollow out the inside and cut a thin slice 
from the bottom to make melon sit firmly.

Mrs. Heiehard, vice chairwoman of the 
Committee, was asked if the consent 
agreement would have any effect on the 
way the budget is prepared. 

She said, "No, only if mandated by the 
slate."

Solicitor Irvine could not find specific 
mentions for special needs programs that 
totaled more than $1.7 million in any of the 
forms of the budget presented.

lebner was referring to the fact that the 
School Committee actually spends in 
excess of the amount appropriated by the 
city because it receives revenues from 
other sources, revenues that are not 
merely reimbursements for money 
already spent. 

In spite of the reduction in the money to 
be appropriated for the School Committtee 
from $31,902,834 to $30,850,057, according 
to Ubner, the effect on the tax rate will not 
come from the approximately $1 million 
lower appropriation, as previously 
reported, but from the $257,000 double 
budgeted for Metco expenditures. 

The $257,000 for "tuition assistance" for 
Metco, lebner said, was in the School 
Committee budget for appropriation but 


will be reimbursed, and therefore the 
School Committee would have received it 
twice. 

The other major item of contention, the 
$795,000 Chapter 766 reimbursement, 
would by law have to be returned to the 
city when received and therefore will have 
no effect on the tax rate. 

A statement issued by Eleanor Rosen- 
blum, chairwoman of the School Com¬ 
mittee, said, "I am pleased that, under the 
terms of the consent judgment agreed to 
by all concerned parties, the operating 
budget of the Newton Public Schools for 
1975-76 will be restored to the $31,902,834 
approved by a vote of the School Com¬ 
mittee on Feb. 14, 1975. 

"The School Committee agreed 
unanimously to the change from the 
budgeting procedure it had followed 
pursuant to the recommendations of state 
accounting officials at the time the budget 
was passed. Revenue from Chapter 766 
reimbursements, as well as reim¬ 
bursement presently being sought for 


basic instruction under Section 12A of 
Chapter 76 (Metco) will be applied to the 
school budget without need for further 
appropriation. 

"It had been the intent of the School 
Committee, as stated in my letter to the 
chairman of the Finance Committee on 
Feb. 25,1975, to transfer these monies to 
the city upon their receipt from the state. 

"Under the consent judgment the city 
will provide any necessary funds if there is 
a shortfall in anticipated state revenue 
from Chapter 766 or Chapter 76, Section 
12A. The city will be obliged to do this 
either by appropriation, transfer from 
budget reserve,or by borrowing the 
necessary amount. 

"The members of the School Committee 
arc satisfied that in the best interests of 
the city an amicable arrangement has 
been reached. 

"We are pleased, too, that, in the best 
interests of the city, the taxpayers who 
brought suit have agreed to withdraw their 
request for a financial penalty."

injury which could impact its 
future survival. 

One of the stumbling blocks 
in dealing with this issue was 
the that the Fish and Game 
Division felt that the amend¬ 
ment to the law dealing with 
the traps was unclear. They 
were not sure the amendment 
actually superceded other 
legislation and had appealed to 
the attorney general’s office 
for an opinion. As of this 
writing, Attorney General 
Bellotti had not signed the 
opinion making it public. 

Meanwhile, the fanner, who 
still had the problem of con¬ 
trolling animals on his 
property was reassured by 
Massachusetts lobbyist for the 
protection of animals, Dorothy 
Checchi O'Brien, that the 
muskrats could be captured by 
water traps. Also Mrs. O'Brien 
said other traps could be used 
to cupture animals alive. 

Mrs. O'Brien stated that 
"two out of three animals 
captured are not the ones that 
farmers are looking for." The 
use of another kind of trap 
would permit the release, 
alive, of such animals. The 
problem racoons would then be 
drowned. 

According to Helen Volante 
of Volante Farms, Needham, 
they use traps with doors to 
snare racoons. They attract the 


animals with peanut butter and | 
bread, fish or an egg. 

Ms. Volante stated that 
racoons have not been this bad 
this year due to an epidemic 
which killed many in the 
spring. This brought the 
racoons somewhat under 
control, since she explained in 
previous years other attempts 
were "useless." 

While Spezzano received 
much advice on the capture of 
animals’ he stated that the 
"only animal I don't know what 
to do about is the two legged 
skunk." He was referring to 
groups of "kids" who come 
onto his property to simply 
destroy com. 

Somewhat bitter about the 
hearing, Spezzano said that the 
"farmer today is like a kernel 
of corn accidentally dropped in 
the driveway.” However, 
Sandra Schawbel, who ap¬ 
peared at the hearing and had 
been involved in the passage of 
the amended legislation ob¬ 
served that animals were an 
"occupational hazard" for 
farmers.

This camper 
chases tornadoes 


DENVER (UPI) - Scien¬ 
tists will spend next spring 
chasing tornadoes in a pickup- 
camper as part of research 
which could lead to develop¬ 
ment of tornadoproof struc¬ 
tures and methods for reducing 
damage done by the 
devastating storms. 

The camper contains a 
mobile wind sensor which 
utilizes laser beams, photo¬ 
graphic film and a series of 
finely tuned cables to measure 
the velocity of dust particles 
and other objects within a 
storm. 

Researchers will direct a 
laser beam at a tornado and, 
by measuring the frequency at 
which the beam is returned, 
determine the velocity of winds 
in the heart of the twister. 

“Our main objective will be 
to find out how fast the peak 
winds within a tornado are 
moving," said Dr. Ronald L. 
Schwiesow, one of the sensor's 
developers at the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad¬ 
ministration. 

"Current theories are that 
the speed of winds within a 
tornado has a direct bearing on 
the amount of damage," he 
said. "But the only way we now 
have of determining how fast a 
tornado is rotating is by going 
in afterward and surveying the 
damage, which isn’t very 
scientific." 

Schwiesow and his team 
scheduled a trip to Arizona this 
summer to measure velocities 
of "dust devils," tiny twisters 
which last only briefly and 
rarely cause damage. From 
there, the scientists will take 
their camper to the Florida 
Keys to measure waterspouts. 

All of the preliminary work, 
Schwiesow says, will be in 
preparation for a move o 
Norman, Okla., next April, at 
the height of the tornado 
season. There, in cooperation 
with a team from the National 
Severe Storms Laboratory 
which chases tornadoes and 
records them on movie film, 


Schwiesow and his colleagues 
will put their sensor to work. 

"We hope to learn if tor¬ 
nadoes increase in power as 
they move and if there are 
different classes of tornadoes," 
he said. “Anything we learn 
will be an improvement, since 
our knowledge of the structure 
of tornadoes at the present 
time is very minimal. 

"Our data then will be 
analyzed to help determine 
what types of structures best 
withstand tornadoes of given 
speeds and if the twisters are 
susceptible to modification, 
thereby reducing their damage 
potential," he said. 

Schwiesow said one theory 
which would be tested was the 
presence of small, rope-like 
suction tubes within tornadoes. 

"We suspect these tubes 
because of scratches on the 
ground left in the wake of 
tornadoes and because eyewit¬ 
nesses have reported seeing 
darker strings inside tornado¬ 
es," he said. 

"Such tubes, if they do exist, 
probably are moving at a much 
higher speed than the winds on 
the outside of the tornado.

The clock is steadily ticking 
toward the time when oil 
drilling will probably start off 
the New England coast. 

Nominations arc now being 
considered by the Bureau of 
Land Management, United 
States Department of the 
Interior, for poslblc oil and gas 
leasing in the North Atlantic 
Outer Continental Shelf. 
Nominations opened on June 
17, 1975, and will close on 
August 18, 1975. 

The area contains some 15.8 
million acres in the Georges 
Banks Trough, offshore from 
Mssachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire, and Maine. It 
starts about 20 miles east of 
Nantucket. 

At the same time, comments 
arc solicited for "negative 
nominations"... identification 
of areas where drilling should 
not be done. 

The Bureau of Land 
Management call for nom- 
nations says, "In addition to 
requesting nominations of 
tracts for possible oil and gas 
leasing within the specified 
areas, this notice also requests 
the identification of particular 
tracts recommended to be 
either specifically excluded 
from oil and gas leasing or 
leased only under special 
conditions because .of con¬ 
flicting values and en¬ 
vironmental concerns. Par¬ 
ticular geological, en¬ 
vironmental, biological, ar¬ 
chaeological, socio-economic 
or other information which 
might bear upon potential 
leasing and development of 
particular tracts is requested 
where available. . . This in¬ 
formation is requested from 
Federal, State and local 
governments; industry; 
universities; research in¬ 
stitutes; environmental 
organizations; and members of 
the general public." 

The call for nominations and 
comments is not an actual 
decision to hold a continental 
shelf oil and gas lease sale. 
This decision, and the size of 
the lease offering, will take 
place in about a year.

As soon as you get the meat home, take off 
the store wrapping and rewrap it loosely in 
wax paper so that air can get to it. 
Sometimes it’s more convenient to put it 
in an open dish and cover it loosely with 
waxed paper. Put in refrigerator. 

If you’re freezing the meat, however, it 
should be wrapped airtight. 

If possible, take the meat out of the 
refrigerator before cooking and let it stand 
until it is at room temperature. About an 
hour for small cuts, two or even more for 
large cuts.

Customs 

Regulations 

Federal regulations require 
that all persons — and that 
means Americans returninR 
from holidays abroad — must 
clear through customs before 
entry into the United States. 

Most have no problem. But 
there are some who un¬ 
wittingly violate laws for¬ 
bidding or restricting the 
importation of specified ar¬ 
ticles. 

Ignorance of the rules and 
regulations is no excuse, and 
violations can be punishable by 
confiscation and destruction of 
prohibited or restricted items 
and, sometimes, fines and 
imprisonment. 

Some of the prohibited 
materials include narcotics 
and dangerous drugs, obscene 
articles and publications, 
switchblade knives, fireworks 
and clothing or other items 
fashioned from the skins or 
other parts of more than 400 
species of wildlife listed under 
the Endangered Species 
Conservation Act of i960. 

Also barred are unlicensed 
merchandise originating in 
North Vietnam, North Korea 
and Cuba — and that includes 
Havana cigars. Articles of 
Chinese origin, formerly 
prohibited, may now be impor¬ 
ted. 

There are prohibitions and 
restrictions also on firearms 
and ammunition, fruits, 
vegetables, plants, meats, 
poultry, livestock, pets, live 
fish, birds and wildlife. 

Recent changes in the law 
now permit the importation of 
gold without a license. Gold is 
duty free, but travelers bring¬ 
ing in bullion or gold coins for 
their personal use must 
declare them when clearing 
customs. 

Each returning American is 
allowed a duty exemption of up 
to $100 — fair retail value — 
provided he brings his pur¬ 
chases with him, has been 
outside the U.S. for more than 
48 hours, has not used the 
exemption within the previous 
30-day period, and the articles 
are for personal or household 
use. Mexico and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands are exempt from the 
time limitations. 

One quart of liquor per adult 
21 years and older, and up to 
100 cigars may be included in 
the exemption. There is no 
federal limitation on the num¬ 
ber of cigarettes that can be 
imported for personal use 
although taxes may be im¬ 
posed by state or local 
authorities. 

There is an extra $100 duty 
exemption, for a total of $200, 
for Americans returning from 
or via the U.S. Virgin Islands, 
Guam or American Samoa. 
Adults also can bring in a full 
gallon of alcoholic beverages. 
However, no more than $100 in 
goods and one quart of liquor 
purchased elsewhere than in 
the islands can be included in 
the duty-free exemption. 

During their travels, Ameri¬ 
cans may mail home gifts of 
not more than $10 in value 
frecently upped to $20 from the 
U.S. island possessions in the 
Caribbean and Pacific) to 
friends and relatives free of 
duty or tax if the recipient does 
not receive more than one 
package a day. These gifts do 
not have to be declared. Write 
"Unsolicited Gift — Value 
under $10 (or $20)" on the 
outside of the parcel, liquor 
and tobacco products are not 
included nor are alcoholic 
perfumes valued at more than 
$ 1 . 

There is no limitation on the 
total of purchases you can 
make, but the amount im¬ 
ported in excess of the basic 
exemptions are subject to duty, 
unless items are entitled to free 
entry or barred. 

If your total purchases add 
up to less than the duty 
exemption, an oral declaration 
generally will be accepted by 
the inspector. A written decla¬ 
ration is necessary if liquor 
and other purchases exceed the 
exemption. 

Incidentally, a family travel¬ 
ing together can lump its 
exemptions. A family of four, 
for instance, may bring in up to 
$400 (or $800) since children 
are entitled to the same 
exemptions as adults, except 
on liquor.

A positive report 
about Little League

The one sure thing about 
Little l.eaguc Baseball is that 
no^ne over seems to write 
anything complimentary about 
It, yet it survives and even 
flourishes year after year. One 
reads attacks that it is "over- 
organized," "over-coachcd,” 
"girls suffer discrimination," 
"parents interfere,” and 
"there is no sportsmanship." 

As a father of two boys who 
entered the Newton league for 
the first time this year, I had 
Hopes and doubts, misgivings 
and dreams; however the 
overall effect was distinctly 
positive, and I hope that 
relating my experiences may 
enlighten the perspective for 
other parents of 9-12 year olds. 

“OVER-ORGANIZED” 
Briefly, there are 5 separate 
geographic divisions of Little 
League in Newton, each 
divided into Major, Minor and 
Rookie league sections by age 
and ability and each section 
usually having 6 teams. 
Everyone is accepted on 
receipt of his $15 registration 
fee (max. $25 per family); 
funds are used for uniforms, 
equipment, maintenance and 
umpire fees, and are sup¬ 
plemented by a big candy sale 
in April. The players are all 
rated at a brief tryout session 
and then arc and then are 
placed onto teams at a “draft" 
held by the respective team 
managers. 

By some quirk I was offered 
the job of manager of a Minor 
League team in the Central 
Division of Newton. My first 
duty was to attend the draft of 
those players who were left 
after the Major league teams 
had stocked their rosters. 
Generally a 9-year old will be 
taken by the majors, and most 
12-year olds will, but there are 
exceptions. 1 started out with 
three holdover players who had 
played on the team the year 
before, and was awarded my 
own sons plus two neighbors. 
Then others were drawn by lot 
until a roster of 14 was filled, 
boys from all over central 
Newton, only five of whom I 
knew. 

OVER-COACHED.” Another 
father offered to be my team 
"coach,” a practice which 
every team follows since it is 
_ very difficult to supervise, 
discipline, educate, train and 
mold a team of 14 enthusiastic 
young players all alone. My 
coach was wonderful. He 
always showed up, gained the 
enthusiastic respect of the 
players, and thus enabled us to 
split the squad up and give 
special attention to certain 
groups. Practices were both 
beneficial and fun. My coach, 
an orthopedic surgeon, was 
also useful several times in 


giving instant medical 
opinions, and provided much 
comfort to the mothers of my 
players, 

Generally the managing and 
coaching appeared to be very 
good. At the Major league 
level it was much more intense 
and hard-boiled than at our 
level, but this was for more 
experienced and capable 
players. Those managers were 
all veterans who had come up 
from the Minor I-cague level, 
some having been active for 15- 
20 years. Conversely, at the 
Rookie level the coaching was 
rather gentle and tolerant, 
done largely by first year 
volunteers. Every Rookie I 
spoke with over the season was 
having fun and hoped to move 
up to the Minors next year, 
indicating to me that a good 
learning experience was taking 
place. I feel that this ex¬ 
perience, plus the opportunity 
for a youngster to be part of an 
organized team, are the best 
parts of the whole program. 

"GIRDS..." Our team moved 
through the 14 game season in 
fine fashion, playing as a team 
and cheering for each other. 

There were girls on two Rookie 
teams, four Minor teams, and 
one made the Majors. They all 
could hit and field well enough, 
but throwing appeared to be a 
problem; even great female 
athletes such as Babe John Su ovitz, 12, was the 
Didrickson cever threw very winner of the Hazel Hotchkiss 
well, and perhaps girls should Wightmau Memorial 
realize that after all the court Achievement Award at Pine 
rulings and the disputes over Manor Tennis Camp in 
protective underwear have Brookline Saturday.

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Dismissal of top lawyer may hurt Joan Little 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) - Attorneys for 
Joan Little, a black woman charged with 
murdering a white jailer she claims tried 
to rape her, say their case has been hurt by 
Superior Court Judge Hamilton Hobgood’s 


dismissal of Morris Dees from the defense 
team. 

Hobgood threw Dees, son of a 
sharecropper and now a selfmade 
millionaire, out of court Tuesday because 


Decs allegedly tried to make a witness 
change her testimony. 

"I will give you five minutes to get out of 
the courtroom," Hobgood told Dees. 

The judge refused defense motions for a

hearing on the matter and to allow fhe 
appointment of another attorney to 
replace Dees. 

"It'll really hurt Joan's case," said chief 
defense attorney Jerry Paul. 

In a run-in with the judge last week, the 
38-year-old Dees said Hobgood was not 
allowing questioning by defense attorneys 
that he had allowed from the prosecution. 

"If you do it once more," warned the 
judge, "you'll be out of the case." 

A team of seven laywers had been 
working to get Miss Little acquitted of the 
first-degree murder charges facing her in 
the death of jailer Clarence Alligood. The 
62-year-old father of six was found par¬ 
tially nude in her cell Aug. 27, 1974, 
stabbed to death with an icepick. 

Miss Little contends she had to fight off a 
rape attempt by Alligood. 

"Mr. Dees interviewed most of the 
witnesses we plan to put put on (the 
stand)," Paul told a news conference. 

Mrs. Beverly King was one of the wit¬ 
nesses Dees had interviewed. He con¬ 
tended her testimony on the stand did not 
corroborate the statement she had given 
him last month. 

Mrs. King testified that Alligood had 
asked her if all the deputies had gone off 
duty about an hour before he was found 
dead. Dees had an unsigned statement 
from her saying she thought it was 



"unusual" at the time. But Tuesday, she 
said she did not think it unusual. 

She told District Attorney William 
Griffin that Dees had approached her 
during a lunch break and said to go ahead 
and testify Alligood's question was 


unusual. 

"'I want you to say it,'" Mrs. King said 
Decs told her. '"It won't hurt the state and 
it'll help Joan."' 

But Dees told reporters after court 
recessed for the day, "I never said that.'

Puerto Rico—now isle of dis-enchantment 


SAN JUAN, P.R. (UPI) - Puerto Rico, 
the "Island of Enchantment," has lost its 
charm for many residents from the con¬ 
tinental United States. A lot are leaving, as 
are Puerto Rican professional and busi¬ 
nessmen, Cubans and other Latin 
Americans, 

The departees cite a variety of reasons: 
a shortage of jobs; doubts that the island 
government can cope with perplexing 
social problems including rising crime; a 
heavier tax bite than in the States; in¬ 
creasing red tape and labor turmoil in 
business undertakings. 

The island's severe economic recession 
accounts for a large part of the exodus. 
Hie gross national product will show a 
drop of between 3 and 4 per cent for fiscal 
1975. I,ocal branches of mainland firms 
arc cutting back or closing down. 

One U.S. continental who lived here for 
years gave up a good job with a govern¬ 
ment agency and returned to the mainland 
in mid-recession to look for work. An 
executive of a U.S. firm operating here 
wrangled a demotion so he could be 


transferred back to the States. 

Charles Dominguez of Allied Van Lines, 
whose clients are mostly business and 
professional families, said the recent ratio 
of departures to arrivals has been as high 
as 10-to-l. He said an abnormal number of 
families has moved away over the past two 
years. 

The English-language private schools, 
where the children of continentals have to 
go to study in their native tongue, had long 
waiting lists until a couple of years ago. 
Today, they are advertising for students 
and laying off staff. 

"It isn’t just the continentals who are 
leaving," said real estate broker John 
Franciscus, who deals in middle class 
housing. "It is the middle class Puerto 
Rican families as well. And some of those 
who are not leaving right away are 
liquidating their property so they will be 
ready to go." 

One moving company executive said he 
knew of several well-established Puerto 
Rican doctors and other professionals who 
had emigrated to the Dominican Republic. 


A real estate broker said several families 
in the construction industry had moved to 
Costa Rica, which reportedly is having a 
building boom. 

This broker also spoke of the exodus of 
middle class Cubans, who had fled here in 
droves after the Castro takeover, and 
other immigrants from Latin America. 

"Many of them are going to Florida. Or 
to Latin America. They just don't feel 
welcome or comfortable here any more,” 
the broker said. 

Puerto Rico has had a number of 
terrorist bombings aimed either at 
Castroite Cubans or at persons advocating 
renewed relations with the Cuban 
government. 

Police Superintendent Astol Calero 
warned recently that the island could 
become a battlefield for those pro Castro 
and those against. 

Few persons moving out want to be 
identified. One U.S. continental, who 
operated his own small business here for 
more than 10 years, said, "I have a lot of 


Puerto Rican friends. I don't want to be the 
one who tells them they have a rotten 
island." 

Several fugitives-to-be, assured they 
could remain anonymous, were outspoken 
in their criticism of the government. 

“I don’t know whether the governor is a 
Castro disguised by a clean shave and a 
business suit, or just plain incompetent, 
which would be even worse," said one U.S. 
businessman who is leaving. He referred 
to the government’s purchase last year of 
the ITTowned telephone service and the 
three private shipping lines serving Puerto 
Rico. 

"They promised they would hold down 
rates and improve the service. But they 
raised rates and the inefficiency has 
gotten worse, especially shipping,” he 
said. 

The same businessman said the 
government’s new 6.6 per cent excise tax 
on imports costs him three hours of red 
tape every time he receives a shipment 
from the mainland for a client. 


Others packing up to leave mentioned 
proposed rent control legislation, income 
taxes (while U.S. taxpayers received a 
rebate last year, residents of Puerto Rico 
were hit with a new surtax), “bankrupt" 
fiscal policies, wage-and-hour laws above 
the U.S. minimums, as signs that the 
government, to quote one businessman, 
"is not just anti-business but is flirting 
with some kind of pie-in-the-sky 
socialism." 

One couple, both school teachers, said 
they decided to leave after a tax ac¬ 
countant told them their Puerto Rican 
income tax for 1975 would be $2,000 higher 
than the U.S. income tax they would pay if 
they lived on the mainland. 

The government's Economic 
Development Administration said it was 
not aware of any unusual exodus of U.S. 
businessmen or anyone else and doubted 
such a thing existed. There are no official 
statistics upon which to draw. Movement 
between the mainland and the island is 
uncounted and unrecorded. In fact, no one 
knows how many U.S. continentals live in 


Puerto Rico, with semiofficial estimates 
ranging between 25,000 and 50,000. 

One businessman, a 10-year resident, 
who was leaving for Florida, spent more 
tlian half an hour listing "the little 
frustrations which have finally built up.” 
They included: 

— Having to replace three batteries 
stolen from his truck in the past year. 

— Having his office burglarized twice in 
the past year. 

— Having to climb stairs to his ninth 
floor apartment for a week because of a 
power failure. ("The first day you accept 
it, but by the third day you get a bit an¬ 
noyed.") 

— Having had his water service cut off 
for long hours. (“We have all gotten used 
to living without telephones, but living 
without water is a bit harder to swallow — 
no pun intended.") 

— The apparent acceptance by both the 
government and the general public of 
sabotage as a legitimate negotiating tool in 
utility strikes.

Turmoil on 

BRUSSELS (UPI) — From the Azores to 
Izmir, the southern flank of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization has never 
been in worse shape. 

But its collapse, despite widespread 
predictions, is not inevitable. 

The communists are a major influence 
in the Portguese government and are 
pressing for power in Italy. Greece says it 
will quit NATO's military structure. 
Turkey wants to "review its role" in the 
alliance. Spain and Yugoslavia, two non- 
Nato but crucially strategic nations, could 
plunge into chaos when their octagenarian 
presidents, Francisco Franco and Josip 
Broz Tito, die. 

NATO meetings have openly deplored 
the turmoil in the Mediterranean and the 
growing Soviet naval presence in the sea 
— once considered militarily an 
"American lake." 

But if survey by UPI correspondents of 
the West's shaky Mediterranean bastions 
indicate Moscow is not necessarily about 
to take over. 

Greece and Turkey have begun delicate 
talks to settle their many differences. Italy 
is pulling back from the brink of economic 
disaster. 

The betting in Spain is for an orderly 
transfer of power to Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon when Franco goes. Spanish 
Communists stress their independence 
from Moscow. So do Italian Reds, who say 
they would keep Italy in NATO. 

Turkey and Yugoslavia, fearful of the 
Soviet Union looming nearby, are united in 
resisting Soviet pressure. From next year, 
Yugoslav universities will give degrees in 
"nationwide defense” — which means 
guerrilla warfare against a Soviet in¬ 
vasion. 

From Nat Gibson in Lisbon: 

Since the Portuguese revolution 15 
months ago, the NATO allies probably 
have spent more time studying and 
worrying about the future of that nation 
than about any other problem. 

This has been so despite the Portuguese 
government's repeated statements that it 
wants to remain in NATO and act as a 
bridge between East and West. Premier 
Vasco dos Santos Goncalves delivered this 
message personally to President Ford in 
Brussels in May but was told that 
Washington still fears that Portugal will go 
Communist. 

The Communists already had two 
ministers in the cabinet before the collapse 
of the coalition government July 17. A 
third cameffrom the far-left Portuguese 
Democratic Movement. Three others 
called themselves Marxists. 

Portuguese television is filled with 
programs from Eastern Europe. Troupes 
of East bloc performers tour the country. 
Trade between Portugal and the Com¬ 
munist nations is rising rapidly, with the 
East buying Portugese wine, shoes and 
small ships. 

The military's refusal to accept the 
results of the April elections has produced 
a backlash. For the first time, the 
demonstrators who parade through Lisbon 
almost nightly have begun to jeer the 
troops controlling them. 


NATO strategists play down the 
strategic importance to the alliance of the 
U.S. air base at Lajes, in the Azores, as 
though to cushion NATO against the shock 
of an eventual Portuguese pullout. 
Already, Lisbon has bowed to American 
worries by voluntarily staying away from 
meetings of Nato's Nuclear Planning 
Group, which discusses the alliance’s 
nuclear secrets. 

From Wilborn Hampton in Rome: 

Italy’s Communists say they regard 
membership in NATO as a necessity. 

“We do not propose that Italy give up 
memberships in (NATO) nor would we 
propose if if we were part of the govem- 
mentu,” said Communist leader Enrico 
Berlinguer, whose party moved close to 
becoming Italy’s largest party in 
nationwide regional elections June 16. "A 
unilateral Italian withdrawal from NATO 
would upset the entire process of detente.” 

The NATO anchor in Italy is a vital one. 
The U.S. 6th Fleet is based in NAples and 
there is a home port for nuclearpowered 
subs on the isle of La Maddalena off 
Sardinia. With the Greek and Turkish 
thereats to U.S. bases, Italy could be the 
last major spot in the Mediterranean 
where American ships will be welcome. 

Italy's Communists, the strongest in the 
West, once demanded an end to the U.S. 
submarine facilities. In the past, there 
have been antiNATO demonstrations 
throughout Italy. 

But the Communists, anxious to 
demonstrate their independence from 
Moscow and to avoid alienating pro- 
Western Italian voters, have changed their 
tune over the past year. They also have 
made a point of distancing themselves 
from the Portugese Communists, whose 
pro-Moscow and anti-democratic stance 
has embarrassed Communists in Italy and 
France. 

Economic problems and the future of the 
beleaguered Christian Democratic 
government are the key issues in Italy 
today, with NATO shunted off to the wings. 
The Communistsu apparently have no 
intention of making it an issue any time 
soon. 

From John I-awton in Istanbul: 

The blue-and-white Greek flag still 
flutters in the sunshine outside the 
seafront headquarters of NATO's land 
southeast command at Izmir, Turkey. But 
U.S. officers there say the departure of 
Greek officers during last year's Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus weakened coordination 
among NATO forces and could delay 
response to a Soviet attack. 

And now Turkey, which guards NATO’s 
only southern land frontier with Russia, is 
threatening to review its role in the West's 
defense, because of U.S. attempts to stop 
the Cyprus invasion and the U.S. 
Congressional embargo on arms sales and 
aid to Turkey. 

"If the United States does not lift the 
arms embargo in a reasonable time, we 
will definitely review our NATO com¬ 
mitment," said Premier Suleyman 
Deinirel. 

"Embargo is something you take 
against an enemy — not a friend," added 


turkish Ambassador wo Washington Melih 
Esenbel. 

This does not mean that staunchly anti¬ 
communist Turkey — which has the 
largest European NATO ground force — 
will quit the alliance. To the contrary, 
Turkey has fought 13 wars with Russia in 
recent history and has no intention of 
facing its northern neighbor alone. 

But Turks believe it is unjust that they 
should man NATO's front lines when their 
major ally, America, refuses to sell arms 
to keep their troops equipped and their 
planes flying. 

Although Demirel is unlikely to move 
against NATO installations in Turkey, he 
has put the United States on notice that it 
may have to quit Americanmanned sur¬ 
veillance bases on the Black Sea which 
monitor Soviet troop movements and 
provide early woming against a possible 
Soviet nuclear attack on the United States. 

From John Rigos in Athens: 

The new Greek government announced 
in the wake of the Cyprus crisis last 
summer that it would quit NATO's 
military structure while keeping its voice 
in alliance political bodies. But apart from 
the departure of the Greek officers at 
Izmir, nothing has happened yet. 

Greek officers still serve at NATO 
headquarters in Brussels. NATO-Greek 
talks on implementing the Greek decision 
have not begun. 

But Greece took out its anger — caused 
by NATO’s failure to stop the Turkish 
invasion — on the United States directly by 
announcing that six U.S. destroyers will no 
longer be based at Piraeus and that bases 
which do not countribute to Greece's 
defense will be closed or cut back. 

The haste with which the government 
has acted to link itself with the European 
Common Market shows that Greece would 
feel more secure inside a united Europe, 
rather than remaining isolated in the 
Mediterranean within a NATO it considers 
unreliable. 

This was evident when Premier Con¬ 
stantine Caramanlis, speaking on the day 
Greece applied for full Common Market 
membership, said, "The reasons com¬ 
pelling our immediate entrance are politi¬ 
cal and entirely natural." 

Common Market officials say the 
process of Greek membership will take at 
least three years, and probably longer. 

From Peter Uebersax in Madrid: 

The dominant problem in Spain is the 
succession to Franco. But the 82-year-old 
Caudillo, who lives in splendid but in¬ 
creasing isolation at his El Pardo palace 
outside Madrid, has said he will "remain 
at the helm as long as God gives me 
reasonable health and clarity of 
judgement." 

Since Franco controls the army and 
police, that means indefinite post¬ 
ponement of the political and social 
reforms for which most politicians, 
churchmen and newspapers are 
clamoring. 

Until recently, Spaniards seemed 
politically docile, more interested in a new 
apartment or a second-hand car. But 
several things have changed this — 


Franco's illness last year, the recession, 
the fall of right-wing dictorships in Portu¬ 
gal and Greece, the emergence of well- 
organized political underground 
organizations, and a mild liberalization 
program submitted 18 months ago by 
Premier Carlos Arias Navarro. Con¬ 
servatives emasculated the program, but 
it left a residue of excited hopes. 

The result lias been agitation by the 
Basque minority, a shift to the left in trade 
unions, more political demonstrations and 
the rise of the underground Communist 
party as the strongest single anti-Franco 
force — all this despite several hundred 
political arrests each month. 

The two leading Communists are San¬ 
tiago Carrillo, 61, in exile in Paris, and 
Marcelino Camacho, 57, in jail in Spain. 
Both are Italian-style Communists, in¬ 
dependent from Moscow, and they com¬ 
mand the loyalties of an estimated 25 per 
cent of all Spaniards. 

The events in Portugal have hurt Spain's 
Communists by frightening moderates and 
Socialists. The Spanish armed forces, 
unlike Portugal's, appear free of policial 
rumblings — "a solid rock in a stormy 
sea," in the words of Socialist Leader 
Enrique Tiemo Galvan. 


Franco is trying now to win a better deal 
— including a formal U.S.-Spanish 
security treaty — as his price for renewal 
of the four Spanish bases which the United 
States uses. It is considered likely that the 
Aug. 31 deadline will be met with a new 
agreement, although the arrangement is 
generally unpopular in Spain. 

One member of Parliament, for in¬ 
stance, has charged that Washington gives 
Spain nothing but “smiles, junk and un¬ 
fortunate statements." 

Fiom Barry Waters in Belgrade: 

Yugoslavia is divided into six republics 
which distrust and often despise each 
other. But it is united by the fact that, ever 
since Tito's 1948 break with Stalin, it has 
distrusted and despised Russia more. 

Yugoslavia, which occupies a special 
position between NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact, depends on a delicate balance of 
power. That balance is shifting in the 
Mediterranean, where the growing Soviet 
fleet is producing pressure from Moscow 
for naval bases on Yugoslavia's Adriatic 
coast. 

Yugoslavia has resisted this pressure so 
far. The bases aie too good a bargaining 
chip to be surrendedered until the pressure 
is really on. 


No observer doubts that Yugoslavs 
would bury their differences and take to 
the hills to fight any Soviet invasion after 
Tito’s death. All Yugoslav military 
euipment is geared to fighting a guerrilla 
war and schools and factories countinually 
teach "nationwide defense," which was 
introduced after Russia's 1968 invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. 

But there are more subtle pressures. 

Many Yugoslav arms are still supplied 
by Moscow, because it gives easier terms 
Despite Tito’s crackdown of the past two 
years, there are still many dissident 
strains within Yugoslavia, and Russia is 
known to be exploiting some of them — in 
Croatia, for instance — in hopes of 
promoting a secession movement. The 
economy suffers under a 40 per cent in¬ 
flation rate and the dinar may be devalued 
again this year. 

But the 83-year-old Tito has been busy 
preparing for the post-Tito era. He has 
purged both liberals and old guard pro- 
Moscow Communists, centralized power 
and boosted the role of the military, The 
best guess is that, if the country began to 
crack apart after Tito's death, the military 
would take over to preserve a united 
Yugoslavia.

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"Merely planting tre 
shrubs is not.landsci 
says William R. Nelson, Jr., 
author of Landscaping Your 
Home (University of Illinois 
Press $8.95). "Designing a 
landscape is an art — the 
growing of plants is a craft, 
landscaping means creating a 
plan to make the best use of the 
space available in the most 
attractive way. It means 
shaping the land to make the 
most of the site's natural ad¬ 
vantages. It means building 
such necessary structures as 
fences, walls, and patios. 


Finally, it means selecting and 
growing the plants that best fit 
the design. 

"The function of landscape 
architecture is not only to 
create and preserve beauty but 
to make the surroundings 
useful. The smaller the home 
grounds, the greater the need 
for proper planning." 

In his book, a-revised version 
of a paperbound edition first 
published 12 years ago (availa- 
ble at $4 from Office of 
Agricultural Publications, Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois), Nelson 
outlines with textbook 
thoroughness — and clarity 
that makes it easily un- 
and "Herstandable to the layman — 
ig,” the principles of landscape 
architecture from planning 
and site analysis through care 
of plantings. 

He emphasizes it is not 
necessary that the total design 
be completed at once. It can be 
an ongoing thing, but it is 
essential that an overall plan 
be developed. As money is 
available to finish different 
sections, these sections will fit 
into the total picture. Many 
families, he said, have found it 
helpful to include a regular 
budget item for landscaping 


purposes. “Whether it is $50 or 
$500, it can be made to go a long 
way when you know exactly 
what Ls to be done, how much 
you can buy, and how much 
you can do yourself. 

In establishing landscape 
needs, Nelson suggests, first 
study the floor plan, window 
locaiions, the primary living 
areas, to establish a relation¬ 
ship between living and sendee 
areas in the house and similar 
areas out of doors. Consider, 
also, design from outside the 
house as viewed by yourself 
and others in order to most 
effectively blend the house 
with its site. 

"The final landscape plan," 
he says, "will depend upon 
your lot and its orientation to 
wind and sun, your house plan, 
the amount of money, time, 
and effort you want to spend on 
maintenance, your family’s 
interests and activities, and 
even the neighborhood itself." 

Nelson urges that a plan be 
designed to preserve all of the 
test natural resources of the 
site, such as trees, brooks or 
streams, good soil, rock out¬ 
croppings, and turf. Study the 
views; keep attractive views 
open and framed for greatest 


value. Screen out unattractive 
and objectionable views either 
by structures or plantings. 
Develop pleasing lawn and 
planting areas in relation to the 
views from the main rooms in 
the house. Consider the effects 
of sun, rain, snow, wind, heat 
and cold; how the house should 
be sited if it is not yet built or, 
as is more often the case, how 
these effects can be modified 
where necessary on an existing 
house. An inventory of family 
activities will help in planning 
the overall layout, Nelson says. 
Allow space for outdoor living 
needs, the children's play aria, 
and a service area. If your 
family will not want to spend 
much time working in the yard, 
keep the design simple and the 
plantings of the type that do not 
need much care. 

Nelson suggests a good 
approach is to "visualize your 
property as if it had nothing on 
it. List what you would like to 
have and what problems must 
be solved. Then determine 
what you already have that 
helps you achieve your goal. 
Don't keep something simply 
because it is there. If what you 
have doesn't work, get rid of 
it!"

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
(UPI) — California owners of 
personalized license plates are 
financing a $275,000 study on 
producing energy from gar¬ 
bage and recovering valuable 
materials from the waste. 

Tlte 16-month project will 
examine methods of con¬ 
verting solid wastes to energy 
and reusable materials, the 
cost of doing so in California, 
and the effect of such efforts on 
the environment. 

Albert A. Marino, executive 
officer of the state Solid Waste 
Management Board, which 
contracted for the study, said 
results of the research could 
spur construction of publicly 
and privately financed gar- 
bageresource recovery plants. 

"It is a very first step toward 
large-scale garbage recovery 
because we know the technolo¬ 
gy is here to do these things,” 
Marino said. "The big problem 
is the cost factors, the en¬ 
vironmental factors in Cali¬ 
fornia, and what is the energy 
shortage. 

"With the energy shortage 
predicted to get worse, this 
thing (converting garbage into 
energy fuel) becomes more 
attractive. This study will 
provide vital information." 

Funds for the study were 


provided'through the sale of 
the $25 personalized license 

plates to motorists. The 
license-plate program was 
created by the legislature 
several years ago to finance 
environmental projects. 

The study, started last month 
by the Los Angeles firm of 
Stanton, Stockwell-Henningso- 
n, Durham and Richardson, is 
designed to determine the 
feasibility of garbage-resource 
recovery in Southern 
California. 

It will seek the best methods 
of extracting marketable 
materials, such as metals and 
glass, from solid waste and 
converting the remainder into 
fuel, such as a gas or an oil, and 
whether such efforts will be 
profitable and environmentally 
worthwhile. 

The study will evaluate what 
products can be recovered 
from solid waste and deter¬ 
mine existing markets for the 
products and the energy 
produced from garbage. 

Although the study will seek 
"the best and highest use of 
garbage" in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, Marino said, the informa¬ 
tion gleaned from it will aid 
local government agencies and 
private firms throughout the

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'Ah, Wilderness!'breath of fresh air

For connoisseurs of Eugene O'Neill, the 
Boston University Summer Repertory 
Theatre's production of "Ah, Wilderness!" 
is a breath of fresh air. 

None of O’Neill's personal turmoils are 
visibly present in this play, unlike many of 
his others. The story, a comedy, revolves 
around a small-town Connecticut family in 
1906 and its struggle with Victorian 
morality. 

Richard Miller, headed for Yale in the 
fall, has written some rather torid love 
letters to his girlfriend, Muriel McComber, 
which are found by her extremely straight- 
laced father. McComber forces the girl to 
write a "Dear John" letter which he 
personally delivers to the Miller home. 
Standing up for his son’ Nat Miller accepts 
the letter and proceeds to throw old Mc¬ 
Comber out of the house. 

Upon reading the letter, Richard is 
crushed. While ceaselessly spewing forth 
poctry-philosophy-politics, Richard 
becomes rather monotonous, to the 
audience as well as some of the other 
characters. Boyishly, he jumps at the 
chance to drown his sorrows. 

Not knowing where Richard is, his 
mother Essie is frantic. Arthur, another 
son, is a boola-boola nouveau-intelligent 
Yalie who is coerced by his father to en¬ 
tertain his mother with “your fine singing 
voice", and is quite amusing in his ren¬ 
ditions. When Richard arrives, feeling no 
pain, his mother is horrified. Once Richard 


begins to feel queasy, he is assisted by 
Uncle Sid who Is quite familiar with the 
predicament. 

Ah, yes, Uncle Sid. 

In the midst of Richard's problems, the 
family must deal with Uncle Sid and his 
drinking. Though quite funny in a scene 
where he returns from a Fourth of July 
picnic very drunk, Uncle Sid Is a cause of 
shame within the family. More than that, 
he's in love with Nat's spinster sister, 
Lilly, who loves Sid but can’t stand drunks. 

O'Neill's genius Is even subtly evident in 
the title. 

The "Ah" Is construed as a sigh of relief; 
that of a harried person looking back upon 
simpler times, perhaps half-wishing that 
those simple problems were his own in¬ 
stead of the turmoil he really faces. 

"Wilderness" is an undeveloped area, in 
this case, morality. 

The Miller family deals within a 
morality Dial, to the audience, seems 
rather backward (especially today, in this 
age of permissiveness). The audience 
laughs at the Millers’ “crisis" because 
today they would not be crises at all. They 
laugh at the now non-existent moral 
framework to which people subjected 
themselves. 

John Kcllog is superb as the wise and 
tolerant patriarch, Nat Miller. John 
Newton, as the bon vivant Uncle Sid, is 
excellent in his characterization and of¬ 
fered much needed comic relief. 

Richard was played by Richard Levine 
who, though confronted with a tough role, 


was very one-dimensional, never offering 
an inflection in voice or character, and 
was oratorically overbearing, 

Essie, played by Shirley Bryan couldn't 
help but remind me of a cross between 
Andy Griffith's Aunt Bee and Granny 
Clampett. 

Anthony Pasqualini Is quite amusing as 
Arthur, the eldest son. At times, Mclodie 
Somers as Lily and Adam Goodman as 
Tommy, the youngest son, had trouble 
being heard. The rest of the cast is fine. 

Accolades are due for the fine period 
costumes and lighting, and especially 
Donald Beaman's sets. 

The production was found dragging at 
times, at which point the audience's at¬ 
tention waned. The pace of the Richard- 
Muricl rendez-vous scene was especially 
slow. 

When first produced some 40 years ago, 
O’Neill was advised that the play was too 
long and needed to be cut. Rather than cut 
material in the play (seven scenes in three 
acts) he condensed the three acts into two 
thereby omitting one of the two 10-minute 
intermissions. B.U. would have been wise 
to present it that way, rather than in three 
acts, which was a bit too much. 

B.U. is to be commended for bringing 
summer theatre to Boston. “Ah, 
Wilderness!” and "Scenes from American 
Life" by Newton resident A.R. Gurney Jr. 
can be seen on alternate evenings Monday 
through Saturday, through Aug. 16 at the 
air-conditioned B.U. Theatre, 264 Hun¬ 
tington Ave., Boston, near Symphony Hall.
